Patent  Yaporifer,  Bronchitis  Kettle,  Inhaler,  and  Portable  Vapour  Bath  combined. 

AS   SUGGESTED   BY  W.  L.   SHEPARD,   M.R.C.S.,  &e. 

Extract  from  the  "  LANCET,"  January,  1879. 

"An  apparatus  which  can  be  used  either  as  a 
bronchitis  kettle  and  inhaler,  or  a  portable  vapour 
bath,  that  oinnot  net  out  of  order  or  burn,  even  if 
allowed  to  boil  dry,  that  can  be  refilltd  without 
moving  from  the  lire  or  stopping  the  generation 


of  steam,  is,  I  think,  likely  to  be  useful  to  the 
profession,  especially  at  this  sea- 
son. Such  an  apparatus,  which 
I  propose  calling  the  Vaporifer, 
lias  been  made  for  me  by  Messrs. 
Aknoi.p  &  Sons,  of  \\'e>t  Smith- 
field.  The  woodcut  sufficiently 
explains  its  very  simple  construc- 
tion. It  has  no  bottom,  and  when 
in  use  stands  in  any  ordinary 
-saucepan,  so  that,  should  it  boil 
dry,  the  worst  that  can  happen 
will  be  the  spoiling  of  a  sixpenny 
saucepan,  easily  replaced.  The 
top  of  the  apparatus  is  closed,  and 


on  its  inner  surface,  enclosing  the 
orifice  of  the  steam-pipe,  is  a  movable 
circular  chamber,  haviDg  a  perforated 
bottom,  on  which  any  drugs  can  be 
placed  when  it  is  wished  to  medicate 
the  vapour.  The  crescent-shaped  front 
permits  of  the  saucepan  being  refilled 
without  moving  from  the  fire,  and  if 
boiling  water  be  used  the  steam  is 
generated  continuously.  By  removing 
part  of  the  steam-pipe  and  affixing  the  mouthpiece,  a  very  hand}- and  efficient 
inhaler  is  formed.    Placed  over  a  gas-stove  or  spirit-lamp,  it  can  be  used  as  a 
portable  vapour  bath.    A  not  unimportant  advantage  is  its  trifling  cost,  as 
Messrs.  Arnold  tell  me  it  can  be  sold  for  less  than  either  of  the  three  ap- 
paratus which  it  replaces.    Lastly,  it  packs  in  a  neat,  compact  case,  and  may 
be  had  at  the  nearest  chemists'  to  the  great  saving  of  the  family  tea-kettle, 
which  hurriedly  pressed  into  the  service,  displays  a  great  deal  of  useless  zeal 
by  vigorously  blowing  its  steam  up  the  chimney,  and  often  comes  to  an 
untimely  end  by  having  its  bottom  burned  out."

IN  the  High  Courtof  Justice — Chancery  Division — on  Thursday,

to  prison  for  disobeying  an  injunction  whereby  he  had  been  restrained 
from  selling,  imparting,  or  publishing  a  recipe,  which  is  an  infringe- 
ment of  a  certain  patent  known  as  "Gum  Extract,"  the  property  of 
the  plaintiff,  which  is  used  in  the  mineral  water  trade  for  giving  a 
creamy  head  or  foam  to  ginger  beer  and  other  beverages  ;  the  defen- 
dant having  published  and  sold  a  recipe  for  the  preparation  of  the 
same  compound  under  the  name  of  "Compound  Fluid  of  Saphaca- 
niumj"  to  be  used  for  the  same  purpose.  The  defendant  resisted  on 
the  ground  that  the  bark  used  by  him  was  not  the  same  as  that 
used  by  the  plaintiff,  being  known  as  "  Panama  Bark." 

The  plaintiff,  however,  proved  that  this  was  in  fact  the  same,  and 
the  Court  granted  the  injunction.  The  defendant  also  threatened  to 
publish  the  recipe  unless  it  were  boutrht  up  by  the  plaintiff. 

His  lordship  made  an  order  that  in  default  of  defendant  paying 
the  costs,  he  should  stand  committed  to  prison. 
All  persons  infringing  the  above  patent,  either  hy  selling  or  nsina, 
will  be  proceeded  against,  and  those  who  give  information  of 
such  infringement  wVl  be  liberally  rewarded.

THE  PORTABILITY  OF  DRUGS  IN  FIELD  SERVICE. 

Te  ihe  Editor  of  "  The  Lancet." 

Sir, — I  have  just  read  a  letter  in  The  Lancet  of  Oct.  1st 
from  Surgeon-Major  Evatt,  A.M.D.,  and  fully  endorse  every- 
thing he  says  as  to  the  absolute  necessity  of  reducing  the 
bulk  of  drugs  ia  field  service.  I  have  not  uofrequently  a^ 
such  times  been  without  medicines  owing  t:>  the  delay  and 
dirticulty  of  carriage.  Since  my  retirement  from  the  service 
I  have  been  engaged  in  private  practice,  and  now  frequently 
prescribe  (being  more  palatable  than  medicines  as  generally 
dispensed)  MeKes-on  and  Robbins'  concentrated  prepara- 
tions of  the  various  alkaloids  and  other  drugs  of  the  Phar- 
macopeia, put  up  ia  ovoid  capsuled  pills;  also  the  Wyeth's 
compressed  lenticular  tablets  of  such  chemical  salts  as 
chlorate  of  potash,  muriate  of  ammonia,  bicarbonate  of  soda, 
&c.  Almost  if  not  all  medicines  can  be  obtained  in  this 
concentrated  form  ;  and,  what  is  very  important,  they  are 
easily  soluble,  beiDg  covered  with  transparent  gelatine, 
which  seals  and  protects  the  drugs  from  oxidation  or  other 
changes,  and  renders  them,  I  believe,  impervious  to  climauc 
influences ;  the  pills  beiDg  ovoid-shaped  are  more  easily' 
swallowed  than  the  old  round  pill.

I  think  I  may  safely 
estimate  that  a  pair  of  ordinary  sized  saddle-bags  would 
contain  a  fully-equipped  dispensary,  sufficient  to  meet  the 
medical  requirements  of  a  thousand  men  for  a  three  months' 
campaign — even  including  anesthetic-',  to  be  carried  in 
metallic  flasks,  fitted  with  close-fitting  screwed  tops,  instead 
of  the  glass  bottles  at  present  in  use.

SIR, — Rererring  to  the  letter  of  Dr.  Evatt,  in  your  issue  of 
Oct.  1,  as  to  the  possibility  of  having  medicines  compressed 
into  such  small  bulk  as  to  be  readily  carried  lo"g  distances 
without  much  trouble  from  breakage,  &c.  also  in  such 
formuhc  as  would  be  most  useful  in  emergencies,  and  always 
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reliable,  I  think  the  difficulty  has  been  overcome  by  the 
process  of  John  Wyeth  &  Bros.,  Philadelphia,  whose  pre- 
parations of  compressed  powders  are  most  elegant  and  reliable, 
and  neither  time  nor  weather  seems  to  affect  their  medicinal!

For  Inhaling  the  Fumes  of  Chloride  of  Ammonium.

The  sale  of  poisons  is  likely  to  have  attention  during  the 
next  parliamentary  session.  Mr.  Wontner,  who  is  repre- 
senting the  Public  Prosecutor  in  the  trial  of  Dr.  Lamson, 
made  the  statement  a  few  days  ago  at  the  coroner's  inquiry, 
that  the  Act  regulating  the  sale  of  poisons  was  to  be  altered 
in  the  next  session. 

Among  the  cases  of  poisoning  which  we  record  this  month 
is  one  which  occurred  at  Guy's  Hospital,  and  which  does  not 
seem  to  us  to  have  been  sufficiently  investigated.  In  one  of 
the  wards  of  the  hospital  there  lay  in  a  basket  a  number  of 
10-grain  morphia  powders  for  subcutaneous  injection.  There- 
was  a  card  in  the  basket  with  them  to  indicate  what  they 
were,  but  the  powders  were  not  separately  labelled.  A  nurse 
who  had  been  absent  from  duty  for  a  while  came  on  one  night 
and  gave  a  patient  one  of  these  morphia  powders  instead  of 
the  quinine  powder  which  she  ought  to  have  had.  It  was 
tolerably  certain  that  sooner  or  later  some  one  would  get 
one  of  these  morphia  powders,  kept  as  they  were  in  the 
midst  of  a  number  of  people  all  taking  medicine  every  few 
hours.  The  question  which  arises  is  who  ordered  those 
powden  to  be  kept  in  the  ward  at  all  1 

The  London  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association  have  carried 
on  a  long  and  interesting  discussion  on  the  policy  cf  enforcing 
a  curriculum  on  pharmaceutical  candidates.  We  give  a  report 
of  the  views  ably  expressed  on  both  sides,  and  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  question  has  two  sides.  The  voting  on  the 
question  showed  an  equal  division  of  opinion. 

Our  legal  reports  include  two  cases  decided  in  the 
City  of  London  Court  interesting  to  chemists,  one  re- 
lating to  the  spectacle  trade,  and  the  other  to  goods  sold  on 
sale  or  return. 

In  this  number  we  conclude  our  notice  of  the  report  pre- 
pared by  the  Committee  for  the  revision  of  the  United  States 
Pharmacopoeia. 

The  "Yearbook  of  Pharmacy"  and  the  official  report  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Congress  have  been  published  during 
the  month. 

There  were  62  failures  of  chemists  and  druggists  in  1881, 
against  05  in  1880,  96  in  187!),  90  in  1878  and  76  in  1877. 
Of  wholesale  chemists,  druggists,  &c,  the  recorded  failures 
were  17  in  1881,  18  in  1880,  30  in  1879,  11  in  1878,  and  20 
in  1877. 

The  festively-inclined  must  not  forget  the  Chemists'  Ball 
on  Wednesday  evening  next,  and  those  who  intend  going 
and  have  not  already  applied  for  tickets  had  better  send  to 
Mr.  Savory  at  once,  as  it  is  intended  strictly  to  limit  the 
number  issued  to  350. 

We  may  also  mention  that  the  annual  dinner  of  the 
Chemists'  Assistants'  Association  wil^be  held  at  St.  James's 
Hall  on  the  25th  inst.,  at  8  p.m.  Mr.  Greenish  is  expected 
to  take  the  chair. 

We  are  sorry  to  have  to  go  to  press  without  our  usual 
"  Corner  for  Students."  Up  to  the  latest  date  Mr.  Moss's 
manuscript  had  not  reached  us,  but  we  shall  hope  to  print  it 
in  our  February  number.  Meanwhile  we  shall  be  glad  to 
receive,  not  later  than  the  20th  inst.,  the  names  of  students 
who  wish  to  compete  in  the  next  analytical  exercise. 
Samples  of  a  salt  for  analysis  will  be  sent  out  on  the  21th 
inst.,  and  reports  for  competition  must  be  sent  in  before 
February  15. 
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Cinchona  in  Jamaica. 

With  regard  to  the  cultivation  of  cinchona  in  an  island 
which  sorely  stands  in  need  of  commercial  enterprise,  there 
can  be  but  one  feeling  -a  strong  wish  for  its  success.  The 
scheme  evokes  at  once  a  spirit  of  philanthropy^  and  a  desire 
for  the  advance  of  trade  interests. 

But  philanthropy  must  be  based  on  sound  financial  prin- 
ciples, or  it  will  increase  the  distress  which  it  was  meant  to 
alleviate.  Java  has  set  the  example,  which  Jamaica  has 
not  been  slow  to  follow.  Mr.  D.  Morris,  the  Director  of 
Public  Gardens,  writes: — As  indicating  the  value  of  cinchona- 
planting  in  the  Blue  Mountains,  taking  379  trees,  which 
occupied  an  area  of  less  than  120  square  yards,  it  was  esti- 
mated that  if  they  yielded  on  the  average  1  lb.  of  dry 
bark  per  tree  (young  trees  at  the  Government  plantations 
yielded  1  £  lb.  per  tree)  each  would  be  worth  at  least  5s. ; 
this  would  give  94/.  15s.  as  the  value  of  379  trees  on  an 
area  of  120  square  yards — one-fortieth  of  an  acre.  An 
acre  of  land  planted  with  trees,  at  one-half  the  above 
rate,  would  amount  to  more  than  1,890/.  The 'yield  per 
acre  (quoted  by  Mr.  J.  E.  Howard)  from  the  Ledgeriana 
bark,  grown  by  the  Dutch  in  Java,  was  estimated  from  actual 
sales  at  2,0007. 

Three  kinds  of  cinchona  are  well  established  in  Jamaica — 
C.  officinalis,  C.  succirubra,  and  C.  calisaya.  Seeds  are  sup- 
plied from  5.9.  to  3s.  per  ounce — the  quantity  sufficient  to 
produce  20,000  seedlings,  which  would  plant  5  acres.  The  cost 
of  establishing  such  a  plantation  would  be  30/.,  being  the  total 
outlay  up  to  the  fifth  year.  The  Government  of  Jamaica  has 
not  merely  made  a  temporary  offer,  but  seems  to  give  a 
reasonable  guarantee  for  the  success  of  the  un  dertaking. 
Arrangements  have  been  effected  for  the  grant,  under  certain 
conditions,  of  a  limited  extent  of  land,  at  anominal  price,  to 
any  person  who  may  be  prepared  to  undertake  the  venture 
It  is  clear  that  he  who  in  this  age  of  competition  is  content 
to  move  in  the  hereditary  circle  prescribed  for  him  by  his 
predecessors  will  not  leave  a  name,  much  less  a  balance  at 
the  bank,  to  his  successors.  Our  brethren  in  pharmacy 
have  been  urged  recently  to  extend  their  legitimate  occnpa- 
ions,  and  to  throw  their  energies  into  those  auxiliary  trades 
which  are  likely  to  prove  remunerative.  It  has  been  shown 
that  there  is  nothing  to  prevent  the  pharmacist  from  adding 
to  his  gain  by  the  trade  in  spectacles,  the  tea  trade,  Ihe 
sale  of  petroleum  products,  and  other  commodities.  We 
imagine  that  he  would  succeed  bast  in  three  other  branches 
recommended — aerated  waters,  photographic  chemicals,  and 
scientific  apparatus.  We  still  think  that  some  adventurous 
spirits  would  be  justified  in  leaving  home  associations  ;  and 
that  to  these,  the  stimulus  of  foreign  life  and  occupation 
would  be  advantageous.  Not  for  the  first  time  has  the  sugar- 
cane partially  resigned  in  favour  of  a  plant  equally  suited  to 
the  soil. 

In  this  estimate  the  land  is  valued  at  2s.  per  acre,  Govern- 
ment price;  clearing  at  90s.  Deduction  must  be  made  for 
four,  or  at  most  five,  years  without  returns  of  any  kind, 
when  a  profit  of  357.  per  acre  would  accrue.  There  will 
then  be  left  some  2,400  irees  to  the  acre,  well  established, 
and  capable  of  yielding  regular  crops  of  bark  at  the  rate  of 
30Z.  to  G0Z.  per  acre  up  10  the  time  when  the  whole  planta- 
tion is  cropped.  The  total  yield  of  the  plantations  (deduct- 
ing cost  of  barking,  curing,  and  shipping  expenses,  up  to  the 
end  of  the  ninth  year)  will  probably  be  not  less  than  175/. 
per  acre,  against  a  total  ou'lay  for  planting  operations  for 
that  period  of  about  40/.  to  45/.  per  acre. 


The  details  of  this  scheme  have  been  presented  in  the 
current  journals  of  the  month,  but  it  may  be  specially 
brought  before  the  notice  of  pharmacists  who  have  no  im- 
mediate prospect  of  remunerative  employment,  and  whose 
preliminary  education  fits  them  for  this  class' of  commercial 
industry.  An  ordinary  business  would  involve  an  equal 
expenditure  of  time  before  yielding  tangible  results,  and 
cinchona  cultivation  does  not  seem  either  too  speculative  or 
romantic  to  be  seriously  entertained  by  the  younger  members 
of  the  pharmaceutical  profession. 

Protection  from  Fire. 

Many  have  been  the  devices  in  order  that  the  peril  of  fire 
should  not  be  added  to  that  of  panic.  Years  ago,  the  last 
of  the  Godfreys  contrived  a  machine  somewhat  on  the  prin- 
ciple of  a  shell,  which  should  scatter  water  with  explosive 
violence  over  a  conflagration  ;  the  engine  was  in  itself  of 
too  dangerous  a  character  to  prove  of  service,  but  the  idea 
was  infinitely  improved  upon  by  the  adoption  of  the  steam 
fire-engine,  in  which  the  mechanical  force  of  water  was 
brought  into  play.  In  this  direction  only  have  improve- 
ments been  made,  and  it  is  still  open  to  the  chemist,  rather 
than  to  the  engineer,  to  suggest  the  adoption  of  other  fluids 
more  capable  of  extinguishing  combustion  than  water  in  an 
unmixed  state.  As  far  as  we  know,  but  one  solitary  attempt 
at  admixture  has  been  tried,  its  action  on  themaohine  itself 
being  fatal  to  its  employment.  Carbon  dioxide  and  sul- 
phurous anhydride  have  both  been  utilised,  but  their  pas- 
sage through  any  large  quantity  of  air  diminishes  their 
activity.  Both  act  best  in  a  confined  space,  removed  to 
some  extent  from  the  dilution  of  the  atmosphere. 

The  .efforts  to  render  materials  less  combustible  have  met 
with  more  success.  Tungstate  of  sodium  was  warmly  re- 
commended—dresses steeped  in  its  solution  were  fairly 
protected,  but  as  the  gauzy  fabrics  for  which  it  was  meant 
particularly  to  be  used  suffered  in  their  glossy  appearance, 
the  wearers  rejected  the  proposal. 

Events  which  will  be  fresh  in  everyone's  recollection  have 
revived  the  subject,  and  a  most  sensible  application  of 
chemistry  to  industrial  ait  has  been  essayed.  Asbestos,  the 
properties  of  which  are  so  well  known,  is  worked  into 
various  pigments,  or  applied  to  fabrics,  so  that  an  incombus- 
tible surface  is  presented.  The  public  experiments  shown 
appear  to  be  quite  successful,  and  the  introduction  of  this 
safe  mode  of  decoration  into  theatres  and  places  of  amuse- 
ment may  possibly  precede  its  use  in  the  domestic  circle. 

The  Old  and  the  New  Light  Met. 

The  energetic  people  at  Barnsley  are  determined  not  to  be 
outshone  by  the  electric  light  without  a  determined  stand 
for  the  merits  of  gas  illumination.  The  Corporation  of  that 
town  and  the  Gas  Company  have  had  a  difference  about  the 
matter  of  expense.  In  consequence,  there  was  to  be  a  grand 
trial  of  the  Brush  Electric  system,  the  splendour  of  which 
was  to  dazz'e  the  beholders.  Eight  arc  lamps  were  placsd  in 
conspicuous  positions,  and  were  to  be  lighted  from  dusk 
until  eleven  o'clock  at  night,  and  on  Saturday  till  midnight. 
This  was  to  be  continued  for  eight  nights,  for  a  sum  of  50/. 

Some  private  elec*ric  lamps  were  suspended  outside  shop- 
fronts,  while  others  were  inside.  The  power  of  the  lamps 
was  given  at  2,000  candles.  Three  weeks  preceded  the  exhi- 
bition, which  was  liberally  announced  in  the  daily  papers. 
Meanwhile  the  Gas  Company  determined  to  do  their  best. 
They  put  up  a  number  of  powerful  gas-lanterns.  Eldon 
Street,  one  of  the  most  frequented  thoroughfares,  was  lighted 
with  80  candle  lanterns,  and  others  of  a  powerful  descrip- 
tion were  erected  at  the  junction  of  llegent  Street  and 
Church  Street,  at  the  Obelisk,  where  five  streets  meet,  and, 
naturally,  at  the  entrance  of  the  Gas-works.    A  magnificent. 
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33-lantern  was  exhibited  at  one  corner  of  May  Day  Green 
irket. 

Dne  Friday  evening  was  the  grand  display,  the  streets 
si  market-place  being  crowded  with  spectators.  All  went 
1 11  for  two  hours,  when  the  electric  lamps  began  to  look 
well,  and  in  a  few  minutes  were  extinguished.  Part  of 
:3  town  was  plunged  in  darkness,  and  the  populace  "  freely 
pressed  their  opinions  against  the  new  light  in  the  forcible 
macular  of  the  neighbourhood."  On  the  following 
turday  the  disaster  was  repeated,  not  without  grievous 
mplaints  on  the  part  of  the  electricians  of  foul  play. 
The  charge,  we  need  scarcely  say,  was  foolish,  as  the 
iilure  proved  nothing  but  defective  apparatus,  which  more 
re  would  remedy  ;  while  the  moral  to  be  drawn  from  the 
ntest  is  the  value  of  competition. 

If  any  electric  company  would  invade  some  of  our 
mdon  suburban  districts,  they  would  have  a  fine  field  for 
eir  operations  ;  and,  if  successful,  we  might  see  occasion- 
Ly  whereabouts  our  lamp-posts  have  been  located. 

Hopeful. 

We  have  entered  upon  a  new  year,  with  its  fresh  hopes 
id  aspirations.  A  few  of  our  foremost  men  have  been  re- 
Dved  by  death,  and  two  have  retired  from  the  active 
ministration  of  pharmaceutical  affairs.  The  International 
ingress  would  have  proved  an  unalloyed  success  but  for  a

:.ve  been  amply  satisfied  with  the  result.  Whatever  cloud 
ly  have  rested  upon  trade  pharmacy,  never  have  pbarrna- 
sts  as  a  body  enjoyed  a  higher  measure  of  respect  from  the 
neral  public.  There  we  are  certainly  progressing ;  a 
jtter,  we  might  say  a  perfect,  understanding  exists  between 
rselves  and  the  medical  profession  ;  and  it  is  for  us,  by 
ncentrating  our  efforts  on  the  advance  of  our  own  special 
partment,  to  secure  an  advantage  which  it  has  taken 
any  years  to  gain.

'ho  in  better  days  had  contributed  the  largest  sum  to  the 
and. 

The  Secretary  gave  some  particulars  concerning  the 
3herwood  orphan  children,  to  whose  support  the  Council  had 
ontributed  from  the  Benevolent  Fund,  and  who  it  was  stated 
ad  been  comfortably  provided  for. 

A  discussion  ensued  as  to  the  best  means  of  increasing 
ubscriptions  to  the  fund,  and  it  was  agreed  that  the  object 
vould  be  best  promoted  if  the  local  secretary  and  one  or  two 
>ther  gentlemen  in  each  district  would  make  a  personal 
anvass.  The  President,  Messrs.  Symes,  Savage,  Bottle  and 
iichardson  promised  to  take  part  in  such  a  canvass  in  their 
especlive  localities. 

The  report  of  the 

Library,  Museum,  and  Laboratory 

Committee  announced  various  donations,  and  recommended 
he  purchase  of  some  books. 

The  Committee  also  recommended  that  the  salary  of  the 
Curator  should  be  raised  50Z.  per  annum,  and  that  the  sum 


of  25  guineas  should  be  paid  to  Dr.  Paul  and  Mr.  Passmore 
foreditingthe  report  of  the  Fifth  International  Pharmaceutical 

Congress. 

The  Council  adopted  the  report  and  recommendations,  and 
further  passed  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Dr.  Paul  and  Mr.  Passmore 
for  their  valuable  services  in  preparing  the  above-mentioned 
report  for  publication. 

Law  and  Parliamentary. 

The  Council,  as  usual,  went  into  committee  to  receive  this 
report.  It  referred  to  the  proposed  action  with  regard  to  the 
sale  of  chloral  hydrate  and  to  the  addition  of  certain  articles 
to  the  schedule  of  poisons,  but  no  action  was  proposed  to  be 
taken  until  after  another  meeting  of  the  Committee  had  been 
held.  The  Committee  had  adjourned  until  Wednesday,  the 
11th  inst.  The  Council  having  resumed,  the  report  was 
unanimously  received. 

Beporting  the  Proceedings  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  Eichardson,  in  accordance  with  notice,  moved  the 
following  resolution :  —

corded in  the  proceedings  of  the  various  Committees,  it  will  be  well 
before  such  minutes  are  read  for  the  Council,  if  necessary,  to  re- 
solve itself  into  committee  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  and  con- 
sidering the  report  of  such  private  .matters." 

4.  "  That  only  one  reporter  be  admitted  from  any  journal  at  the  same 

time." 

5.  '•  That  a  reporter  for  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  be  admitted  to 

the  ordinary  monthly  meetings  of  the  Council  of  this  Society." 
G.  "That  the  Agenda  Paper  of  the  ordinary  Council  meetings  be  sent 
to  the  Editor  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  marked  'private.'  " 

7.  "That  the  Society's  reporter  be  subject  to  the  same  regulations  as 

regards  being  present  or  absent  during  the  discussions  of  the 
Council  in  committee  as  other  reporters." 
That  the  following  be  adopted  : — 

8.  "That  press  reporters  may  be  admitted  to  the  ordinary  monthly 

meetings  of  the  Council  and  to  the  Annual  General  and  Special 
General  Meetings  of  the  Society  on  application  to  and  by  sanction 
of  the  President  for  the  time  being." 

9.  "  That  press  reporters  leave  tbe  Council  room  when  requested  to  do 

so  by  the  President." 

10.  "  That  the  Society's  shorthand  writer  may  be  requested  to  take 

minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  during  the  absence  of 
press  reporters,  for  the  information  of  the  Council." 

11.  "  That  the  Secretary  be  requested  to  retain  for  future  reference,  if 

necessary,  the  transcript  of  the  said  minutes." 

After  recounting  the  history  of  the  admission  of  an  out- 
side reporter,  Mr.  Eichardson  referred  to  a  resolution  which 
originated  with  himself,  to  the  eifect  that  there  should  be 
no  distinction  between  the  reporter  of  the  Society's  Journal 
and  that  of  any  other  journal.  He  felt  at  the  time  that  it 
would  be  treating  all  those  gentlemen  with  the  courtesy 
due  from  one  man  to  another,  and  especially  from  a  de- 
liberative assembly  to  gentlemen  of  the  press.  He  had 
since  learned  more,  however,  and  he  was  bold  enough  to 
admit  that  he  was  in  error  at  that  time,  and  he  had  the 
strength  of  mind  to  come  forward  that  morning  and  ask 
the  Council  to  rescind  those  resolutions  in  order  to  adopt 
a  new  code  for  its  guidance.  That  system  had  gone  on 
for  the  last  two  years,  and  he  was  sorry  to  say  that  it  had 
not  worked  with  that  success  which  he  should  have  thought 
it  would,  or  rather  he  had  come  to  the  conclusion,  with 
more  knowledge  of  the  work  of  the  Council,  that  it  was 
quite  time  that  those  resolutions  should  be  rescinded  and 
others  adopted.  The  Pharmacy  Act  compelled  every  person 
to  pass  an  examination  before  he  could  be  registered,  and 
the  Council  became  the  governing  body  of  a  very  much  larger 
body  than  previously.  That  was  the  reason  for  giving  the 
privilege  to  the  press  to  be  present  at  all  the  council  meet- 
ings, and  he  did  not  know  that  he  was  going  to  take  away 
that  privilege — it  was  merely  a  matter  which  required  to  be 
regulated  for  the  special  convenience  of  the  Council  in  its 
deliberations.  The  number  of  chemists  and  druggists,  in- 
clnding  pharmaceutical  chemists,  was  13,162,  and  of  that 
number  only  1,030  were  connected  with  the  Society,  whilst 
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8,820  were  not  connected  with  it  at  all.  They  might  natu- 
rally suppose  that  those  8,000  gentlemen  not  connected  with 
the  society  did  not  obtain  a  knowledge  of  the  deliberations 
of  the  Council,  and  had  not  the  privilege  perhaps  of  seeiDg 
the  Journal  of  the  Society,  but  it  might  be  inferred  that  they 
saw  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  or  some  other  trade  pub- 
lication, and  might  thus  become  acquainted  with  what  might 
transpire  at  that  Hoard.  He  should  not  say  anything  with 
reference  to  what  had  occurred  in  the  past,  but  he  might 
say  these  rules  had  not  fulfilled  his  idea  at  the  time 
when  he  joined  in  the  wish  that  they  should  be  passed. 
Only  one  paper  had  availed  itself  of  the  privilege,  and  the 
reports  of  that  paper  had  not  been  what  he  should  strictly 
call  reports  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Council,  but  in  the 
main  they  had  been  editorial  critiques,  and  in  some  instances 
facetious  attacks  on  individual  members  of  the  Council. 
With  reference  to  the  last  paragraph  of  the  resolutions  he 
proposed  to  rescind,  he  mighi  say  that  the  Council  could  not 
accept  the  proposition  that  the  gentleman  employed  by  itself 
was  present  as  a  press  reporter  ;  he  was  there  independent 
of  the  Journal,  as  the  reporter'of  the  Council,  and  the  Council 
was,  therefore,  entitled  to  treat  him  differently  from  the  in- 
dependent reporter  of  any  journal.  It  would  be  a  great  ad- 
vantage in  the  deliberations  of  the  committee  that  there 
should  be  correct  reports  of  those  discussions  as  they  oc- 
curred. This  was,  perhaps,  the  only  way  it  could  be  done, 
and  it  would  faciliate  the  business  of  the  committees  of  the 
Council  if  the  Society's  own  shorthand  writer  remained  in 
the  Council  room  on  those  occasions. 

Mr.  Carteighe  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  Hampson  objectedto  revert  to  the  old  position,  and 
did  not  think  that  so  much  power  ought  to  be  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  President  as  was  proposed  by  Mr.  Richardson. 
The  only  reason  he  could  understand  for  this  change  of  view 
was  that  a  certain  journal  had  not  reported  the  proceedings 
of  the  Council  to  the  satisfaction  of  a  certain  number  of 
members,  and  in  consequence  of  this  mistake,  or  what  not, 
Mr.  Richardson  had  made  this  proposal.  To  his  mind  the 
admission  of  an  independent  reporter  had  been  of  great 
advantage,  not  simply  from  the  fact  that  the  proceedings 
were  reported  better,  but  it  had  given  more  weight  and 
influence  to  the  Council's  deliberations,  and  lie  thought  it 
would  be  a  deplorable  step  to  revert  to  a  system  which 
would  give  power  to  the  President  to  exclude  reporters.  At 
the  same  time  he  quite  saw  the  difference  of  position  between 
a  press  reporter  and  the  Society's  own  reporter,  and  he  would 
move  as  an  amendment — 

That  the  first  five  iesolutions  stand,  but  that  the  sixth  and  seventh 
resolutions  be  rescinded. 

Mr.  Symes  seconded  the  amendment.  He  spoke  in  the 
same  sense  as  Mr.  Hampson.  He  considered  that  on  the 
whole  the  result  had  been  far  from  a  failure  ;  the  Council 
went  in  and  out  of  committee  in  a  more  orderly  manner 
than  formerly.  He  would  not  refer  to  individual  cases.  If 
there  had  not  been  an  improvement  in  the  reporting  there  had 
been  a  variety.  The  members  had  had  the  thing  put  before 
them  in  different  lights,  and  he  held  there  was  something 
in  merely  having  the  Council  proceedings  represented  from 
different  points  of  view. 

Mr.  Atkins  thought  it  would  be  unfortunate  if  the 
Council  attempted  to  reverse  legislation  on  this  subject  in 
consequence  of  an  accident  which  occurred  a  shore  time 
since.  ".To  that  accident,  personally,  he  had  no  wish  to  refer  : 
because  he  thought  the  action  of  the  Council  should  proceed 
on  broad  principles,  clearly  embraced  or  clearly  rejected. 
For  some  two  or  three  years,  first  in  the  minority,  but  at 
last  in  the  majority,  he  had  advocated  that  there  should  be 
a  broad  representation,  through  the  press,  of  what  took 
place  there,  in  so  far  as  it  was  desirable  that  it  should  be 
reported,  and  he  knew  nothing  which  more  strongly  sup- 
ported that  view  than  the  statement  made  that  day  that  the 
Journal  represented  about  4,000,  and  that  other  periodicals  in 
connection  with  pharmacy  represented  8,000  odd.  He  was 
quite  aware  that,  on  certain  matters  affecting  private  indi- 
viduals and  legal  proceedings,  it  was  Decessary  for  the  deli- 
berations of  the  Council  to  be  private;  but  if  there  had 
been  one  mistake  made  in  that  way — though  he  thought 
more  had  been  made  of  it  than  need  have  been  made,  and 
that  if  less  attention  had  been  drawn  to  it,  less  would  have 
been  thought  of  it— a  particular  action  did  not  invalidate  a 


great  principle.  He  had  heard  it  said  for  years  in  the 
country,  "  We  know  very  little  about  you,"  and  he  was  sorry 
to  say  he  had  heard  it  added,  "  We  care  very  little  about 
you."  There  were  journals,  other  than  the  Society's  own, 
which  were  largely  taken  in  by  the  trade  for  various  reasons, 
and  read  by  the  pharmaceutical  public,  and  it  was  advan- 
tageous to  get  the  arguments,  reasons,  and  general  legisla- 
tion laid  before  the  pharmaceutical  public  in  that  way. 
This  was  no  hastily  decided  matter ;  it  was  thrashed  out 
many  years  ago.  A  step  in  advance  was  then  taken,  and  it 
would  be  a  serious  mistake,  not  for  themselves,  but  for  the 
general  interests  of  the  pharmaceutical  public,  to  go  back 
to  the  old  and  exclusive  lines  of  the  past. 

Mr.  Carteighe  supported  the  motion,  suggesting  slight 
modifications.  He  urged  that  it  would  be  most  convenient 
to  leave  to  the  President  the  exercise  of  the  power  to  ex- 
clude rejxirters.  It  would  be  better  than  having  a  long 
discussion,  and  the  President  knew  more  than  any  other 
member  what  business  was  coming  forward.  Mr.  Richardson 
was  not  proposing  to  go  back  to  anything  like  closed  doors 
or  garbled  reporting  ;  his  proposal  was  an  attempt  to  make 
workable  machinery.  The  question  of  any  incident  which 
had  recently  occurred  was,  he  was  quite  sure,  outside  Mr. 
Richardson's  mind. 

Mr.  Young  exceedingly  disliked  to  see  gentlemen  occupy- 
ing the  position  of  reporters  for  the  press  trudging  in  and 
trudging  out  of  the  room ;  it  was  not  a  nice  feeling  at  all, 
and  he  thought  the  business  might  possibly  be  arranged  so 
that  private  matters  might  be  taken  at  a  certain  time  of  the 
day.  Neither  did  he  like  to  leave  to  the  President  the 
power  to  exclude  reporters.  There  might  happen  to  be  a 
President  in  the  chair  and  an  obnoxious  press  reporter  out- 
side, when  some  kind  of  feeling  might  arise ;  and  therefore 
he  thought  the  paragraph  might  stop  at  the  word  "  room," 
and  leave  the  Council  to  decide  when  the  question  arose. 
At  the  same  time  he  agreed  that  the  shorthand  writer  of 
the  Society  should  be  present  and  take  notes  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Society.  No  reasonable  man  could  object  ta  that, 
and  he  thought  that  the  Council  need  not  divide  on  the 
subject. 

Mr.  Andrews  also  supported  the  motion,  which  he  thought 
expressed  the  undoubted  right  cf  press  reporters  to  be 
present. 

Mr.  Williams  did  not  at  all  agree  that  press  reporters,  as- 
many  as  liked  or  under  all  circumstances,  might  come  there 
without  leave  or  licence.  That  was  not  an  open  parish 
vestry  ;  it  was  a  body  of  a  very  different  nature,  and  while  he 
was  an  advocate  of  the  existing  liberality  of  reporting  its- 
proceedings,  he  did  think  the  Council  ought  to  have 
some  control  over  those  who  came,  and  have  the  means,  at 
any  rate,  should  obnoxious  persons  present  themselves,  of 
refusing  their  admission.  Sometimes  there  had  been  the 
most  foolish  waste  of  time  in  discussing  whether  the  Council 
should  go  into  committee  or  not,  and  he  therefore  hoped 
Mr.  Richardson  would  adhere  to  that  portion  of  the  motion 
which  placed  the  matter  in  the  hands  of  the  President. 
Originally  he  did  not  like  a  second  reporter  coming  at  all, 
but  since  he  had  been  there  he  had  not  felt  in  any  way 
annoyed  at  the  fact.  What  seemed  somewhat  singular  was- 
that  the  Council  had  been  more  in  the  habit  of  going  into 
committee  since  there  had  been  two  reporters  present  thaa 
when  there  was  only  one.  The  very  man,  of  all  others,  w1h> 
had  been  most  jealous  of  conducting  proceedings  in  the  most 
private  mauner  was  Mr.  Hampson,  and  it  was  very  curious- 
that  though  in  the  abstract  he  supported  the  presence  of  all 
manner  of  reporters,  in  practice  he  had  been  the  means  of 
many  matters  being  discussed  in  committee  which  might 
often  with  advantage  have  been  discussed  in  open  Council. 

The  President  believed  that  every  member  of  the  Council 
was  agreed  that  the  proceedings  should  be  as  fully  reported 
as  possible,  but  there  were  occasionally  circumstances,  for 
instance,  when  the  Society  was  in  communication  with  the 
Government,  when  it  was  most  desirable  that  the  progress  of 
those  negotiations  should  be  placed  before  the  members  of 
the  Council,  but  that  they  should  not  be  reported.  He= 
thought  Mr.  Richardson's  motion  very  well  covered  the  whole 
ground,  but  he  would  do  it  in  a  much  more  simple  manner,, 
which  would  be,  namely,  to  say  that  when  the  Council  went 
into  committee,  press  reporters  should  withdraw — simply  to- 
revert  to  the  original  condition.  The  principle  on  which 
the  committee's  recommendations  were  based,  that  the  press 
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reporter  should  not  be  present  when  delicate  matters  were 
discussed  in  committee,  was  broken  through.  And  what  was 
the  consequence  ?  He  would  not  refer  to  it  more  particularly, 
but  the  same  circumstances  might  be  repeated.  It  should 
not  be  possible  that  information  which  could  only  have  been 
obtained  in  committee  should  be  reported,  or  be  made  a 
subject  of  editorial  comment.  It  seemed  to  him  that  what 
the  Council  had  to  do  now  was  simply  to  request  press 
reporters  to  withdraw  when  the  Council  was  in  committee. 

Afterwards  the  President  asked  if  the  Council  had  ever 
required  shorthand  notes  of  any  subject  which  had  ever 
been  discussed  in  committee. 

Mr.  Williams  said  the  Council  had  at  times  been  sorry 
not  to  have  them. 

The  President  said  he  did  not  remember  it,  and  he 
believed  it  was  practically  impossible  for  any  man  to  take 
notes  of  the  discussions  in  committee. 

Mr.  Gostling  and  Mr.  Churchill  supported  the  amendment, 
:  and  Mr.  Butt  and  Mr.  Squire  spoke  in  favour  of  the  motion. 

Mr.  Richardson,  in  replying,  maintained  that  garbled 
I  reports,  not  the  reports  one  would  expect  to  see  in  a  paper 
i  which  was  supposed  to  give  nearly  verbatim  reports  of  any 
deliberative  assembly,  had  appeared.  Those  reports  had 
not  come  up  to  his  idea  of  a  perfectly  free  and  unbiassed 
report.  He  hoped  the  motion  would  be  passed,  because  there 
was  nothing  in  it  which  even  Mr.  Hampson  could  object  to. 
It  admitted  every  person,  but  gave  the  Council  a  certain 
amount  of  control  over  the  proceedings,  and  he  did  not 
think  it  could  possibly  off  end  the  susceptibilities  of  anyone. 
It  did  not  compel  the  reporters  to  withdraw  on  every  occa- 
sion, but  only  when  the  President  should  think  it  necessary 
from  the  nature  of  the  business. 

After  some  further  discussion,  Mr.  Hampson  withdrew 
his  amendment,  and  the  following  resolutions  were  passed 
unanimously  : —

"The  Secretary  shall  retain  for  future  reference  the  transcript  of  the 
said  minutes."

THE  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  on  the  4th 
instant.  There  were  present — Messrs.  Allen  and 
Brunker,  Drs.  Collins,  Doran,  Grindley,  Hayes,  Hodgson, 
Montgomery,  and  Simpson ;  Dr.  Charles  Tichborne,  Presi- 
dent, in  the  chair. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  confirmed. 
A  report  was  read  from  the  Law  Committee  relating  to 
the  cases  of   Mr.   David   Baxter,   M.P.S.I.,   dated  from 
Coleraine,  and  Mr.  James  Beatly,  of  Ballymena. 
The  report  was  adopted. 

The  President  said  it  was  necessary  to  postpone  until 
the  next  meeting  the  consideration  of  the  question  as  to  the 
form  of  certificate  to  be  given  to  pharmaceutical  chemists. 

Mr.  John  Patrick  Deolm,  New  Street,  Killarney,  was 
elected  a  member  of  the  Society. 

The  President  stated  that  at  the  Preliminary  examina- 
tion, held  on  January  2,  three  gentlemen  presented  them- 
selves. The  fact  that  the  number  of  candidates  was  not 
greater  was  perhaps  due  to  the  badness  of  the  times,  and 
perhaps  also  in  some  degree  to  the  fact  that  they  were  now 
accepting  the  Preliminary  examination  of  other  bodies.  One 
of  the  gentlemen  was  rejected  and  the  other  two  passed. 
The  examiner,  Dr.  J.  W.  Moore,  had  reported  respecting 
each  candidate.  One  of  those  who  had  passed  had  failed 
signally  in  Latin,  but  Dr.  Moore  did  not  feel  justified  in 
rejecting  him  on  that  ground  alone,  and,  therefore,  while 
his  award  was  that  he  had  "  passed,"  he  left  it  to  the  Council 
to  state  whether  he  should  come  up  again  for  re-examination. 
He  (President)  knew  Dr.  Moore  to  be  a  conscientious  gentle- 
man, and  he  believed  that  he  was  a  much  better  judge  of 
the  merits  of  the  candidates  than  that  Council  could  be. 
Therefore  he  thought  that  what  they  should  do  was  to  direct 
the  Registrar  to  inform  Dr.  Moore  that  the  Council  referred 
the  case  back  to  him  for  his  decision. 

Mr.  Brunker  remarked  that  if  that  gentleman  were 
allowed  to  pass  now  he  would  not  have  to  be  examined  in 
Latin  again. 

Several  members  expressed  their  approval  of  the  course 
suggested  by  the  President,  which  was  unanimously 
agreed  to. 

The  following  gentlemen  have  passed  the  examination  for 
the  Society's  licence  as  pharmaceutical  chemist,  held  on  the 
4th  instant :— Mr.  Michael  Joseph  Boyan,  Mullingar;  Mr. 
Henry  Boyers,  Sligo ;  Mr.  Francis  Clendenning,  Urckloy 
Street,  Dublin  ;  Mr.  John  Richard  Elliott,  Conyngham  Road, 
Dublin  ;  and  Mr.  Roden  Johnston,  Grafton  Street,  Dublin.

GLASGOW. 

Chemists  and  Druggists'  Association  (Assistants'  Sec- 
Hon). — The  second  meeting  was  held  in  Anderson's  College 
on  Decenber  14.  Mr.  Maltman  was  called  to  the  chair.  The 
minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  approved,  and  t he 
chairman  called  upon  the  President,  Mr.  G.  S.  Illingworth,  to 
read  his  introductory  address  and  paper  on  "  Clays  and  their 
uses."  He  first  remarked  the  difference  in  weight  between 
aluminium,  the  base  of  all  clays,  and  silver,  which  it  closely 
resembled.  It  was  for  this  that  Napoleon  gave  preference 
to  aluminium,  when  he  ordered  the  eagles  of  the  French 
ensign.  Aluminium  was  less  liable  than  silver  to  oxidation, 
and  less  affected  by  sulphuretted  hydrogen.  Mr.  Illingworth 
enumerated  the  various  impurities  of  clays,  and  explained 
the  constitution  of  fire-clay,  potters,  and  china  clays.  He 
also  drew  attention  to  the  absorbent  power  of  fuller's  earth. 
He  showed  how  common  clay  is  indispensable  for  all  sorts 
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of  cements, and  the  curious  fact  that  those  clays  containing 
the  common  impurities  were  more  sought  after  than  those 
free  from  admixture.  He  showed  clearly  the  close  analogy 
existing  between  clay,  brick,  china,  common  slate,  ruby, 
sapphire,  garnet,  and  emerald.  Lastly,  clay  was  one  of  the 
most  essential  and  abundant  combinations  with  which  nature 
works. 

HALIFAX  AND  DISTRICT. 

Chemists'  Association. — The  annual  meeting  of  the 
above  association  was  held  on  December  1,  at  the  Old  Cock 
Hotel,  Mr.  Shaw  (President)  in  the  chair.  The  report  was 
read  by  Mr.  W.  C.  Hebden,  hon.  secretary.  The  following 
were  re-elected  : — Mr.  Shaw,  President ;  Vice-Presidents, 
Messrs.  Farr  and  Hebden  ;  Executive  Committee,  Messrs. 
Dyer,  C.  B.  Brierley,  Bancroft,  and  Walton;  Librarian,  Mr. 
B.  Brooke  ;  Treasurer,  Mr.  Jonathan  Jessop  ;  Hon.  Secretary, 
Mr.  G.  M.  Cobb.  The  annual  supper  was  held  on 
December  15,  Mr.  Shaw  (President),  in  the  chair  ;  Mr.  Fair 
in  the  vice-chair.  After  the  usual  loyal  toasts  Mr.  Farr 
proposed  the  toast  of  the  evening,  "Halifax  and  District 
Chemists'  Association."  Mr.  Hebden  responded.  The  "  Phar- 
maceutical Society  "  was  next  given  by  Mr.  C.  B.  Brierley 
and  responded  to  by  Mr.  Dyer.  Both  gentlemen  spoke  highly 
of  the  present  standard  of  education,  but  were  of  opinion 
that  after  going  to  great  expense,  as  well  as  loss  of  time,  in 
passing  the  necessary  examinations,  the  chemist  deserved 
greater  protection  against  unqualified  persons.  Mr.  Jessop 
then  proposed  the  health  of  the  President,  to  which  Mr. 
Shaw  responded.  He  regretted  that  the  assistants  and 
apprentices  of  Halifax  had  not  the  opportunities  of  attend- 
ing evening  classes,  &c.,  enjojed  by  those  in  larger  towns. 
The  rest  of  the  evening  was  spent  in  general  conversation. 

JARROW. 

A  Chemist  Fined  for  Refusing  to  Sell  to  an  In- 
spector.— At  the  Jarrow  Borough  Police  Court,  on  De- 
cember 8,  Robert  Ward,  a  chemist,  was  charged  with 
refusing  to  sell  syrup  of  rhubarb  to  Mr.  E.  Batey,  sanitary 
inspector.  On  November  21  Mr.  Batey  went  into  the  de- 
fendant's shop  and  asked  Mrs.  Ward  for  six  ounces  of  syrup 
of  rhubarb.  She  took  down  a  bottle  labelled  syrup  of  rhu- 
barb and  poured  the  contents  into  a  bottle,  but  as  there  did 
not  seem  to  be  enough  she  added  a  liquid  from  another 
bottle.  The  inspector  tendered  a  shilling,  and  told  Mrs. 
Ward  that  the  syrup  was  for  the  public  analyst,  whereon 
she  immediately  seized  the  bottle  and  refused  to  let  him 
have  it.    The  magistrates  imposed  a  line  of  20s.  and  costs. 

LYNN. 

Inland  Revenue  Prosectuion.— At  the  Petty  Sessions, 
on  December  22,  the  case  of  the  Crown  against  Messrs.  and 
Misses  Bishop  came  on  for  hearing.  The  defendants  were 
described  as  chemists,  of  High  Street,  Lynn.  The  charge 
was  that,  on  October  21  last,  they  had  sold  a  certain  article 
capable  of  being  used  internally  as  a  medicine,  to  wit 
laudanum,  and  further  that  they  had  on  the  same  date  sold 
a  pint  of  methylated  spirit  without  having  in  force  the 
licence  by  statute  required.  For  the  first  offence  a  penalty 
of  100/.,  and  for  the  second  a  penalty  of  50?.,  was  incurred. 
Mr.  Highmore  appeared  for  the  prosecution  and  Mr.  Finlay 
represented  the  defendants.  The  case  was  not  heard  by  the 
Bench,  however,  as  at  the  outset  Mr.  Highmore  stated  that 
since  he  came  to  Lynn  the  previous  evening  he  had  discovered 
that  the  business,  which  formerly  belonged  to  Mrs.  Bishop, 
and,  as  he  understood,  rame  from  her  to  the  four  defendants, 
had  since  been  registered  as  a  company,  and  over  the  shop 
door  and  on  one  of  their  bottles  appeared  the  words  "  The 
Lynn  and  West  Norfolk  Drug  and  General  Supply  Associa- 
tion (Limited)."  He  had  telegraphed  to  London,  and  had 
ascertained  that  it  was  actually  so  registered  on  Octoter  9, 
1880.  He,  therefore,  proposed  10  withdraw  the  informations, 
and  exhibit  new  ones  against  the  company,  as  it  was  im- 
possible to  support  the  present  proceedings.  Mr.  Finlay 
said  the  defendants  had  a  very  good  defence  to  the  charge 
on  the  merits,  and  as  the  case  had  broken  down  on  this  pre- 
liminary point,  he  applied  that  the  summonses  be  dismissed 
with  costs.  After  some  discussion,  however,  the  Mayor  said 
the  Bench  would  not  allow  costs. 


MANCHESTER. 

A  Mineral-water  Manufacturers'  Association.— 
On  December  13  a  large  meeting  of  mineral-water  manu- 
facturers, under  the  presidency  of  Mr.  W.  Bratby,  of  Messrs. 
Bratby  &  Hinchliffe,  Ancoats,  was  held  at  the  Wheat  Sheaf 
Hotel,  High  Sfreet,  Manchester,  and  it  wasresolved  to  form 
an  assoc'ation  for  mutual  protection,  and  moie  especially  to- 
resist  the  action  of  the  Inland  Revenue  officers  with  regard 
to  the  tax  about  to  be  levied  on  manufacturers  of  botanic 
beer,  gingerbeer,  and  other  non-alcoholic  beverages. 

WAKEFIELD. 

Unlicensed  Sale  of  Patent  Medicines. — On  De- 
cember 'J  Mrs.  Martha  Fawcett,  shopkeeper,  Horbury,  was 
charged  with  selliog  patent  medicines  without  having  a 
licence  from  the  Inland  Revenue,  who  were  the  prosecutors 
in  the  case.  It  was  alleged  that  the  defendant  had  sold 
patent  medicines  for  the  past  two  or  three  years,  and  that, 
although  she  had  several  times  been  told  it  was  necessary 
to  have  a  licence,  she  had  neglected  or  refused  to  procure 
one.  The  defendant's  daughter  appeared,  and  said  that  her 
mother  had  acted  in  ignorance.  The  defendant,  who 
had  rendered  herself  liable  to  a  fine  of  20Z.,  was  ordered  to- 
pay  10s. 


A  COMPULSORY  CURRICULUM. 


Discussion  by  the  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association, 

TWO  evenings,  November  23  and  December  21,  1881,  were 
lately  devoted  by  this  Association  to  a  discussion  on 
Pharmaceutical  Education.  Tnerc  was  a  good  attendance 
of  members,  and  the  speeches  made  were  listened  to  with 
considerable  interest. 

Mr.  Killick,  Vice-President,  took  the  chair  daring  the 
early  part  of  the  proceedings,  and  Mr.  Hartridge,  treasurer, 
later  on. 

In  introducing  the  subject,  Mr.  C.  E.  Stuart,  B.Sc, 
President,  brought  forward  a  resolution,  w  hich,  after  some 
discussion  had  taken  place  on  it,  was,  with  the  permission) 
of  the  meeting,  simplified,  and  divided  into  three  parts,  as 
follows  : — 

1.  That  it  is  desirable  that  a  change  should  be  made  in  the  present 

system  of  pharmaceutical  examination. 

2.  That  such  change  should  include  the  making  of  the  Preliminary 

an  entrance  examination. 

3.  That  such  change  should  also  include  the  requirement  before 

entrance  to  the  Minor  of  evidence  of  efficient  attendancj  at  a 
recognised  course  of  training  in  chemistry,  botany,  materia 
medica,  and  pharmacy,  and  the  lengthoniug  of  the  lime  of  the 
examinatiun. 

In  support,  Mr.  Stuart  said  that  a  change  was  desirable 
on  three  grounds.  First,  for  the  benefit  of  the  public;  for 
the  public  demand  that  pharmacists  shall  be  well  trained 
and  skilled  in  their  work,  and  place  an  examination  to 
ensure  this.  But  the  examiners  assert  {Ph.  Jour.,  August  13- 
[d.])  that  they  are  in  many  cases  unable  to  say  whether  the 
men  who  pass  the  examination  are  well  trained  or  only 
superficially  so.  It  is  true  that  Dr.  Greenhow  believes  that 
the  Minor  is  sufficient  protection  for'the  public,  but  even  he 
laments  the  manifest  want  of  training  of  those  who  present 
themselves  for  it. 

Second,  for  the  benefit  of  those  entering  pharmacy,  as  at 
present  many  apprentices  were  taken  whose  school  know- 
ledge was  not  sufficient  to  enable  them  to  pass  the 
Preliminary,  and  such  men  had  often  no  time  during  or  after 
apprenticeship  to  acquire  the  requisite  qualifying  informa- 
tion, and  thus  they  were  placed  at  great  disadvantage. 

Third,  for  the  benefit  of  those  already  in  pharmacy.  It- 
was  the  interest  of  employers  to  get  the  best  men  for  their 
money.  But  the  best  assistants  were  at  present  often  not 
what  they  should  be,  having  no  practical  experience  of  drug- 
testing,  analysis,  &c.  Employers  of  such  men  could  not 
hope  for  aDy  renunciation  of  dispensing  by  doctors,  or  for 
exclusive  drug-selling,  or  other  privileges. 

On  the  second  resolution  Mr.  Stuart  expected  no 
opposition ;  it  was  eminently  desirable  that  a  student's 
mind  should  be  free  to  have  all  attention  given  to  technical 
subjects. 
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Objections  might  be  taken  to  the  third  resolution,  but  it 
ught  to  commend  itself  to  the  meeting,  since  it  had  for  its 
hjects  the  lessening  of  cram  and  the  promotion  of  sound 
ducation  among  those  to  whom  the  sale  of  poisons  was 
ommitted.  There  was  at  present  very  little  real  education 
mong  young  pharmacists.  A  small  minority  educated 
oemselves  in  business  hours  and  in  their  spare  time ;  a 
lightly  larger  number  supplemented  this  by  attendance 
t  good  London  and  provincial  schools;  but  the  immense 
lajority  of  men  were  crammed,  that  is,  they  went  to 
stablishments  which  only  existed  by  the  number  of  passes 
hey  made,  where  the  training  of  the  mind  gave  place  to 
be  circumventing  of  the  examiners,  and  where  all  that  was 
lught  was  "  facts  useful  in  the  examination."  And  these 
rammed  men,  being  bursting  with  facts,  often  had,  till  the 
est  of  time  was  applied,  an  advantage  over  their  slower  but 
lore  soundly  educated  fellows. 

Now  this  vicious  system  could  only  be  put  down  by  an 
Iteration  of  the  system  of  examination.  Mere  alteration  of 
he  examination  would  not  meet  all  the  circumstances  of 
he  case.  What  was  wanted  was  the  adaptation  of  exami- 
ation  to  education.  Permissive  education  having  failed, 
ompulsory  education  must  step  in.  Besides  preventing 
ram,  the  passing  through  a  fixed  course  of  training  would 
aise  the  status  of  pharmacists,  anel  make  the  labourers 
sally  worthy  of  their  hire. 

It  was  to  be  noted  that  a  curriculum  was  enforced  in  all 
ivilised  Continental  (States,  and,  to  a  certain  extent,  by  our 
rish  neighbours.  It  was  also  universal  in  medicine— a 
ailing  which,  in  some  particulars,  overlapped  that  of  the 
harmacist.     Bearing  in  mind  these  circumstances,  Mr. 

tuart  hoped  to  see  the  resolution  carried. 

On  the  first  resolution  being  put,  and  seconded  by  Mr.  0. 
Vallis,  it  was  supported  by  several  speakers  and  carried 
nanimously. 

In  seconding  the  next  resolution,  Mr.  Wallis  said  that 
ae  change  proposed  by  it  would  not  alfect  vested  interests, 
nd  would  be  an  actual  kindness  to  the  intending  phar- 
lacist,  leaving  him  free  to  commence  at  once  the  study  of 
hemistry,  botany,  and  allied  sciences. 

Mr.  Parker  would  like  to  see  the  Preliminary  made  more 
ifficult,  in  order  to  secure  better  general  groundwork.  As 

r.  Stuart  had  not  made  the  meaning  of  the  resolution  quite 
ear  to  him,  he  suggested  that  it  should  read — 

That  such  change  should  include  the  adoption  of  an  interval  of  three 
years  between  the  Preliminary  and  the  Minor. 

In  this  form  the  resolution  was  carried  unanimously. 
Mr.  0.  Wallis,  in  seconding  the  third  resolution,  said  that 
e  was  aware  of  the  importance  of  the  subject  in  its  bearii 
pon  the  future  of  pharmaceutical  education,  and  he  thought 
lat  after  consideration  itsbenefits  would  be  apparent  to 
lost  of  those  present.    By  the  adoption  of  a  compulsory 
urriculum,  the  advantages,  he  thought,  would  be  on  the  side 
f  the  educated,  as  distinct  from  the  crammed,  candidate, 
nd  the  former  by  its  means  would  be  enabled  to  pass  the 
deal  of  examination  with  greater  ease,  and  more  credit  to 
im  or  herself.     The  extended  of  time  employed  in  exami- 
ation  would  be  the  means  of  affording  a  more  certain 
iterion  of  the  proficiency  of  the  candidate,  and  would  make 
easier  to  detect  the  element  cram  if  present  to  any  extent 
t.  Wallis  also  drew  attention  to  the  fact  that  in  the  pro- 
osed  changes  no  increased  stringency  in  the  various  sub- 
cts  was  advocated,  but  only  what  appeared  to  him  an  im- 
oved    condition    under    which  knowledge    should  be 
tained,  and  its  possession  more  thoroughly  tested,  thus 
brding  a  greater  security  to  the  public,  with  increased 
tisfaction  to  the  examiner,  and  a  larger  amount  of  credit 
}  the  examinee. 
i  Mr.  Wyatt  moved  as  an  amendment,  "  that,  the  words 
from 'the  requirement'  to  '  pharmacy,  and  '  inclusive,  be 
i  mitted,"  saying  that  he  believed  that  the  faults  of  the  pre- 
tant  system  of  examination  constituted  the  great  cause  of  de- 
li;ctive  education,  and  he  suggested  that,  before  attempting 
J  d  enforce  a  curriculum  as  a  possible  remed}7,  the  smaller 
9  bange  of  lengthening  the  Minor  examination  should  have  a 
l  iir  trial. 

I  In  seconding  this  amendment,  Mr.  Killick  said  the  state- 
t  lent  that  a  compulsory  curriculum  would  destroy  cram  and 
Jpengthen  the  hands  of  the  examiners  must  first  be  consi- 
red.    "  Cram  "was  a  word  used  to  express  a  great  variety 


of  ideas,  but  it  might  fairly  be  defined  as  the  retention  of 
bstiact  principles,  laws,  and  definitions  in  the  memory, 
without  the  power  of  applying  them  in  practice.  Such  in- 
formation was  especially  adapted  to,  and  might  almost  be 
considered  the  outgrowth  of,  a  hasty  and  superficial  exami- 
nation, which  turns  upon  concise  and  ready  answers,  but  it 
would  no  more  stand  a  searching  and  deliberate  examination 
than  it  would  the  wear  and  tear  of  time.  It  was  very  cer- 
tain that  a  curriculum,  necessarily  limited  to  a  few  months, 
would  not  afford  time  for  a  beginner  to  become  thoroughly- 
educated  in  the  various  subjects,  but  would  rather  be  an  in- 
centive to  neglecting  that  gradual  work  which  yields  the 
better  and  more  permanent  results.  Although  a  regular 
course  of  instruction  might  be  advantageous.it  was  not  now 
necessary,  and  on  that  account  they  had  no  right  to  make 
it  compulsory.  The  argument  that  the  enforcement  of  a. 
curriculum  woultl  increase  business  by  bringing  in  additional 
dispensing,  and  that  it  would  reduce  the  number  of  chemists, 
was  very  unsatisfactory  ;  for,  apart  from  the  impossibility  of' 
proving  these  statements,  it  was  absolutely  certain  that 
whatever  might  tend  to  render  any  employment  more 
lucrative  would,  by  attracting  greater  numbers  into  that 
trade  or  profession,  restore  the  original  balance.  There 
were  very  practical  reasons  against  a  curriculum  being  made 
compulsory;  for  instance,  the  difficulty  which  would  be 
found  in  dealing  with  the  number  of  schools  already  in 
existence,  the  hardships  that  would  be  entailed  on  country 
chemists,  and  the  very  injurious  effect  which  frequent 
legislative  changes  have  upon  any  trade.  It  had  been, 
admitted  on  almost  every  hand  that  education  had  been 
controlled  by  examination  ;  then  the  root  of  the  whole  matter 
should  be  struck  at,  and  efficient  examination  would  bring 
about  the  desired  change  in  education. 

Mr.  II.  Winfrey  thought  all  agreed  that  a  change  was 
both  necessary  and  expedient  with  regard  to  pharma- 
ceutical education,  and  that  such  change  should  be  in  the 
direction  of  increased  stringency.  Any  reform  to  be 
rightly  progressive,  to  his  mind  should  give  freedom  to  all' 
to  gain  their  knowledge  in  any  way  best  adapted  to  their 
peculiar  circumstances.  He  wished  to  see  the  pharmacist  as 
highly  educated  and  proficient  as  did  those  who  supportedi 
the  resolutiun.  But  he  contended  that  the  enforcement  of 
a  compulsory  curriculum  would  not  bring  about  any  advance- 
ment. He  thought  that  Mr.  Stuart  and  his  friends  cou  di 
not  ask  for  more  than  ten  months'  attendance  at  a  course  of 
training,  and  did  they  think  that  this  attendance  would  be 
evidence  conclusive  of  a  candidate's  competency  to  go 
before  an  examiner  1  He  asserted  that  more  failures  tcok. 
place  among  men  who  were  trained  at  Bloomsbury  Square 
than  among  those  who,  after  a  certain  amount  of  self- 
education,  had  attended  such  couise  of  lectures  as  their 
purse  would  permit.  A  compulsory  curriculum  would  be  a-, 
shameful  injustice  to  the  latter  class, and  it  would  place  men 
of  money  at  an  advantage  over  men  of  brains.  Again,  it 
might  be  expected  that  the  rising  qualified  pharmacist  would 
be  a  better  instructor  of  his  apprentices  than  had  formerly 
been  the  case,  and  knowledge  gained  in  the  pharmacy 
should  help  to  make  a  pharmacist  as  well  as  knowledge 
gained  at  the  feet  of  a  professor.  Increase  the  stringency 
of  the  examinations,  lengthen  their  time,  lay  down  a  basis 
of  science  expected  from  candidate?,  and  see  that  they  know 
it.  But  let  them  be  free  to  use  whatever  means  may  suit 
them  best  in  gaining  that  knowledge.  For  himself,  he 
would  like  to  see  the  present  Minor  compulsory  before 
assistantship  and  the  Major  before  entering  business, 

Mr.  Branson  thought  Mr.  Stuart  had  fully  shown  the 
necessity  for  a  radical  change  in  the  existing  method  of 
pharmaceutical  education  and  examination.  As  regards  the 
nature  of  that  change,  he  was  in  favour  of  at  least  a  year's 
interval  between  the  scientific  portion  of  the  Minor,  viz., 
chemistry  and  botanjT,  and  the  technical  portion,  viz.,  dis- 
pensing and  pbarmacj',  admittance  to  the  former  being 
allowable  at  the  age  of  20,  so  that  qualification  might  be  ob- 
tained at  21,  as  at  present.  Unless  this  interval  be  provided, 
some  of  the  defects  existing  at  present  will  be  perpetuated  ;. 
e.g.,  too  large  a  number  of  subjects  for  a  single  examina- 
tion, which  almost  compels  a  student  to  acquire  condensed 
information  specially  for  examination  purposes,  the  effect  not 
being  the  improvement  of  a  student's  mind  to  the  extent  that 
ought  to  result  from  a  well-regulated  course  of  study  tested 
by  examination.    Although  in  favour  of  a  compulsory  cur- 
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liculum,  Mr.  Branson  did  not  regard  it  as  a  panacea,  but 
contended  that  the  true  interests  of  students,  pharmacists, 
and  the  public  alike  demand  it ;  of  course  admitting  that  a 
sufficient  but  specified  interval  should  elapse  before  such 
proposed  change  should  be  made. 

Mr.  R.  H.  Parker  said  that  he  cordially  agreed  with  the 
object  of  the  resolution,  viz.,  the  advancement  of  pharmacy 
through  the  higher  education  of  pharmacists;  but  he  must 
support  the  amendment,  because  he  did  not  consider  the 
compulsory  attendance  at  a  course  of  lectures  the  proper 
method  by  which  that  object  would  be  attained.  If  a  cur- 
riculum was  to  be  made  compulsory,  it  must  be  one  which 
of  itself  admitted  the  possibility  of  something  like  complete 
education,  and  the  only  curriculum  which  had  this  character 
were  that  of  many  years'  devoted  attention  to  the  duties  of 
a  pharmacist,  coupled  with  continuous  study  extended  over 
those  years.  Then,  and  not  till  then,  comes  the  value  of  a 
course  of  lectures,  to  elaborate  the  crude  knowledge  and 
throw  it  into  order  ;  but  the  value  of  the  same  lectures 
without  the  years  of  preparatory  study  is  reduced  to  nil  as 
a  means  of  education.  Mr.  Parker  suggested:— 1.  That 
the  Minor  and  Major  examinations  be  extended  over  several 
■days,  in  order  that  the  syllabus  might  be  more  thoroughly 
gone  over,  giving  the  examiners  ample  opportunity  of  re- 
jecting all  imperfectly-educated  men  ;  each  candidate  pass- 
ing two  examiners  in  each  subject.  2.  That  a  candidate 
"be  not  eligible  for  the  Major  examination  until  three  years 
after  passing  the  Minor.  3.  That  every  pharmacy  be  under 
the  personal  management  of  a  pharmacist  holding  the  Major 
■diploma. 

Mr.  C.  B.  Miller  supported  the  amendment.  He  ob- 
jected to  the  putting  of  too  much  power  into  official  hands. 
He  had,  however,  himself  felt  the  benefit  of  courses  of 
lectures,  and  he  would  not  object  to  the  requirement,  before 
the  Minor,  of  some  such  certificate  as  that  of  the  Advanced 
■Chemistry  and  Botany  of  the  Science  and  Art  Department ; 
Pharmacy  and  Materia  Medica  should  be  learnt  in  the  shop. 
He  thought  Mr.  Branson's  plan  of  dividing  the  Minor  a  good 
•one  ;  a  portion  should  be  written. 

Mr.  Naylor  was  glad  to  find  that  the  supporters  of  the 
.amendment  admitted  that  pharmacists  as  a  body  were  in- 
sufficiently educated,  and  that  these  gentlemen,  with  one 
accord,  evinced  an  anxiety  that  pharmacy  should  be  raised. 
By  their  proposed  permissive  curriculum  he  ( Mr.  Naylor) 
thought  the  object  would  not  be  effected.  What  was  re- 
quired was  an  alteration  in  the  system  of  education,  one  in 
which  the  student  should  not  only  be  able  to  acquire  know- 
ledge in  the  form  of  endless  facts,  but  should  be  trained  in 
the  scientific  use  of  those  facts — a  system  in  which  a  student 
would  get  knowledge,  but  with  all  his  getting  would  get 
understanding.  To  be  effective  for  the  purpose  contem- 
plated a  course  of  training  under  such  a  system  should  be 
made  compulsory.  It  had  been  stated  that  this  would  be  a 
hardship  on  those  who  cannot  well  afford  the  expense  which 
a  curriculum  would  incur.  He  thought  this  point  had  been 
much  exaggerated,  since  it  was  fair  to  presume  that  no 
curriculum  would  be  imposed  upon  those  who  had  already 
entered  the  trade.  Neither  could  he  see  that  by  extending 
the  examinations  over  a  lengthened  period  the  requirements 
of  the  case  would  be  met.  Surely  this  would  only  result  in 
a  further  revelation  of  the  weakness  of  that  course  of  in- 
struction under  which  the  majority  of  candidates  have 
laboured.  Again,  pharmacists  are  about  to  go  to  Parliament 
to  ask  for  increased  power,  and,  as  far  as  he  could  see,  their 
only  ground  of  argument  was  that  they  had  been  faithful 
in  the  little  which  had  been  committed  to  them.  He 
thought  they  would  be  more  justified  in  asking,  and  more 
likely  to  obtain,  the  increased  legislative  power  they  desired 
if  they  could  give  proof  of  having  sacrificed  their  time, 
expended  their  money,  and  used  their  brains  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  lives  of  the  public,  and  hence,  to  an  extent, 
anticipated  their  future  needs  and  corresponding  claims. 
The  claims  for  a  compulsory  curriculum  were  well  founded, 
and  he  honestly  believed  that  it  would  prove  remedial  in 
its  effects. 

Mr.  G.  F.  Snow  thought  that  a  thorough  examination  was 
sufficient  guarantee  for  the  public,  and  good  employers  gave 
their  apprentices  time  to  work  up  for  this  without  expense. 
At  at  any  rate,  the  time  had  not  yet  come  for  a  compulsory 
curriculum. 

Mr.  Parkinson  had  heard  little  during  the  discussion  of 


the  practicability  of  the  resolution.  The  Pharmaceutical 
Society  in  establishing  a  curriculum  would  have  great  diffi- 
culty in  dealing  with  the  present  so-called  "  Cram-schools," 
which  in  his  opinion  really  did  the  greater  part  of  Pharma- 
ceutical education.    He  supported  the  amendment. 

Mr.  Tell,  in  supporting  the  resolution,  corrected  an 
incidentaljremark  of  Mr.  Parkinson's,  as  to  the  open  nature 
of  the  London  University  examinations :  there  was  a  fixed 
curriculum  in  medicine. 

In  summing  up,  Mr.  Stuart  said  that  the  gentlemen  who 
opposed  the  resolution  would  have  such  an  examination  as 
would  make  it  incumbent  on  all  candidates  to  spend  time 
and  money  on  sound  education.  They  thus  answered  their 
own  objection  to  a  compulsory  curriculum  on  the  grounds  of 
hardship  and  expense.  The  appointment  of  a  fixed  course 
in  twelve  or  eighteen  schools  would  interfere  little  with 
candidates'  liberty  of  action,  while  it  would  ensure  the  pro- 
vision of  good  education  at  each  of  those  schools.  The 
effect  of  attendance  on  such  a  course  was  seen  at  the  last 
examinations  at  London  University,  where  DO  per  cent,  of 
M.B.  candidates — who  had  been  through  a  curriculum — 
passed,  and  only  3G  per  cent,  of  B.Sc.  candidates,  who  had 
not  had  that  advantage.  It  had  been  said  that  examination 
controlled  education.  This  was  a  bad  principle,  and  the  con- 
verse was  aimed  at  by  the  resolution.  The  length  of  the 
curriculum  and  its  details  were  matters  for  settlement  after 
the  recognition  of  the  principle  of  the  resolution. 

Mr.  Killick  then  replied  to  several  objections  raised  on 
Mr.  Wyatt's  amendment. 

On  a  vote  being  taken,  there  appeared  : — For  the  amend- 
ment 8,  against  8.  The  Chairman  gave  his  casting  vote 
against  the  amendment,  and  it  was  therefore  lost. 

Mr.  Stuart's  resolution  was  then  put,  and  carried  by  the 
casting  vote  of  the  Chairman.  Several  members  present  did 
not  vote. 

A  vote  of  thanks  to  Messrs.  Killick  and  Hartridge  who 
filled  the  chair  on  the  two  evenings  terminated  the  pro- 
ceedings. 


PHARMACOPOEIA  REVISION. 


American  Pharmaceutical  Association  Committee  on  the 
Revision  of  the  United  States  Phurmacopmia.  Report 
on  the  Revision  of  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia 
preliminary  to  the  Convention  of  1880.  Prepared  and 
compiled  by  Charles  Rice,  Chairman  of  the  Committee.

Under  Syrups 
we  note  the  introduction  of  several  very  important  prepara- 
tions, all  of  which  have  been  in  greater  or  less  demand  for  a 
considerable  period.  Formulae  for  most  of  these  preparations 
have  again  and  again  appeared  in  our  columns,  but  we 
now  give  these  in  full,  both  for  purpose  of  future  reference 
and  for  comparison  with  those  already  published.  The  first 
we  note  are

To  the  precipitated  phosphate  of  Calcium  contained  in  a 
suitable  vessel  add  water  20  parts,  and  afterwards  a  sufficient 
quantity  of  hydrochloric  acid  to  dissolve  the  salt.  Filter 
the  solution  and  add  to  the  filtrate  gradually,  and  under 
constant  stirring  sufficient  water  of  Ammonia  until  the  latter 
is  in  slight  excess.

>mmitteu  state  the  case  under  Easton's  syrup  thus  : — "  This 
ie  syrup,  if  made  with  the  so-called  ferrous  phosphate,  is 
t  to  precipitate  after  a  while  a  sediment  of  basic  phos- 
ate.    If  made  with  ferric  phosphate  it  will  generally  keep 
3ar  provided  it  was  carefully  strained.  Thejso-  called  ferrous 
losphate  of  pharmacy  not  being  strictly  a  ferrous  salt  but 
mixture  of  ferrous  and  ferric  salts,  it  cannot  make  much 
'fference  if  the  ferric  salt  bo  entirely  substituted  for  it." 
ith  the  whole  of  this  we  are  directly  at  issue.    If  carefully 
fepared  we  have  never  found  the  syrup  deposit  even  after 
'ngthened  keeping.    It  is  quite  true  that  the  iron  salt  is  not 
'pure  ferrous  salt,  but  freshly  prepared  and  with  care  it  is 
arly  so,  and  we  think  it  makes  a  material  difference  to  sub- 
tute  the  one  preparation  for  the  other  as  here  proposed 
e  therefore  cannot  but  hope  that  the  suggested  substitution 
11  take  place  in  neither  of  the  syrups.    There  is  another 
int  in  this  formula  to  which  attention  should  be  called,  viz., 
e  amount  of  iron  and  quinine  which  it  contains.  The 
,:>nsity  of  the  syrup  is  not  stated,  and  we  have  not  made  any 


experiments  to  determine  either  this  or  the  volume  of  the 
finished  product,  but  a  rough  calculation  gives  about  a 
grain  of  ferric  phosphate  and  two-third  grain  quinine  phos- 
phate to  each  fluid  dram.  Now  if  we  mistake  not  the 
strength  universally  adopted  in  this  country  is  one  grain 
each  quinine  and  iron  to  the  fluid  dram.  We  are  no  advo- 
cate for  concentrated  medicines  particularly  of  a  powerful 
nature,  but  once  a  medicine  has  been  introduced  and  gene- 
rally accepted,  neither  the  strength  nor  the  formula  (so  far 
at  least  as  substituting  one  ingredient  for  another)  sboukl 
be  interfered  with  under  much  stronger  arguments  than  the 
Committee  have  been  able  to  adduce  in  the  present  instance. 
One  other  point  still  may  be  referred  to.  We  have  stat'ed 
that  we  have  never  found  the  syrup  deposit,  but  this  it 
should  be  added  is  under  reservation.  In  the  formula  before 
us  the  sugar  is  in  the  proportion  of  60  par* s  in  100  of  the 
finished  product.  In  our  experience  we  have  never  found 
the  syrup  stable  when  the  sugar  was  in  greater  proportion 
than  50  parts  in  100  of  the  finished  product ;  above  this- 
it  was  apt  to  deposit  particularly,  under  changes  in  tempera- 
ture such  as  happen  during  winter. 

As  regards  Parrish's  Syrup  two  formula;  are  given  ;  the 
first  containing  the  ferric  phosphate  with  several  other  inno- 
vations we  do  not  think  it  necessary  to  take  up  space  in; 
giving,  as  we  have  no  expectation  that  it  will  be  adopted. 
The  second  is  very  much  in  the  old  lines,  and  we  subjoin  it 
more  for  the  instructions  accompanying  it  than  from  any  idea 
that  the  formula  itself  is  more  strictly  correct  than  othej 
formula;  already  published.

Mix  stronger  phosphoric  acid,  20  parts,  with  water,  500  parts. 
Dissolve  the  sugar  in  the  mixture  with  the  aid  of  a  gentle 
heat.  Allow  the  syrup  to  cool,  and  then  filter  it  through 
paper.  Dissolve  the  sulphate  of  iron  in  boiling  water, 
120  parts,  and  the  phosphate  of  sodium  in  boiling  water, 
210  parts.  Add  the  sodium  solution  to  the  iron  solution, 
stirring  constantly.  Wash  the  precipitate  of  phosphate  of 
iron  very  thoroughly  by  decantation  with  water.  Express 
the  water  remaining  after  the  last  washing,  and  dissolve  the 
residue  in  stronger  phosphoric  acid,  GO  parts.  Mix  the 
precipitated  phosphate  of  calcium  with  boiling  water, 
240  parts,  and  add  to  the  mixture  sufficient  hydrochloric 
acid  to  make  a  solution.  Allow  the  solution  to  cool,  filter, 
and  then  add  stronger  water  of  ammonia,  stirring  constantly 
until  the  phosphate  of  calcium  is  precipitated,  and  the 
mixture  is  slightly  alkaline  to  test  paper.  Wash  the  pre- 
cipitate by  decantation  with  water.  Express  the  water 
remaining  after  the  last  washing,  dissolve  the  residue  in 
stronger  phosphoric  acid,  60  parts,  and  add  it  to  the  iron 
solution.  Eub  the  carbonates  of  sodium  and  potassium  with 
the  powdered  cochineal,  add  the  orange-flower  water  and 
stronger  phosphoric  acid,  10  parts,  and  filter.  Mix  the 
filtrate  with  the  solution  of  the  phosphates  of  calcium  and1 
iron  and  the  remainder  of  the  phosphoric  acid,  and  filter. 
Add  the  mixture  to  the  syrup,  and  then  add  water  to  make 
the  finished  product  weigh  3,250  parts.  Of  other  syrups 
there  remain  two  calling  for  notice — 

Syrup  of  Bromide  of  Iron  (Syrupus  Ferri  Bnnnidi)  and 
Syrup  of  Green  Chloride  of  Iron  (Syrupus  Ferri  Chloridi 
Viridis).    The  formula  for  the  first  is  as  follows  : —

To  the  distilled  water,  contained  in  a  flask  of  thin  glass,  add 
the  iron  wire  and  bromine.  Shake  the  mixture  occasionally 
until  the  reaction  ceases  and  the  solution  has  acquired  a 
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green  colour,  and  has  lost  the  smell  of  bromine.  Then, 
having  introduced  1G0  parts  syrup  into  a  tarred  bottle,  heat 
it  by  means  of  a  water-bath  to  100°  C.  (212°  Fahr.),  and, 
through  a  funnel  introduced  into  the  mouth  of  the  bottle, 
filter  into  it  the  solution  already  prepared  and  still  hot. 
When  this  has  passed,  close  the  bottle,  shake  it  thoroughly, 
and  when  the  liquid  has  cooled  add  sufficient  syrup  to  make 
the  product  weigh  200  parts.  The  syrup  of  the  protochloride, 
or,  as  it  is  here  called,  the  green  chloride  of  iron,  is  very 
■similar  to  that  given  in  these  pages  some  months  ago,  so  that 
it  is  not  necessary  to  repeat  it  at  present.  Other  syrups 
(proposed  to  be  added  are  unimportant.

Add  the  chrysophanic  acid  to  the  paraffin  oil  (the  oil  is  else- 
where described  as  the  kind  known  in  commerce  as  Spindle 
Oil)  contained  in  a  flask,  and  heat  the  mixture  on  a  sand- 
bath  to  a  temperature  not  exceeding  120°  C.  (248°  F.)  ;  then 
strain  it  through  linen  with  strong  expression  into  the  wax 
previously  melted,  and  stir  the  mixture  constantly  while 
cooling.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  proportions  of  paraffin 
oil  and  wax  here  used  are  those  which  have  already  been 
referred  to  as  composing  the  imitation  Vasiline  proposed 
■under  the  name  Paraffin  Ointment,  but  the  paraffin  oil  is 
•made  to  do  the  double  duty  of  acting  also  as  a  solvent  of 


the  chrysophanic  acid.  If  it  is  expedient  to  dissolve  the 
acid  at  all  (which  we  much  doubt),  a  better  process  will  be 
found  either  in  that  proposed  by  Mr.  Balmanno  Squire  some 
years  ago,  or  in  a  slight  modification  of  it  to  suit  circum- 
stances. Mr.  Squire,  taking  advantage  of  the  solubility  of 
the  acid  in  hot  benzole,  directs  it  to  be  boiled  along  with 
lard  in  a  water-bath,  and  when  quite  dissolved  to  be  rapidly 
cooled  with  constant  stirring.  The  benzole  evaporates 
spontaneous!}',  leaving  a  smooth  and  perfect  ointment.

Cold  Cream 

(The  chronic  eruption  which  every  now  and  again  breaks 
out  in,  our  Correspondence  Columns  shows  that  not  a  few 
are  so  troubled)  may  find,  if  not  a  good  formula,  at  least  a 
few  hints  under  .Ointment  of  Rose  Water  {Unguentum  Aquu 
llosce).

Melt  together  by  means  of  a  water-bath  the  oil,  spermaceti, 
paraffin,  and  soap  ;  then  gradually  add  the  glycerine  and 
rose  water,  and  stir  the  mixture  constantly  until  cool.  In  a 
foot-note  it  is  stated  that  the  .substitution  of  paraffin  for 
white  wax  removes  one  of  the  chief  causes  of  its  liability  to 
become  rancid.  The  addition  of  a  little  soap  and  replace- 
ment of  some  of  the  rose  water  by  glycerine  is  believed  to 
be  an  improvement.  Instead  of  soap,  borax  may  be  used. 
To  this  may  be  added  a  caution  to  see  that  the  almond  oil  is 
fresh  and  sweet.  In  making:  this  cream  some  like  a  pale 
oil,  but  it  is  almost  invariably  "  turned,"  almond  oil  being 
of  all  oils  the  most  apt  to  change.  Under

We  notice  an  improvement  in  the  suggestion  to  triturate 
the  lard  and  mercury  with  ether.

Regard- 
ing the  last  the  following  characters  are  given  : — "The  salt 
is  odourless,  soluble  in  2  parts  of  water  or  5  parts  of  alcohol, 
of  specific  gravity  0  830  at  17°  C.  The  solution  has  an  acid 
reaction.  To  test  the  salt  dissolve  a  sample  in  40  parts  of 
alcohol,  decompose  it  with  sulphuretted  hydrogen,  and  test 
the  filtrate  for  calcium,  barium,  and  magnesium.  If  free 
sulphuric  acid  is  present,  a  strip  of  filtering-paper  saturated 
with  a  solution  of  the  salt  'and  dried  on  the  water-bath 
would  be  coloured  black." 

With  this  we  must  close  for  the  present  our  review  of  the 
work  of  the  Committee.  We  have  confined. our  criticisms 
very  much  to  proposed  additions,  in  the  conviction  that  any 
remarks  upon  such  are  better  made  now  than  after  the  pre- 
parations are  made  officinal.  The  labours  of  the  Committee 
have  not  been  exclusively,  or  even  principally,  devoted  to 
these.  The  most  careful  consideration  has  been  bestowed 
on  every  formula,  and  evidence  is  again  and  again  given 
that  the  Committee  have  overlooked  nothing-,  "and  have 
drawn  their  information  and  hints  from  every  available 
source.  We  have  already  given  instances  of  this  in  the 
course  of  our  remarks,  but  we  might  give  one  more  in 
Aconite  Liniment,  in  which  the  glycerine  of  the  old  formula 
has  been  replaced  with  tartaric  acid,  in  accordance  with 'the 
discovery  of  Dr.  Wright,  that  aconite  is  best  deprived  of  its 
alkaloids  by  alcohol  in  presence  of  this  acid.  These  and 
similar  improvements  and  suggestions  may  probably  best  be 
noticed  on  the  issue  of  the  new  edition  of  the  Pharma- 
copoeia.

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THE  HISTORY  OF 
£  s.  d. 

AN  interesting  lecture  was  delivered  last  month  to  the 
Institute  of  Bankers  on  "£  s.  d.;  or,  The  Origin  of 
Pounds,  Shillings,  and  Pence,"  by  Dr.  John  Evans,  F.R.S., 
who  is  well  known  as  a  leading  authority  in  this  country 
on  numismatic  science.  We  were  favoured  with  the  oppor- 
tunity of  listening  to  the  lecture,  and  think  that  probably  a 
brief  report  of  it  may  interest  those  of  our  readers — and  we 
hope  they  are  very  numerous — who  can  regard  £  s.  d.  from 
the  banker's  point  of  view,  as  a  subject  to  theorize  and  lecture 
about,  rattier  than  as  one  of  gloomy  terror  and  melancholy 
import. 

It  is  of  course  well  known  that  the  letters  themselves  are 
the  initials  of  the  Latin  words  Librcc,  Solidi,  Denarii.  These 
were  the  terms  which  Roman  civilisation  left  as  a  legacy  to 
Western  Europe,  but  how  they  became  depreciated  for  the 
benefit  of  the  prince  at  the  expense  of  the  people  may  be 
seen  particularly  in  France,  at  the  end  of  the  last  century, 
where  the  £,  or  Wore,  became  equivalent  to  the  franc,  or 
lOd.  of  our  money,  the  solidus  still  being  the  —jth  part  of  the 
iivre,  and  called  a  sou,  which  in  its  turn  was  divided  into 
12  deniers.  At  the  beginning  of  the  seventeenth  century, 
too,  the  Scottish  pound  was,  similarly,  the  equivalent  of  20 
English  pence,  the  Scottish  and  the  English  penny  being 
^radically  the  same  amount. 

The  denarius,  which  has  always  been  regarded  as  the 
Latin  equivalent  of  our  penny,  does  not  seem  to  have  any 
lirect  connection  with  the  Saxon  penirj,  or  penning.  Under 
■be  Roman  Republic  the  denarius  was  equal  to  about  8d.  of 
mr  money,  and  was  a  silver  coin  weighing  about  60  grains, 
t  originally  represented  10  asses,  but  about  217  B.C.  it  was 
lecretd  that  the  denarius  should  pass  for  16  instead  of  for 
0  asses— a,  rather  practical  proof  of  the  inconvenience  of 
he  decimal  system  in  those  days. 

The  first  mention  of  the  Saxon  penig  is  found  in  the  laws 
f  Ina,  King  of  the  West  Saxons,  who  began  to  reign  in  a.d. 
88.  The  word  is  sometimes  regarded  as  a  diminutive  of 
<ana,  a  pledge  or  token,  or  by  others  it  has  been  connected 
rith  the  Latin  word  pendere,  to  weigh. 

In  Saxon  times  a  penny  was  a  silver  coin  equal  to  the 
|slh  of  a  pound,  which  was  about  5,760  grains.  A  penny, 
hereforc,  then  weighed  24  grains,  which  is  still  understood 
d  be  a  dwt.  Those  24  grains  of  silver  had  a  far  greater 
urchasing-power  then  than  now,  however.  In  the  time  of 
Ithelred  (about  a  d.  1000)  an  ox  was  valued  at  30rf.,  a  sheep 
t  12d  ,  and  a  pig  at  2d, 

The  silver  of  which  the  penny  was  made  was  called  "ster- 
ling." a  word  derived  from  "  easterliDg,''  which,  it  is  believed, 
ras  the  name  given  to  certain  monks  from  the  East  who  were 
n  those  days  entrusted  with  the  English  coinage.  A  pound 
f  "  sterling  "  silver  was  composed  of  11  oz.  2  dwts.  silver 
nd  18  dwts.  of  alloy,  or  exactly  7\  per  cent.   Except  during 

small  part  of  the  sixteenth  century,  that  proportion  has 
lways  been  maintained,  though  the  weight  of  the  silver 
enny  was  gradually  depreciated  by  about  two-thirds. 
!  The  lecturer  believed  that  Offa,  King  of  Mercia,  was  the 
\cst  to  coin  silver  pennies.  Bits  of  silver,  brass,  or  mixed 
letal  were  used  before  his  time,  and  some  of  these  were 
idled  tceattas  (pronounced  shattas),  a  word  which  still 
irvives  in  our  language  when  called  upon  to  "  pay  our  shot  " 
and  probably,  as  suggested  in  discussion  afterwards  by  Mr. 
ilades,  in  the  expression  "  scot  and  lot("J.  In  Offa 's  time 
loneyers  were  appointed  to  strike  the  coins  of  the  proper 
j/eight  and  fineness,  but  the  design  stamped  on  them  was 
enerally  left  to  individual  enterprise.  Dates  have  not  been 
loutd  on  coins  previous  to  1494,  on  one  supposed  to  have 
l.een  struck  for  Perkin  Warbeck.  Money  was  coined  in 
:any  places  besides  London.  There  is  a  list  of  some 
0  places  at  which  coins  were  struck  in  the  time  of  Edward 
he  Confessor.  Alfred  the  Great  is  credited  with  being 
he  first  to  coin  halfpennies. 

The  Norman  Conquest  made  but  little  difference  in  the 
Inglish  coinage.  The  muneyers  who  had  struck  coins  for 
Mwaid  the  Confessor  and  Harold  were  retained  in  the 
iervice  of  the  Conqueror.  Coins  of  this  king  bear  the 
upersciiption  "PILLMUS  REX  A,"  the  Saxon  form  of  W 
eug  like  the  Roman  P.  [In  discussion  Mr.  Blades  sug- 
esied  that  possibly  the  corruption  of  Bill  from  William 
rose  fr.m  this  fact,  But:  Dr.  Evans  did  not  admit  the  pro- 


bability.] No  English  coins  are  known  bearing  the  name  of 
John.  At  this  period  it  was  usual  to  cut  pennies  into  halves 
and  quarters  for  smaller  change,  and  Edward  I.  was  the 
first  king  to  coin  round  small  coins  on  a  large  scale.  In  his 
reign  the  mints  of  England  had  become  reduced  to  those  of 
London,  Berwick,  Bristol,  Canterbury,  Chester,  Durham, 
Exeter,  Hull,  Lincoln,  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  Reading,  St. 
Edmunds  Bury,  and  York. 

From  the  days  of  the  Saxon  kings  the  penny  had  weighed 
22£  grains  troy.  Edward  III.  worked  it  down  to  18  grains  ; 
Henry  IV.  reduced  it  to  15  grains,  Edward  IV.  to  12  grains, 
and  Henry  VIII.  not  only  brought  the  weight  to  10  grains, 
but  considerably  lowered  the  quality,  giving  only  i  silver 
and  |  alloy.  Edward  VI.  restored  the  quality,  but  iowered 
the  weight  to  8  grains.  Elizabeth  was  moderate,  and  only 
removed  ]  grain,  and  no  further  alteration  occurred  until 
1816,  when  it  was  reduced  to  1\  grains,  which  is  the  weight 
of  the  silver  pennies  which  are  still  struck  to  a  small  extent 
every  year  to  form  pari  of  the  Royal  gifts  on  Maunday 
Thursday. 

Copper  pennies  were  not  issued  by  Royal  authority  until 
1797,  though  copper  halfpennies  had  preceded  them  by  120 
years.  The  copper  coinage  was  superseded  by  the  bronze  in- 
1860.  In  the  seventeenth  century,  however,  London  trades- 
men issued  large  quantities  of  metallic  tokens  for  pennies 
and  halfpennies,  many  of  which  never  cime  back  to  them, 
and  thus  yielded  considerable  profit.  The  issue  of  these 
tokens  was  prohibited  in  1672.  and  in  1673  copper  halfpence 
and  farthings  were  issued  by  Royal  authority.  These  br>re 
the  head  of  Charles  IL  on  the  obverse,  and  on  the  reverse  the 
figure  of  Britannia,  which  is  still  retained,  arid  which  was  n 
portrait  of  the  Duchess  of  Richmond,  one  of  His  Majesty's 
numerous  female  favourites. 

Shillings  were  known  by  name  in  Anglo-Saxon  times,  being 
called  stills,  or  seillings  (pronounced  shillings).  Various 
derivations  have  been  suggested  for  the  term,  as  scellan,  to 
sound ;  sot/Ian,  to  divide ;  seeale,  a  scale  ;  and  scilicus,  the  Latin 
for  7{-  oz.  The  term  was  only  used  in  accounts.  The  value 
seems  to  have  varied  also  among  the  Saxons,  sometimes  four, 
sometimes  five,  and  sometimes  twelve  pence  being  represented. 
Edward  I.  was  the  first  to  issue  coins  of  greater  value  than 
the  penny.  He,  in  1279,  agreed  with  William  of  Turnemire, 
of  Marseilles,  who  had  come  to  this  country  to  supeiintend 
the  coinage,  to  strike  pieces  which  should  represent  four 
lesser  sterlings,  in  imitation  of  the  French  Gres  TournaAs, 
and  this  term  was  rarn'dly  diminished  to  that  of  "groat." 
HenTy  VII.  coined  the  first  shillings  in  1504.  Edward  VI. 
introduced  crowns,  half-crowns,  and  sixpences.  Mary's  shil- 
lings bore  the  effigies  of  herself  and  Philip,  facing  each 
other,  and  suggested  the  famous  couplet  in  Hudibras:  — 
Still  amorous  and  fond  and  billinp, 
Like  Philip  and  Mary  on  a  shilling. 
Gold  coinage  is  traced  back  to  1297,  when  Henry  III.  intro- 
duced a  gold  penny  of  the  weight  of  two  silver  ones,  which 
he  ordered  should  be  current  for  20  pence.  But  the  citizens 
of  London  objected  to  these  coins,  which  never  1  ecame 
popular.  They  seem  to  have  been  well  worth  their  value, 
however,  for  in  1265  it  was  decreed  that  they  should  be 
worth  24  pence. 

The  pound  of  account  was  known  in  Saxon  times.  It  repre- 
sented 240  penny  weights,  or  exactly  a  pound  of  silver.  We 
have  three  pounds  in  England — the  avoirdupois,  the  troy,  and 
the  Tower  pound.  The  first  consists  of  7,000 grains,  the  troy 
of  5,760  gtains,  and  the  Tower  pound  of  5,400  grains  The 
Tower  pound  was  in  use  until  1522,  when  the  troy  pound  was 
substituted  for  it. 

Edward  111.  added  to  the  gold  cjinage  by  introducing 
pieces  of  the  nominal  value  of  6.5  ,  'is.,  and  Is.  Sd,  The.-e 
were  imitations  of  the  gold  florins  of  BTorence,  and  were 
called  florins,  half-florins,  and  quarter-florins.  But  they  were 
over-valued  and  were  quickly  called  in.  They  were  r^plactd 
by  the  "  noble,"  a  purely  Englis-h  coiD,  which  was  current 
for  6*.  8d.,  so  that  three  went  to  the  pound  of  account.  At 
first  it  weighed  138  grains,  but  as  the  silver  coins  were 
depreciated  the  noble  was  also  reduced  in  weight  until  it  fell 
to  108  grains.  But  under  Edward  IV.  it  reappeared  of  tiie 
weight  of  1 20  grains,  and  was  called  the  "  rial  "or*-roj  al  "  j  iece, 
its  value  being  fixed  at  8s.  id.,  and  soon  after  at  10.?.  At  the  t  a  ne 
time  was  coined  another  gold  piece  bearing  a  representation 
of  St.  Michael  upon  it,  and  hence  called  an  "angel,"  the  valus 
of  which  stood  at  6.>%  8d.  for  nearly  100  years.   The  sovereign 
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or  twenty-shilling  piece,  was  first  coined  by  Henry  VII.  in 
1489,  weighing  240  grains  troy,  or  exactly  £  oz.  During  the 
next  four  reigns  the  coin  was  continued,  but  the  value 
gradually  rose  to  30.«.  Twenty-shilling  pieces  were,  how 
ever,  still  made,  the  weight  gradually  declining,  until,  under 
the  Stuarts,  it  fell  to  only  140  grains.  It  became  known  as 
the  "  Unit,''  under  James  I.,  from  the  legend  lueatur  JJnita 
Dens,  which  it  then  bore.  Under  the  Commonwealth  the 
twenty-shilling  piece  bore  on  one  side  the  words  "  Common 
wealth  of  England,''  and  on  the  other  "God  with  us,"  which 
gave  rise  to  the  Royalist  witticism  that  God  was  on  one  side 
and  the  Commonwealth  on  the  other. 

After  the  Restoration  pieces  were  struck  from  gold  brought 
from  the  Coast  of  Guinea  by  the  African  Company,  and 
these  became  known  as  "  guineas."  The  value  of  these  pieces 
rose  considerably,  sometimes,  as  in  the  reign  of  William  III., 
to  80«.  The  sovereign,  or  twenty-shilling  piece,  as  we  use 
it,  was  made  the  fixed  standard  measure  of  value  by  an  Act 
of  1816,  and  on  July  1,  1817,  Royal  proclamation  fixed  the 
weight  of  these  at  5  dwts.  grains  troy  of  standard 

gold. 

In  discussing  this  paper  Mr.  Bethel  spoke  of  the  origin  of 
the  two  short  lines  which  cross  the  £.  He  said  it  was 
generally  supposed  that  these  were  a  degradation  of  a  small 
g  to  represent  sterling  which  had  at  first  been  worked  into 
a  sort  of  monogram;  an  opinion  which  Dr.  Evans  confirmed. 


THE   RESINS   OF   SCAMMONY  AND  JALAP. 

By  William  A.  Wrenn  (Laboratory  of  Messrs.  Wright, 
Layman  &  Umney). 

Paper  read  before  the  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association. 

AFTER  a  few  historical  references  to  scammony,  particu- 
larly alluding  to  the  wars  of  the  Crusades  as  the  period 
nt  which  scammony  was  introduced  to  Western  Europe,  Mr. 
Wrenn  continued  : — 

The  collection  of  scammonv  is  very  interesting.  The 
plant  is  found  in  mountainous  districts,  and  also  in  the  plains. 
The  root  is  succulent,  and  is,  if  the  soil  is  favourable,  when 
four  years  old,  about  1,}  to  2J  inches  in  diameter  at  the 
crown,  and  gradually  tapers  to  the  extremity.  The  collection 
engages  a  considerable  number  of  Greek  and  Turkish 
peasants,  who  perform  the  operation  in  the  summer  when  the 
plant  is  flowering. 

In  the  first  place  the  earth  is  carefully  removed  from  round 
the  upper  part  of  the  root,  which  is  cut  deeply  with  a  sharp 
knife  or  sickle  in  an  oblique  direction,  and  at  the  lower 
extremity  of  the  incision  a  mussel  shell  is  fixed  to  receive 
the  milky  juice  which  gradually  flows  from  the  root.  After 
removing  the  dust  which  may  have  settled  upon  the  hardened 
surface,  the  contents  of  the  shells  are  emptied  into  copper 
vessels  and  thoroughly  mixed. 

The  pliant  mass  is  then  spread  upon  sheep-skins,  and 
when  nearly  dry  it  is  broken  into  pieces,  and,  finally,  when 
quite  dry  packed  in  cases  for  shipment. 

In  this  manner  the  so-called  "  Virgin  "  scammony  is 
prepared,  chiefly  by  the  Greek  peasants,  who  take  consider- 
able pains  to  ensure  purity,  and  are  amply  repaid  by  the 
high  price  this  variety  obtains  in  the  Smyrna  market. 

The  Turks,  with  their  proverbial  laziness  and  want  of  tact, 
prepare  an  article  of  much  less  intrinsic  value,  and  very 
often  have  recourse  to  various  sophistications,  in  the  shape  of 
small  pieces  of  the  root,  sometimes  theroot  itself,  powdered 
as  finely  as  possible,  dirt,  chalk,  Sec.  The  colour  of  this  scam- 
mony is  much  darker  than  the  former,  and  approaches  to  black; 
the  drug  does  not  break  so  readily,  owing  to  the  pieces  of  the 
root  with  which  it  is  combined,  and  is  much  heavier.  The 
colour  is  intensified  by  the  use  (owing  to  want  of  means  to 
procure  a  better  substitute)  of  pumpkins,  hoUowed-out  pots, 
skins,  &c. 

The  Greeks  usually  bring  their  scammony  to  Smyrna,  but 
the  Turks  save  themselves  this  trouble  by  selling  to  the 
dealers,  who  travel  the  interior  of  the  country  and  to  pay 
for  their  trouble  make  such  additions  as  starch,  ashes,  earth, 
gum,  and  occasionally  common  resin  and  wax.  This  adul- 
terated scammony  is  put  into  drums,  the  upper  surfaces 
being  covered  with  some  purer  scammony  to  give  a  good 
appearance. 


A  third  quality  of  scammony  is  prepared  at  Angora,  and 
is  known  here  by  the  name  "  Skillip,"  originally  "  Iskillip," 
the  name  of  a  town  near  Angora.  The  word,  which  is  of 
Turkish  origin,  is  applied  generally  to  any  fictitious  sub- 
stance. This  scammony  is  heavy  and  greyish,  with  a  duD 
clayey  fracture,  and  very  hard,  increased  by  the  addition  of 
gum  arabie  and  resin,  the  quantity  of  pure  scammony  resin 
it  contains  being  30  per  cent,  at  the  outside. 

The  option  which  the  Pharmacopoeia  gives  to  use:  he  root 
of  Conrolrulus  seammonia  for  the  preparation  of  the  resin  is 
certainly  advantageous  when  there  is  a  difficulty  in  obtaining 
the  jjrepared  drug  in  a  genuine  state,  and  those  who  look  for 
cheapness  are  agreeably  supplied — again,  as  I  shall  later 
attempt  to  prove,  the  constituent  parts  are  one  and  the 
same  thing ;  but  there  is  a  marked  absence  of  that  pleasing 
odour,  which,  in  my  humble  opinion,  gives  to  scammony  a 
great  preponderance  over  jalap  resin. 

Some  short  time  ago  a  slight  difficulty  was  experienced  in 
obtaining  the  root,  owing  to  the  opposition  of  the  manufac- 
turers of  scammonium,  but  I  believe  the  antipathy  is  now 
overcome,  and  the  demand  for  it  has  had  a  salutary  effect  on 
those  tardy  Turkish  peasants  to  whom  I  have  already  alluded. 

A  few  words  will  suffice  to  introduce  the  second  article  of 
my  paper,  viz.,  Jalap.  Its  history  is  much  more  limited  :  the 
absence  of  any  writings  on  America  prior  to  the  time  of  the 
Spanish  settlements  makes  us  date  its  history  from  the 
beginning  of  the  sixteenth  century,  about  which  time  it  was 
first  introduced  to  Europe.  It  was  imported  in  slices,  and 
much  confused  with  the  tuber  of  Ipomcea  jalapee.  The  plant 
thrives  naturally  in  Mexico,  in  that  part  of  the  country 
about  20°  north  latitude  and  100°  west  longitude,  on 
the  Eastern  slopes  of  the  Andes.  It  is  exported  from  Vera 
Cruz. 

We  are  all,  doubtless,  acquainted  with  the  external  ap- 
pearances of  seammonia}  and  jalap;e  radices,  but  perhaps 
scarcely  so  with  regard  to  their  internal  structures.  Take, 
firstly,  a  piece  of  scammony  root,  and  its  great  variety  of 
tissues  will  form  an  interest  ing  and  rather  difficult  study.  At 
first  glance  a  difficulty  arises  as  to  where  is  the  line  of 
demarcation  between  the  cortical  and  inner  layers.  The  true 
medulla  is  absent.  The  vessels  of  the  vascular  bundles  are 
about  the  same  size  as  the  other  convolvulacea?.  The  course 
of  these  vessels,  which  are  pitted,  is  slightly  curved,  and 
anybody,  unless  of  some  experience,  co  uld  be  excused  for 
mistaking  this  for  an  endogoneus  root.  The  cells  contain  a 
little  starch  and  the  resin.  The  starch  granules  are  fairly 
uniform  in  shape,  and  about  equal  in  size.  It  will  be  very 
advantageous  for  minute  examination  if  the  root  is  well 
soaked  in  water,  and  the  use  of  a  little  ether  and  oil  of 
turpentine,  for  removing  some  of  the  constituents  soluble  in 
these  media,  will  be  found  useful  when  investigating  the 
woody  fibres,  &c. 

In  examining  a  section  of  the  tubercule  of  Evogonium 
pwrga,  much  allowance  must  be  made  for  the  action  of  heat 
during  the  process  of  drying.  The  resin  will  be  found  in 
those  cells  which  are  situated  next  the  cells  of  the  epidermis, 
and  are  almost  round  in  appearance.  The  starch  granules 
are  very  interesting  from  their  diversity  in  size  and  shape. 
In  some  starch-bearing  cells  the  granules  are  compound, 
and  will  be  found  to  be  divided  into  smaller  granules, 
triangular  in  shape.  The  starch  cells  differ  from  the  resin 
cells  by  the  latter  being  much  less  regular  in  shape  than  the 
former. 

Analysis  of  Scammonium. 

I  took  four  samples  of  scammony  known  as  "Virgin," 
four  samples  of  the  variety  known  as  "  Aleppo,"  and  two 
samples  of  low  scammony  called  '•  Skillip."

It  contained  25  per  cent,  of  gum  and  10  per  cent,  of  resin  soluble  in  ether 
nd  about  20  per  cent,  soluble  in  oil  of  turpentine,  which  by  the  action  of 
ulphuric  acid  and  other  tests  was  found  to  be  common  rosin. 

In  all  the  samples  of  "  Virgin  "  and  "  Aleppo  "  no  common 
esin,  guaiacum,  or  jalap  resins  were  detected.  Nos.  3  and 
1  of  the  "  Virgin"  probably  owed  their  bad  percentages  of 
resin  to  the  careless  manner  in  which  they  had  been  col- 
ected.  liy  the  aid  of  the  microscope  a  large  part  of  the 
!  nsoluble  matter  was  seen  to  be  minute  particles  of  woody 
ibre. 

In  the  case  of  "  Aleppo  "  scammony,  in  addition  to  the 
adulteration  contained  in  the  latter  samples  of  "  Virgin,"  a 
arge  amount  of  starch  was  present  in  Nos.  1  and  3.  All 
:ontained  earthy  and  carbonaceous  matter,  a  slight  effer- 
vescence being  noticed  upon  the  addition  of  an  acid. 

The  adulterations  of  the  "  Skillip  "  I  have  mentioned,  and 
nay  only  add  that  the  samples  were  so  conspicuously 
ophisticated  that  any  purchaser  must  have  known  what 
irticle  he  was  buying. 

Resin  uhtained  from  the  Root. 

A  small  quantity  of  this  resin  I  prepared  myself.  I 
horoughly  washed  the  powdered  root  with  tolerably  warm 
water,  repeating  the  operation  several  times  to  entirely 
emove  the  saccharine  matter,  then  macerated  in  alcohol 
md  slowly  percolated,  adding  more  spirit  to  complete  the 
sxhaustion  ;  a  sufficient  quantity  of  water  was  then  added 
;lnd  the  spirit  distilled  off;  the  resinous  liquid  was  then 
reated  with  water  and  boiled,  allowed  to  stand  for  two  or 
ihree  days,  at  the  end  of  which  time  the  resin  wa9  separated 
md  dried.  Ether  dissolved  it  readily  and  gave  a  perfectly 
lear  solution  ;  the  product  was  found  to  be  9  per  cent, 
luother  sample  yielded  6  per  cent.,  and  was  prepared  from 
he  lower  portion  of  the  root,  whereas  the  first  was  extracted 
from  a  tine  selected  piece  of  the  upper  portion  of  the  root. 
I  examined  a  commercial  sample  of  scammony  resin,  which 
?ave  91*5  per  cent,  soluble  in  efher,  6  per  cent,  soluble  in 
ilcohol,  and  a  further  residue  of  2-5  percent,  which  dissolved 
tn  water.  The  discrepancy  was  due  to  insufficient  washing 
o  remove  the  saccharine  and  extractive  matter,  present  to 
he  extent  of  8j  per  cent. 

I  will  now  presume  that  I  have  obtained  resin  of  scam- 
'Mony  from  scammonium,  and  the  resin  from  the  root,  in  com- 
oaratively  pure  states.  Scammony  resin  is  identical  with 
he  resin  ot  jalap  soluble  in  ether,  called  "  convolvulio,"  it 
;ontains  no  gum,  and  consequently  gives  no  emulsion  when 
ubbed  up  with  water.  It  contains  glucose,  which  is  detected 
oy  the  purple  reaction  obtained  by  the  action  of  sulphuric 
icid.  When  boiled  with  dilute  sulphuric  acid  a  decomposi- 
tion takes  place  and  a  resin  acid  formed,  to  which  the  name 
scaminoniol"  has  been  applied.  It  is  of  alight  brown  colour 
and  if  there  is  any  guaiacum  resin  present  a  resinous  sub- 
stance of  a  green  colour  would  be  found,  which  is  the  acid 
resin  of  guaiacum  resin,  and  is  known  as  "guaiaretin." 

As  to  the  identity  of  the  resin  of  scammony  from  the  gum 
resin  with  that  prepared  from  the  root,  I  have  little  or  no 
doubt.  I  found  it  most  convenient  first  to  remove  the 
colouring  matter  from  the  resins,  which  was  effected  by 
dissolving  in  alcohol,  decolotising  with  pondered  animal 
charcoal,  and,  after  obtaining  the  resin,  boiling  it  for  some 
time  in  water ;  both  resins  were  nearly  colourless,  both  readily 
soluble  in  alcohol,  ether,  and  caustics  solutions  of  potash  and 
soda,  less  soluble  in  glycerine  and  oil  of  turpentine,  and  also 
in  solutions  of  the  carbonates  of  potash  and  socta.  Acetic  and 
sulphuric  acids  gave  precisely  the  same  results,  andaupon  add- 
ing solutions  of  acetate  of  lead  andperchloride  of  irun  totheir 
alcoholic  solutions  no  perceivable  difference  in  either  could 
be  detected.  Other  reagents  also  were  tried,  but  still  no 
difference,  so  I  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  to  all 
intents  they  are  cne  and  the  same  resin. 

Rain  of  Jalap, 

I  obtained  some  jal  .p  tubercules  for  the  purpose  of  experi- 
menting with,  atid  worked  upon  a  small  quantity  of  some 
very  heavy  pieces  of  Vera  Cruz. 


The  process  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  was  followed  with  the 
exception  that  the  powder  was  well  washed  by  successive 
treatment  with  hot  water,  and  then  allowed  to  dry  before 
digesting  with  alcohol. 

The  product  yielded  was  16'5  per  cent. ;  a  second  sample 
taken  indiscriminately  from  the  bale  and  treated  in  pre- 
cisely the  same  manner  yielded  11  per  cent. 

These  samples  of  jalap  resin  were  next  examined,  together 
with  a  third,  which  was  prepared  from  Tampico  jalap.  The 
following  were  the  results  : —

leaving  a  flocky  mass,  which  readily  'entirely  dissolved  in 
water. 

I  am  not  aware  of  any  experiments  having  been  made  to 
ascertain  the  relative  therapeutic  value  of  the  ether  and 
alcoholic  resins;  but  perhaps  some  one  in  the  search  of 
information  would  not  object  to  personal  experience,  and 
communicate  the  result. 

The  resin  of  jalap  is  divisible,  as  we  have  already  seen, 
into  a  resin  soluble  in  ether,  to  which  the  name  of 
"  convolvulin  "  is  applied,  and  a  resin  insoluble  in  ether, 
which  is  true  jalipin. 

The  largest  portion  of  the  article  at  present  sold  as 
jalapin  is  simply  the  crude  resin  decolorised  by  aid  of 
powdered  animal  charcoal  when  in  alcoholic  solution.  If 
a  sample  is  suspected,  shake  up  a  small  weighed  quantity 
with  ether,  and  notice,  upon  drying  the  residue,  the  loss  per 
cent.  As  a  better  precaution  against  mistake,  distil  off  the 
ether  from  the  clear  solution  and  weigh  the  residue,  which 
will  be  the  quantity  of  adulteration. 

Jalapin  might  be  more  easily  combined  with  common 
resin  ;  dissolve  the  preparation  in  oil  of  turpentine,  and  the 
proportion  of  resin  soluble  therein  can  be  found  upon 
evaporating  the  turpentine. 

I  have  only  another  sample  to  direct  your  attention  to, 
viz.,  some  tubercules  of  Exorjonium.  purga,  which  were 
grown  in  the  Government  gardens  at  Jamaica,  and  contrast, 
strangely  with  a  sample  of  true  Vera  Cruz.  The  interior  is 
almost  white,  due,  no  doubt,  to  large  depositions  of  starch; 
the  general  appearance  of  the  tubercules  gives  me  the 
impression  that  the  plant  was  not  fully  matured.  I  believe 
this  is  the  first  consignment,  so  perhaps  the  growers,  when 
informed  of  the  low  price  obtained  for  their  product  in  the 
London  market,  will  try  to  remedy  the  defect,  which  may 
perchance  be  the  unsuitability  of  the  soil. 

I  have  been  unable  to  take  a  reliable  analysis,  but  hope 
to  be  able  to  communicate  the  results  of  my  investigations 
at  a  later  period. 


THE  MORAL  ASPECTS  OF  PROTECTION. 


MR.  HENRY  WARD  BEECHER,  the  popular  American 
preacher,  lectured  on  December  8  on  Free  Trade  and 
Protection.  His  address  was  the  opening  one  of  a  series 
(organised  by  the  Brooklyn  Revenue  Reform  Club.  The 
lecturers  are  all  to  be  men  who  are  in  no  respect  directly 
interested  in  commercial  transactions.  Mr.  Beeclier  said  :  — 
"  I  enter  with  zeal  into  this  matter  because  I  am  a  moral 
teacher.  I  regard  the  protective  system  as  it  exists  in 
America  as  not  only  impolitic  and  unjust,  but  morally  wrong. 
Ths  industry  of  the  country  is  organised  in  direct  violation 
of  the  plain  morality  of  Christianity,  and  it  is  put.  into 
operation  by  the  tremendous  power  of  the  Government.  We 
prid3  ourselves  that  America  is  leading  ihe  world  in  the 
doctrine  of  brotherhood.  Yet  our  labouring  men  are  taught 
to  injure  the  labouring  men  of  the  world  around.  The 
churches  of  every  denomination  are  ra  sing  millions  to  tend 
religion  to  all  the  dark  places  of  the  world,  and  the  Govern- 
ment and  manufacturers  are  in  league  to  hinder  the  nations 
from  free  intercourse.  While  the  antagonisms  which  have 
kept  nations  apart — which  have  roused  them  against  eactt 
otner-^are  now  slowly  dying,  and  the  Divine  Providence  is 
biinging  on  a  new  day  of  univeisal  fellowship,  the  American 
Govtrnment  is  sowing  the  seed  of  selfishness,  is  teaching 
the  world  the  falsehoods  of  gteed  and  a,vatice.  The  spirit 
ot  the  age  is  calling  men  together.    The  spirit  of  Mammon 
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lias  entered  our  policy  and  says  to  all  the  world,  '  You  shall 
not  enter  here  !  '    Is  the  mission  of  America  to  bate  foreign 
nations?  to  sow  separations  and  alienations?  to  disfellow- 
ship  ?    The  labouring-  classes  of  the  world  cannot  afford  to 
despise  each  other.    It  is  suicidal  for  wolking-men  to  vote 
for  a  protective  tariff."    In  another  part  of  his  lecture  Mr. 
Beecber  showed  where  the  protective  tariff  was  putting- 
American  liberty.    "The  American  citizen  may  go  and  come 
as  he  pleases.    The  world  is  open  before  him.  "Whatever 
Tempts  his  eyes  or  will  enhance  his  wealth  he  may  buy — in 
China,  Japan,  India,  Europe,  South  America — but  he  must 
not  bring  them  home.    If  he  does  he  is  fined.    A  picture 
bought  in  Italy  subjects  the  owner  to  a  penalty  in  New  York. 
Silks  he  may  buy  in  Lyons  or  wines  in  Bordeaux,  but  if  he 
brings  them  home  the  Government  says  :  '  You  should  have 
bought  those  things  at  home,  and  not  abroad.'    '  But  they 
are  not  here!  '    'Wait  till  they  are  produced.'    You  must 
return  them  whence  they  came,  or  pay   heavil)'  for  the 
privilege   of    bringing    them.     Liberty  ?      No  homesick 
traveller  can  enter  his  native  country's  port  without  swear- 
ing an  oath  that  he  has  brought  back  nothing  but  his  skin 
and  its  cover!    Our  seaboard  cities  bristle  with  inspectors 
set  by  Government  to  see  that  the  free  citizens  of  the  freest 
Government  on  earth  are  punished  if  they  have  bought  in 
foreign  marts  goods  that  are  more  desirable  and  cheaper 
than  we  can  get  at  home,  and  attempt  to  get  them  home. 
And  we  submit  to  it.    We  actually  think  it  is  a  good  thing 
for  the  public.    If  an  emigrant  has  been  dirty  and  his  shirts 
and  stockings  are  filthy,  he  can  enter  his  baggage  free  in 
New  York  ;  but  if  he  has  been  scrupulous,  and  his  stockings 
are  clean,  it  is  taken  that  they  have  not  been  worn,  and  are, 
therefore,  to  pay  duty — a  duty  often  larger  than  the  original 
cost.    This  amounts  to  a  distinct  endeavour  to  separate  our- 
selves Iromthe  rest  of  the  world,  and  to  build  up  our  nation 
in  solitary  seclusion — a  hermit  nation.    It  is,  in  fact,  saying 
to  all  the  world,  '  We  are  not  in  sympathy  with  you  ;  our  own 
prosperity  and  not  yours  concerns  us  ;  look  out  for  your- 
selves,'   This  policy  is  contrary  to  good  morals,  and  it  is 
contrary  to  the  spirit  of  liberty,  contrary  to  the  early  spirit 
of  our  fathers.    It  is  putting  into  bondage  the  commerce  of 
1  lie  country.    Before  the  great  war  of  rebellion  our  carrying 
trade  was  leading  the  commerce  of  the  world.    The  tariff 
has  clipped  its  wings.    Our  ships  are  sold  or  have  rotted  in 
idleness.    Shipyards  are  silent  and  shipbuilding  is  almost  an 
extinct  trade.     The  few  that  are  left  are  on  their  knees 
belore  Congress  praying  for  a  bounty  to  enable  our  ships  to 
live  on  the  ocean,  and  American  ships  for  loreign  trade  are 
pauper  ships  !    Our  commerce  is  no  longer  like  the  eagle, 
-with  the  whole  heavens  in  which  to  fly.    The  eagle  has  been 
clipped  and  tied  in  the  barnyard,  and  is  no  better  than  a 
dunghill  fowl." 


PHARMACY  IN  AUSTRALIA. 


(from  our  own  correspondent.) 

Melbourne,  Victoria,  Nov.  22,  1881. 

THE  principal  event  of  the  month  has  been  the  Annual 
Dinner  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Victoria,  which 
was  held  at  Clement's  Cafe  on  November  16. 

The  attendance  was  far  larger  than  on  any  previous  occa- 
sion, and  the  dinner  passed  off  in  the  most  successful 
manner.  Mr.  Wm  Bowen,  the  President  of  the  Society,  was 
in  the  chair,  on  his  right  being  Dr.  J.  Robertson,  the  President 
of  the  Medical  Society  of  Victoria,  and  on  his  left  Dr.  Neild, 
President  of  the  Victorian  branch  of  the  British  Medical 
Assocation  ;  the  medical  profession  was  well  represented  by 
Drs.  Gillbee,  Thomas.  Henry,  Cutis,  and  Baron  F.  von 
Mueller,  K.C.M.G.,  M.D. 

After  the  usual  loyal  toasts  had  been  duly  honoured, 
Dr.  Robertson  proposed  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Vi  itoria,"  coupled  with  the  name  of  the  President,  Mr.  W. 
Bo  ven.  The  next  toast  was  that  of  the  "  Pharmacy  Board  of 
Victoria,'' the  name  of  Mr.  J.  Bosisto,  M.L.A.,  President  of 
the  Board,  being  associated  with  this  toast,  which  was 
drunk  with  applause.  Mr.  Bosisto,  in  replying,  spoke  at 
some  length  of  the  satisfactory  working  of  the  Pharmacy 
Act  and  the  advantages  that  Lave  accrued  to  pharmacists 
since  it  came  into  operation. 


Mr.  F.  S.  Grimwade  ( Messrs.  Felton,  Grimwade  &.  Co.) 
proposed  the  next  toast,  which  was  the  "  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain  and  Kindred  Societies  "  ;  the  toast 
was  drunk  most  heartily.  Mr.  Grimwade  referred  to  the 
Congress  lately  held  in  England,  and  said  that  the  main 
object  of  the  Society  was  the  promotion  of  the  science  of 
pharmacy.  How  well  it  had  carried  out  the  intention  of  it* 
founders  could  be  estimated  by  comparing  the  position  of 
pharmacists  of  the  present  day  with  that  of  40  years  ago. 
The  more  honour  they  paid  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain  and  the  names  celebrated  in  connection  with 
it,  the  more  should  they  appreciate  our  own  society,  and  as 
time  rolled  on  they,  too, should  have  the  names  of  men  who 
had  distinguished  themselves.  They  had  already  our  Bosisto, 
Blackett,  Johnson,  Bowen,  and  others,  who  would  be  held 
up  as  examples  to  our  coming  pharmacists. 

Mr.  Wm.  Johnson  returned  thanks. 

The  "  Medical  Society  of  Victoria  and  Kindred  Societies" 
was  proposed  by  Mr.  C.  R.  Blackett,  and  responded  to  by 
Dr.  Gillbee  for  the  Medical  Society,  and  Dr.  Neild  for  the 
British  Medical  Association.  Baron  F.  von  Mueller  also- 
responded  for  the  Royal  Society. 

"  Our  Visitors,"  proposed  by  Mr.  A.  T.  Best,  was  re- 
sponded to  by  Mr.  Rivers  Langton  (Great  Britain).  In  the 
course  of  his  remarks  he  said  at  present  at  home  there  was 
the  greatest  ignorance  as  to  the  boundless  resources  of 
Australia,  and  Englishmen  needed  to  come  and  experience 
their  delightful  climate,  and  have  their  eyes  opened  as  to 
what  was  really  taking  place  at  the  Antipodes.  He  was  glad 
to  see  such  a  gathering  of  the  medical  profession,  and  to 
notice  the  good  feeling  and  unanimity  that  existed  between 
them  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

Mr.  W.  H.  H.  Lane  (America)  also  responded,  and  in  a 
capital  speech  gave  his  experiences  of  the  colonies  during  the 
last  three  years. 

A  remarkable  trial  for  murder  by  poisoning  has  lately 
concluded  at  Melbourne.  A  man  named  Kenny  alleged  that 
a  certain  Thomas  King,  an  elderly  man  and  father  of  eight 
children,  having  a  spite  against  him,  had  made  various 
efforts  to  poison  him.  First  he  gave  some  gin,  which  made 
him  very  ill.  Some  time  after  he  gave  him  some  coffee  and 
bread  and  butter,  and  he  was  again  very  ill.  Afterwards  he 
gave  him  some  currant  cake,  but  Kenny  did  not  eat  this,  but 
put  it  in  his  pocket,  and  gave  it  to  his  little  boy  and  girl, 
both  of  whom  became  very  ill,  and  the  boy  died  in  great 
agony.  King,  finding  that  Kenny  had  not  eaten  the  cake, 
gave  him  some  bread  and  butter,  which  again  Kenny  put  in 
his  pocket,  and  which  was  afterwards  analysed,  and  found 
to  contain  enough  poison  to  kill  an  adult.  This  was  Kenny's 
story,  but  the  jury  did  not  believe  it,  and  King  was 
acquitted. 

Another  remarkable  case  is  that  of  James  Egan  Wall,  a 
pharmaceutical  chemist  at  Sandhurst,  who  was  tried  at  the 
Sandhurst  Assizes  on  October  28  for  the  murder  of  Margaret 
Smith.  The  prisoner  had  used  an  instrument  to  procure 
abortion,  and  the  woman  died  almost  immediately  afcer  the 
operation.  The  jury  found  the  prisoner  guilty  of  man- 
slaughter, and  he  was  sentenced  to  12  months'  imprison- 
ment. The  case  created  the  greatest  excitement  in  the  dis- 
trict where  it  was  tried,  and  the  sentence  is  looked  upon  as 
much  too  light.  Steps  have  been  taken  to  have  the  name  of 
the  convict  erased  from  the  pharmaceutical  register. 

A  chemist's  assistant,  named  Edward  Kilpatrick,  has  also 
been  tried,  charged  with  causing  the  death  of  Elizabeth 
Rose.  Mrs.  Rose,  being  unwell,  had  asked  the  prisoner  for 
a  black  diaught,  and  he  by  mistake  had  sent  her  a  draught, 
of  nitrate  of  mercury.  The  case  was  not  one  of  malice, 
but  of  culpable  negligence.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of 
'•  Not  guihy." 

At  a  recent  election  for  a  member  of  the  Pharmacy  Board 
of  Victoria,  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  J.  Kruse,  Mr. 
C.  B.  Blackett  was  elected  without  opposition. 

In  my  next  communication  I  propose  to  give  you  some 
account  of  the  Commission  on  the  Tariff  which  is  at  pie- 
sent  sitting.  Mr.  William  Bowen,  the  President  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  has  been  appointed  representative 
of  the  trade  to  be  examined  before  the  Commission.

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THE   TINCAL   TRADE   OF  ASIA. 


TT7E  have  received  the  following  interesting  note  on  the 
W  tincal  trade  as  it  is  carried  on  in  Asia  from  Mr.  Arthur 
Robottom,  whom  we  have  on  former  occasions  introduced  to 
the  trade  as  an  enthusiastic  apostle  of  borax,  and  who  is 
well  known  as  one  of  the  pioneers  of  the  Californian  borax 
rade.  "  Tincal,"  we  need  hardly  say,  is  the  native  borate 
3f  soda,  from  which  a  great  deal  of  our  supply  of  refined 
Dorax  is  originally  derived. 

Tincal  is  brought  from  the  heart  of  Thibet,  over  the  Hima- 
ayan  mountains  into  India  by  the  "  Bootus,"  who  are  the 
)wners  of  flocks  of  sheep  which  carry  it.    The  tincal  is  col 
ected  from  the  side  of  the  lakes  in  September,  October,  and 
November  by  poor  people,  who  often  only  get  about  equal  to 
id.  per  day  paid  in  cowries  for  their  toil.    It  is  then  brought 
nto  the  villages  of  Thibet  and  fold  at  the  bazaars.  The 
)wners  of  the  sheep  buy  it  from  the  small  dealers  and  put  it 
Into  saddle-bags,  as  much  as  30  to  40  lbs.  in  each  bag,  or 
ibout  equal  in  weight  to  the  animal  that  is  carrying  it ; 
;ome  few  goats  are  also  employed  in  this  trade.    They  then 
tart  on  their  wearisome  journey,  many  of  the  flocks  with 
lothing  but  tincal.    Every  driver  carries  a  distaff  and  bob- 
bins, and,  as  they  travel,  ihey  carefully  collect  every  bit  of 
jvool  that  falls  from  the  sheep,  or  sticks  to  the  thorny 
lushes,  as  the  sheep  come  in  contact  with  the  bushes  that 
rag  their  wool  off.    The  wool  is  spun  into  yarn  or  strong 
bread,  and  then  woven  into  cloth,  which  they  make  into 
iags.    These  are  covered  outside  by  sheepskins,  to  prevent 
'be  lineal  from  getting  wet,  and  also  to  protect  the  woollen 
ags  from  getting  torn  by  the  thorny  bushes.  Frequent 
eaths  of  the  sheep  and  goats  take  place  on  the  road.  The 
esh  is  always  eaten  by  the  drivers.    From  800  to  1,000 
beep  make  a  drove,  the  sheep  are  driven  from  seven  to  nine 
dies  per  day,  aid  it  takes  from  six  to  eight  weeks  for  the 
Durney  from  starting-point  to  Moradabad.     They  travel 
ihrough  a  pass  of  the  Himalaya  mountains,  about  100  miles 
orth  of  Almira.  In  one  part  of  the  pass  there  is  no  grass  for 
5  miles.  The  underwood  has  to  be  cut  down  for  the  leaves  to 
sed  the  sheep.    Some  parts  of  the  pass  are  15,000  feet  above 
le  sea  level.  The  tincal  is  sold  in  the  bazaars  at  Moradabad 
y  the  Bootus  to  native  dealers,  and  it  is  sent  from  thence  to 
alcutta.     The  owners  of  the  sheep  take  back,  on  their 
3turn  journey,  salt,  rice,  sugar,  cowrie  shells  (which  pass  as 
)in),  and  small  Birmingham  and  Sheffield  wares.  When 
ncal  was  so  cheap  about  three  years  ago,  in  consequence 
1  he  large  imports  of  horax  from  California,  some  of  the 
wners  of  the  flocks  kept  them  in  the  plains,  and  carried 
jonstone,  packed  in  the  tincal  bags,  from  Ilamghur  to  the 
lOvernment  ironworks  at  Kumaon,  at  aboir,  Is.  per  ton  per 
ile.

|>ntain  prime  tincal,  the  price  per  sack  is  fixed  upon,  and 
•  soon  as  the  buyer  has  left  the  go-down,  many  of  the  bags 
|  good  prime  tincal  are  taken  away  and  inferior  stock  put 
i   their  place.    The  tincal  is  then  shipped,  good  and  bad  all 
ixed  together,  and  on  its  arrival  the  buyer  discerns  the 
ferior  article  and  claims  arbitration  on  account  o£  inferior 
tality.    The  tincal  is  analysed  by  chemists  in  London  and 
iverpool,  most  of  whom  differ  in  the  results  ;  two  brokers 
e  then  fixed  on  to  make  the  allowance  or  award,  and  the 
suit  is  generally  a  loss  of  from  21.  to  81.  per  ton  to  the 
^ner  or  shipper.    With  a  view  to  prevent  the  sometimes 
ijust  claims,  I  suggest  the  fullowing  mode,  which  would 
it  a  stop,  first,  to  tue  fraud  in  India,  and  secondly,  to  the 
-  iud  in  England,  which  is  that  nj  European  firm  ship 
teal  from  Calcutta  that  contains  any  dust,  bu:  to  have  the 
I'pole  sifted  through  sieves  of,  say  20  meshes.

)uid  come  to  this  country  perfectly  pure,  the  potters  would 
He  it  with  perfect  safety,  and  they  would  be  able  to  get  a 
I'tter  glaze,  making  it  preferable  to  borax.     The  manufac- 
turers of  enamelled  iron  goods  prefer  it,  and,  in  fact,  many 


of  the  German  enamelled-iron  makers  will  use  nothing  else 
for  glazing,  when  they  can  get  it  pure.  Nearly  all  the  con- 
sumers in  England,  Scotland,  and  other  places  would  use  it 
with  perfect  confidence  and  safety.  Before  the  discovery  of 
boracic  acid  lagoons  in  Italy,  the  bulk  of  the  tincal  was  sold 
in  London  to  borax  refiners  in  Amsterdam,  the  works  of 
which  are  now  all  closed.  I  have  received  samples  within 
the  last  six  months  from  a  newly-discovered  deposit  in 
Nepaul,  each  crystal  weighing  from  1  oz.  to  4  ozs.,  and  quite 
free  from  dust.  If  bu  k  parcels  arrive  from  this  new  source 
equal  to  sample,  adulterated  tincal  will  find  no  sale  in  India 
or  England,  and  native  dealers  will  find  it  to  their  interest, 
to  sell  the  tincal  pure.  The  new  season  tincal  will  be  due 
in  Calcutta  in  December,  January,  and  February. 


PHOTOGRAPHING  LIGHTNING. 


AT  a  meeting  last  month  of  the  Newcastle  on-Tync  and 
Northern  Counties  Photographic  Association,  a  paper  of 
much  scientific  interest  was  read  by  Mr.  John  P.  Gibson, chemist 
and  druggist,  of  Hexham,  entitled  "Lightning  and  Light- 
ning Photography,"  in  which  the  author  narrated  his  suc- 
cessful attempt  to  photograph  a  flash  of  lightning.  Mr. 
Gibson  took  his  photographs  on  the  night  of  last  July  5, 
when  there  was  a  violent  thunderstorm.  At  about  10.30  p.m., 
while  watching  the  brilliant  flashes  following  each  other  in 
rapid  succession,  the  idea  occurred  to  him  of  trying  to  get  a 
photograph  of  a  flash.  He  went  for  his  whole-plate  camera, 
and  got  ready  three  of  Swan's  plates  of  ten  times  the  rapi- 
dity of  wet  collodion,  these  plates  having  been  previously 
backed  with  red  paper  to  prevent  halation.  The  lens  used 
was  an  85-inch  Ross  rapid  symmetrical  with  largtst  stop  but 
one. 

The  rain  was  too  heavy  for  open-air  work,  so  the  camera 
was  placed  at  a  window  on  the  top  storey,  propping  it  up 
with  a  cushion,  so  that  it  should  point  upwaids  at  an  angle 
of  about  25°  from  the  horizon. 

Focussing  was  a  difficuliy,  but  this  was  met  by  focussing  a 
lighted  candle  about  30  feet  away,  and  then  slightly  shorten- 
ing, so  as  to  get  to  an  approximate  focus  of  parallel  rays,  but 
Mr.  Gibson  remarks  that  if  he  were  about  to  repeat  the  ex- 
periment he  would  adjust  the  camera  in  daylight,  and  matk 
distinctly  the  focus  of  parallel  rays. 

It  was,  of  course,  hopeless  to  think  of  taking  off  the  cap 
when  the  flash  appeared,  so  the  camera  had  to  be  turned  to 
the  direction  where  the  flashes  were  most  vivid,  and  then 
with  the  cap  off  wait  for  a  Hash.  Several  experiments  were 
thus  made,  but  all  the  plates  were  not  successfully  deve- 
loped. One  picture  was  obtained  showing  the  branches  of 
a  tree  standing  out  from  the  sky  behind  at  the  point  of  time 
when  it  was  illuminated  by  sheet  lighming.  Another 
showed  the  wet  slates  of  a  distant  house,  in  which  could  b^ 
seen  five  or  six  reflections  of  a  Hash.  The  general  result  of 
photographing  a  flash  of  lightning  was  to  show  first  splashes 
of  light  at  intervals  and  then  a  continuous  track  of  ligh'. 
Mr.  Gibson  supposes  that  the  actinic  action  of  the  flash  is  not 
continuous,  but  is  greatest  at  the  angles,  where  there  are 
splashes  of  light,  as  if  an  explosion  of  gases  produced  by  the 
chemical  action  of  elect  l  icit  y  upon  the  atmosphere  took  place 
at  each  change  of  course  in  the  flash.  Between  several  of 
the  splashes,  at  the  commencement  of  the  flash,  no  connec- 
tion is  apparent,  and  from  the  last  splash  but  one  the  line  is 
only  faint ;  but  from  the  last  and  largest  sp' ash  the  track 
of  the  electric  fluid  is  continuous—  not  being  straight,  but 
curved,  and  being  terminated  by  two  dagger-like  points 
turning  off  nearly  at  right  angles  to  the  general  line  of 
direction  of  the  flash. 

These  results  are  particularly  interesting,  becau-e  they 
serve  to  illustrate  the  wonderful  in -tantaneousness,  or,  wP 
should  rather  say,  the  perfect  simultaneousness  of  the  photo- 
graphing impression.  Photographers  in  America  have  demon- 
strated this  by  taking  pictures  of  a  horse  in  motion,  which, 
of  course,  if  the  lines  are  perfectly  symmetrical,  must  indi- 
cate as  fully,  that  no  appreciable  period  (if  time  is  required 
for  the  action  of  the  chemical  rays.  But  possibly  this 
lightning  photography  proves  the  phenomenon  in  a  mote 
striking  manner.  To  an  observer  the  flash  of  lightning  ap- 
pears to  continue  for  at  least  an  appreciable  period,  pel  haps 
half  a  second,  a  second  or  more.    But  we  know  that  the 
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impression  on  tlie  retina  is  very  deceptive  ;  it  lasts  much 
longer  than  the  actual  flash.  Mr.  Gibson  in  his  paper 
describes  how  the  duration  of  a  flash  has  been  approximately 
measured.  A  disc  revolving  at  the  rate  of  180  times  per 
second  is  divided  into  00  sections,  alternately  black  and 
white.  In  continuous  light  the  disc  appears  uniformly  grey. 
The  observation  of  a  distinct  white  would  prove  that  the 
illumination  did  not  continue  from  the  Jjth  of  the  jggth  part 
of  a  second,  that  is  for  the  j  ji^oo*!1  part  of  a  second.  It  has 
been  ascertained  that  the  duration  of  a  flash  of  lightning 
is  at  least  less  than  that  period. 

To  any  photographer  proposing  to  attempt  the  delineation 
of  lightning  flashes  Mr.  Gibson  offers  the  following  hints  : 
—  Only  try  at  night  when  there  is  no  vestige  of  daylight  to 
fog  your  plates.  Have  the  sidereal  focus  marked  beforehand 
on  the  camera.  Use  the  most  sensitive  gelatine  plates  you 
can  get.  Back  the  plates  with  some  non-actinic  material  to 
prevent  halation.  To  prevent  confusion  in  results  expose  so 
as  to  get  only  one  flash  on  a  plate  if  possible,  and  when  you 
have  developed  the  plate  the  requisite  time,  do  not  be  dis- 
appointed if  at  first  you  do  not  see  any  result,  as  it  may 
require  almost  microscopic  search  to  find  it. 


THE  PLAGUE  OF  FLIES. 


TUST  now  people  are  imbued  with  amicable  feelings  even 
*J  towards  flies,  but  when  the  winged  tribe  again  begin  to 
lorment  them  in  the  course  of  the  year  bloodthirsty  passions 
will  be  re-aroused.  Perhaps  the  following  hints  may  then 
prove  of  service.  The  Moniteur  des  Produits  Chimiques 
states  that  a  Pal  ma  Christi  plant  was  placed  on  the  window- 
shelf  of  a  cafe  which  had  been  invaded  by  legions  of  flies. 
The  next  day  they  were  found  in  great  numbers  dead  around 
the  plant  and  on  the  floor  in  its  neighbourhood,  and  the 
cafe  was  freed  from  their  presence. 

Another  authority  gives  the  following  hint  for  the 
stable  : — ■ 

"It  is  sa;d  that  kerosene  oil  slightly  sprinkled  on  the  floor 
of  the  horse-stables  will  serve  to  abate  the  nuisance  of  flies. 
It  may  be  shaken  out  of  a  bottle  through  a  hole  in  the  cork. 
A  pint  will  last  a  week  for  the  purpose."

To  Clarify  Vinegar. — A  correspondent  of  the  Druggists'' 
Circular  has  a  quantity  of  cider  vinegar  which  is  of 
excellent  quality,  but  very  turbid.  He  asks  how  can  he 
render  the  vinegar  transparent.  The  editor  recommends 
the  following  process  which  has  been  found  successful  in 
similar  cases.  To  each  pint  or  two  of  vinegar  add  about  a 
teaspoonful  of  sweet  skimmed  milk,  shake  the  whole  well 
together,  and  set  the  liquor  aside  for  a  day  or  two.  At  the 
end  of  that  time  the  vinegar  should  be  found  perfectly 
transparent,  and  needs  only  to  be  decanted  from  the  dregs. 
Should  the  liquid  be  still  turbid,  more  milk  is  to  be  added, 
and  the  operation  repeated.  In  this  manner  the  smallest 
quantity  of  milk  necessary  for  clarifying  the  whole  of  the 
vinegar  can  easily  be  calculated.

Clarifying  Shellac  Solutions.— Much  trouble  is 
generally  experienced  in  obtaining  clear  solutions  of  shellac. 
If  a  mixture  of  1  part  shellac  with  7  parts  of  alcohol  of  90 
per  cent,  is  heated  to  a  suitable  temperature  it  quickly 
clears,  but  as  quickly  becomes  turbid  again  on  cooling.  The 
only  practical  method  of  freeing  the  solution  from  what 
some  writers  call  '"wax,"  and  others  "  fatty  acid,"  which  is 
present  in  shellac  in  the  proportion  of  1  to  5  per  cent.,  and 
is  the  cause  of  the  turbidity,  has  hitherto  been  the  tedious 
process  of  repeated  filtration.  M.  Peltz  recommends  the 
following  method  : — Shellac,  1  part,  is  dissolved  in  alcohol, 
8  parts,  and  allowed  to  stand  for  a  few  hours.  Powdered 
chalk  is  then  added  in  quantity  equal  to  half  the  weight  of 
shellac  in  the  solution,  and  the  latter  is  heated  to  tiO'  R. 
The  greater  portion  of  the  solution  clears  rapidly,  and  the 
remainder  may  be  clarified  by  once  filtering.  Carbonate  of 
magnesia  and  sulphate  of  baryta  were  tried  in  the  same 
way,  but  were  not  found  equally  efficacious. — Design  and 
Work. 

Himrod's  Asthma  Cure. — This  remedy,  which  came  in'o 
popular  notice  during  the  illness  of  Lord  Beaconsfield  last, 
year,  is  said  by  a  writer  in  Stearns  "New  Idja  "tj  be  in.it  ited 
by  a  coarsely-ground  mixture  of  stramonium  leaves  and  la^eu 
der  flowers,  with  a  little  benzoin.  The  whole  sprinkled  with 
sufficient  saturated  solution  of  nitrate  and  chlorate  potassium 
to  make  the  powder  burn  well ;  the  patierd  to  inhale  the., 
fumes.

Behaviour  of  Opianic  Acid  with  Certain  Reagents. 

The  following  description  of  certain  reactions  of  opianic 
acid,  a  product  of  the  oxidation  of  narcotine.  is  given  t>y  Dr. 
Prinz  in  the  Journal  far  jiraktisclie  Chemie,  November  1, 
1881. 

1.  Opianic  acid  is  not  alien  d  by  nitrous  acid  either  dry  or 
in  aqueous  solution. 

2.  Nitric  acid  (HNTO.,)  yields  with  opianic  acid  three  sub- 
stances, viz  :  nitro-opianic  ac:d,  ni  rohemipinic  acid,  and  a 
substance  (CjH^NO,,)  , . 

:i  Nitro  opianie  acid  is  reduced  by  stannous  chloride  to 
az"-o])ian:c  acid. 

4.  Azo-opianic  acid  boiled  with  baryta- water  takf  s  up  the 
elements  of  water,  forming  a  bi-basic acid  which  is  at  the 
same  time  an  amido  compound. 

."">.  Potassium  chlorate  and  hydrochloric  acid  convert 
opianic  atjid  into  mono  and  di  chloropropianic  acids  aud 
chloranil.  Bromine  a's3  forms  substitution  products  with 
opianic  acid. 

G.  Met!  ylnoropropianic  acid  is  bi-basic.  It  is  best  obtained 
from  opianic  acid  by  acting  upon  the  latter  with  hydro- 
chloric acid,  and  purifying  by  means  of  a  salt  of  barium. 

7.  Me'hylnoropropianic  acid  yields  substitution  products 
with  chlorine.  Dry  nitrous  acid  converts  it  into  oxalic 
acid. 

8.  Hemipinic  acid  when  treated  with  pentachloride  of 
phosphorus  loses  i's  water  and  is  converted  into  a 
by  dride. 

'.).  Crude  chloride  of  opianic  acid  is  reduced  by  zinc  and 
hydrochloric  acid,  the  product  being  meconine,  and  not. 
opianic  aldebjde. 


Detection  of  Certain  Aniline  Colours  in  Orchil.* 

Dr.  G.  Heppe  finds  picric  acid  to  be  a  good  tpst  for  the 
presence  of  aniline  red  and  violet  in  orchil.  Picric  acid 
produces  no  precipitate  in  an  aqueous  solution  of  the  pure 
dje,  whereas  when  one  or  other  of  the  above  aniline  colour- 
ing matters  is  present  a,  copious  brown  precipitate  of 
rosaniline  picrate  is  fotmed.  By  this  means  mere  traces  of 
the  aniline  colours  may  be  detected. 


Incombustible  Buildings. 

Tn  consequence  of  the  catastrophe  in  the  Ring  Theatre  at 
Vienna,  the  interes'  of  the  building  and  engineering  trade 
has  turned  very  much  upon  the  most  praclical  system  of 
rendering  building  maten'al  incombustible. 

Various  materials  have  been  in  favour  :\t  different  times, 
such  as  phosphates  and  sulphates  of  ammonia,  alum,  and 
borax,  but  the  most  useful,  after  all,  seems  to  t>e  t  ungstatc  of 
soda.  This  is,  be  it  said,  a  discovery  of  Versmann  and 
Oppenheiro,  made  some  20  yea's  ago,  and  has,  we  believe, 
found  application  to  some  extent,  in  theatre  decorations. 
The  fearful  calamity  in  Vinrna  has  created  a  wish  to  apply 
this  tungstate  salt  more  efficiently  to  the  wood  and  building 
material  generally,  and  tbe  difficulty  seems  hitherto  to  have

been  the  want  of  an  effectual  method  of  impregnating  wood 
with  the  salt. 

In  the  Industrie  Blatter  of  January  7  a  suggestion  has 
been  made  which  deseives  the  attention  of  manufacturers 
of  incombustible  material.  It  is  proposed  that  the  liquid  or 
solution  of  tungs'ate  of  soda  should  be  forced  into  the  wood 
by  hydraulic  pressure  or  a  sucking  pump,  similar  to  the 
process  applied  for  impregnating  sleepers.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  this  industry  may  become  more  general  in  the  building 
trade,  and  not  confine  itself  to  theatres  and  public  build- 
ings, but  include  privatedwcllings  as  well.  A  stimulus  would 
certainly  be  given  to  this  industry  if  insurance  companies 
were  to  offer  reduced  premiums  for  houses  built  on  this 
.system.  The  impregnation  of  wood  with  tungsta'e  has  this 
further  advantage,  that  it  prevents  dry  rot.

The  Compliments  of  the  Season. 

The  Royal  College  of  Physicians  met  on  the  Tuesday 
lollowing  Christmas  Day,  and,  with  hearts  overflowing  with 
sentiments  of  peace  and  good  will  towards  their  enemies, 
passed  the  following  resolution  :  — 

While  the  College  has  no  desire  to  fetter  the  of  inion  of  its  members  in 
reference  to  any  theories  they  may  see  fit  to  adopt  in  connection 
with  the  practice  of  medicine,  it  leveithelcss  consideis  it  de 
sirable  to  express  its  opinion  that  tie  assumption  or  acceptance 
by  members  of  the  profession  cf  designation  iinpbirjg  the  adrp 
tion  of  special  modes  of  treatment  is  opposed  to  those  principles 
of  the  freedom  and  dignity  of  the  profession  which  should  govern 
the  relations  of  its  members  to  each  other  and  to  the  public.  The 
College  therefore  expects  that  all  its  fellows,  members,  and  licen- 
tiates will  uphold  these  principles  by  discountenancing  those  who 
trade  upon  such  designations. 

The  resolution  was  moved  by  Dr.  Wilks,  seconded  by  Dr. 
Lionel  Beale,  and  supported  by  Sir  William  Gull,  Sir  William 
Jenner,  Dr.  Wilson  Fox,  and  Dr.  Priestley.  It  was  not  quite 
strait  enough  for  Dr.  Bucknill,  who  wished  to  amend  it  so 
that  it  might  run  that  the  College,  "  considering  that  compe- 
tent medical  men  cannot  honestly  practise  the  system  of 
medicine  called  homcepathy,  is  of  opinion  that  fellows  See., 
may  properly  decline  to  meet  homoeopaths  in  consultation." 
This  was  afterwards  withdrawn.  Dr.  Wilks  said  there  should 
be  no  question  of  liberality  or  illiberality  in  relation  to  a 
scientific  subject.  Fellows  of  the  College  were  entitled  to 
hold  whatever  extraordinary  opinions  they  honestly  formed, 
but  the  immorality  which  the  resolution  aimed  to  dis- 
courage consisted  in  the  adoption  and  announcement  of  a 
special  sjsiem  of  treatment.  Homoeopathy  is  the  quint- 
essence of  quackery,  bringing,  as  it  does,  a  system  of  treat- 
ment only  before  the  public,  abusing  otter  people,  and 
reporiing  wonderful  cases  which  no  one  else  had  been  able 
to  cure. 

Our  acquaintance  with  homoeopathic  literature  compels  us 
to  agTee  that  it  does  very  considerably  partake  of  the 
character  attributed  to  it  by  Dr.  Wilks.  At  the  same  time 
we  venture  presumptuously  to  point  out  that  his  argument 
both  halts  and  jumps.  If  a  man  honestly  bslieves  any 
given  doctrine,  and  with  unsparing  labour  acquires  what  he 
conceives  to  be  conviction  of  its  truth,  there  is  no  shadow  of 
immorality  in  the  proclamation  of  the  belief  from  the  house- 
tops. Whether  the  promulgation  of  the  theory  make  him 
rich  or  ruin  him  in  no  degree  affects  the  morality  of  the 
question,  provided  that  such  considerations  have  not  in- 
fluenced the  formation  of  the  belief.  A  dishonest  pretence 
for  trading  purposes  is  of  course  immoral :  it  does  not  need 
the  College  of  Physicians  to  tell  us  that;  but  there  is  not 
necessarily  any  more  immorality  in  an  honest  man  asserting 
his  homoeopathic  belief  on  his  door  -plate  than  in  the  some- 
what sweeping  expression  of  his  views  which  Dr.  Bucknill 
made  as  quoted  above. 

Sir  William  Jenner  laid  down  the  dogma  that  '  medicine 
had  no  business  with  anything  else,  but  that  the  best  thing 
possible  should  be  done  for  the  patient."  We  do  not  know 
whether  the  baronet  or  the  reporter  is  responsible  for  tfe 
awkward  setting  of  that  aphorism,  but  any  way  we  under- 
stand it.  But  holding  that  view  we  cannot  very  well  under- 
stand why  Sir  William  should  have  seen  any  fault  in  the 


man  whom  he  says  he  once  met  in  consultation  and  whom 
he  afterwards  learned  was  a  homoeopath.  Meeting  this  being 
a  second  time  Sir  William  asked  him  flat  if  he  was  a 
homojopatb.  The  being  said  he  used  homoeopathic  treatment 
when  he  thought  it  most  suitable  ;  at  other  times  the  ordi- 
nary treatment.  Sir  William  says  he  declined  to  act  with 
him,  on  the  ground  that  at  any  moment  homoeopathic  treat- 
ment might  be  deemed  suitable.  But  surely  if  Sir  William 
Jenner  had  had  any  faith  in  the  maxim  which  he  had  jusc 
oracularly  uttered,  this  man  must  have  been  one  after  his 
own  heart. 

Chloroform  (m.  iv.)  in  an  ounce  of  cod-liver  oil  renders 
it  palatable. — Australian  Medical  Journal. 

Chronic  Measles.— J.  J.  Byrne,  Preston,  records  in  the 
British  Medical  Journal  the  case  of  a  child,  between  three 
and  tour  years  of  age,  whom  he  attended  with  a  mild  attack 
of  measles  on  November  3  last'  year,  and  again  on  Decem- 
ber 6.  The  child  had  quite  recovered  trom  the  first  attack 
before  he  sickened  for  the  second.  His  father  is  a  sweep, 
living  in  a  very  poor  way. 

On  the  Removal  of  Warts.— Dr.  W.  Alian  Jamieson 
says,  in  the  Practitioner  for  September,  1881,  that  chromic 
acid,  one  to  one  of  water,  is  by  far  the  best  remedy.  The 
skin  round  each  wart  is  first  protected  by  painting  it  with 
oil,  and  then  the  ware  itself  is  soaked  with  the  solution  of 
chromic  acid  ;  this  absorbs  water  fiom  the  tissues,  coagulat- 
ing and  hardening  the  albuminous  tissues  at  the  same  time, 
and  the  unsightly  warts  soon  disappear. 

Cod-liver  Oil. — Dr.  Fonssagrives  recommends  the  fol- 
lowing formula :— Cod-liver  oil  96  grammes,  iodoform  20 
centigrammes,  essence  of  anise  4  drops.  The  addition  of 
the  last  two  articles  completely  masks  the  taste  and  smell 
of  the  oil.  Patients  to  whom  the  preparation  is  still  repug- 
nant may  add  to  each  spoonful  of  oil  a  very  small  quantity 
of  salt,  which  modifies  its  taste  and  facilitates  its  digestion. 
—  Gaz.  des  Hop.  and  Medical  Times. 

Skunk  Perfume  an  An.esthetic.— Dr.  Conway,  in  the 
Virginia  Medical  Monthly,  reports  a  case  of  a  boy  who  had 
been  forced  to  inhale  the  "  perfume  "  of  the  skunk  by  his 
school-fellows  as  a  practical  joke,  and  was  rendered  totally 
unconscious,  with  relaxation  of  the  muscular  system,  for 
over  an  hour.  A  little  whiskey  was  given  him  and  friction 
applied.  When  roused  he  suffered  no  inconvenient  results 
except  a  slight  headache. 

Frontal  Headache.— Dr.  Haley,  in  the  Australian 
Medical  Journal,  states  that  for  some  years  past  lie  has 
found  minimum  doses  of  iodide  of  potassium  of  great 
service  in  frontal  headache.  A  heavy  dull  headache,  situ- 
ated over  the  brow,  and  accompanied  by  languor,  chilliness, 
and  a  feeling  of  general  discomfort,  with  distaste  for  food, 
which  sometimes  approaches  to  nausea,  can  be  completely 
removed  by  a  two-grain  dose  dissolved  in  half  a  wine-glass 
of  water,  and  this  quietly  sipped,  the  whole  quantity  being 
taken  in  about  ten  minutes.  In  many  cases  the  effect  of 
these  small  doses  has  been  simply  wonderful. — Medical 
Times  and  Gazette. 

A  Question  of  Time. — A  very  insignificant  person  will 
possibly  decide  in  a  case  concerning  which  two  eminent 
doctors  have  disagreed.  The  Practicicn,  alludes  to  au  inte- 
resting difference  of  opinion  which  has  occurred  between 
Professor  Depaul,  of  the  Hopital  des  Cliniques,  and  Dr. 
Tillaux,  [of  the  Hopifal  Beaujon,  respecting  aa  old  woman 
of  over  70  years  of  age,  who  appears  to  have  united  the 
worship  of  Venus  to  that  of  Bacchus.  Whether  the  god  or 
the  goddess  is  responsible  for  the  old  lady's  present  condi- 
tion, is  the  question  disturbing  the  Paris  faculty.  Professor 
Depaul  declares  her  to  bs  enceinte,  but  Dr.  Tillaux  pro- 
nounces her's  to  be  a  case  of  tumour  of  the  liver.  Qui  riora 
verra. 

Chian  Turpentine  in  Cancer. — Professor  Clay  (in  the 
Lancet,  October  17,  1881)  repeats  his  profession  ot  faith  in 
Chian  turpentine  as  a  remedy  for  cancer.  An  enlarged  ex- 
perience of  its  use  has  served  to  confirm  his  original  obser- 
vations. He  has  treated  nine  cases  of  cancer  of  the  uterus 
for  twelve  months,  which  are  now  so  far  convalescent  that 
they  are  no  longer  under  observation.  The  cancerous  growths 
have  disappeared,  there  is  no  bleeding  on  manipulation,  ttte 
parts  are  smooth  to  the  touch,  and  appear  to  be  c  )verect  with 
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mucuous  membrane.  Other  cases  show  improvement,  or, 
when  they  have  been  too  advanced,  some  relief  from  pain 
has  been  secured.  Dr.  Clay  says,  "  Even  now  some  houses 
are  supplying  and  dispensing  other  turpentine  for  Cbian 
turpentine,  and  are  even  guaranteeing  the  genuineness  of 
the  article  tbey  supply."  He  particularly  recommends  as 
palatable  and  easy  of  assimilation  an  essence  of  Chian 
turpentine  prepared  by  Messrs.  Southall  &  Barclay,  contain- 
ing three  grains  of  the  turpentine  in  each  teaspoonful.  This 
should  be  administered  with  some  compound  sulphur  pills, 
also  prepared  by  the  same  firm.

Enemata  of  Peptones.— Mr.  Henninger  gives  the  fol- 
lowing formula  in  the  Paris  Medical : — Five  grams  of  very 
lean  meat,  minced  fine,  are  placed  in  a  glass  receiver,  in 
which  are  poured  three  litres  of  water  and  30  cubic  centi- 
metres of  hydrochloric  acid  of  density  115  ;  to  this  is 
added  2\  grammes  of  the  pure  pepsine  of  commerce,  at  the 
maximum  of  activity,  that  is  to  say,  digesting  about  200 
times  its  weight  of  moist  fibrine.  It  is  left  to  digest  during 
24  hours  at  a  temperature  of  45°  C.  (113°  F.),  either  in  a 
water  bath  or  a  stove  ;  it  is  then  decanted  into  a  porcelain 
capsule,  brought  to  a  boiling  point ;  and,  whilst  the  liquid 
boils,  an  alkaline  solution  is  poured  into  it  (250  grams  of 
carbonate  of  soda  to  1,000  grams  of  water),  until  it  shows 
a  very  slight  alkaline  reaction.  About  105  to  170  cubic 
centimetres  of  this  solution  must  be  added  to  it.  When 
this  result  is  obtained,  the  boiling  liquid  is  passed  through 
a  tine  linen  cloth,  the  insoluble  residue  being  expressed ; 
and  this  liquid,  which  amounts  to  about  2A  litres  (3  pints), 
is  reduced  in  the  water-bath  to  1,500  or  1,800  cubic  centi- 
metres. Half  of  it  is  administered  every  day  in  three 
enemata,  adding  200  grams  of  white  sugar  for  the  24  hours. 
The  whole  of  the  meat  is  not  dissolved  ;  the  fat,  the  tendons, 
the  connective  and  elastic  tissues,  form  an  insoluble  residue, 
amounting  to  about  a  third  of  the  meat  used. 

Mineral  Waters.— In  the  Medical  Press  and  Circular 
Dr.  Prosser  James  comments  on  the  therapeutic  value  of 
certain  foreign  mineral  waters  which  have  been  lately 
analysed  by  Professor  Tichborne.  He  says: — "All  who 
require  a  gaseous,  feebly  alkaline  and  saline  water,  with  a 
tendency  to  relax  rather  than  constipate,  may  therefore  try 
seltzer.  Its  saline  constituents  give  it  the  refreshing- 
quality  which  assists  in  allaying  thirst,  and  the  gas  makes 
it  palatable.  It  promotes  the  secretions  of  the  skin  and 
kidneys.  Taunus  is  a  palatable  calcareous  table  water, 
containing  no  purgatives,  but  as  rich  in  salines  and  antacids 
as  seltzer.  As  the  antacid  quality  is  due  to  the  carbonates 
of  the  alkaline  earths,  some  persons  may  find  it  sit  rather 
heavy  on  the  stomach,  and  some  may  think  it  constipating. 
On  the  other  hand,  it  might  be  preferred  where  earthy  salts 
are  supposed  to  be  indicated.  Harzer  is  a  pure,  light, 
antacid,  saline,  gaseous  water,  very  pleasant  to  the  taste, 
and  grateful  to  the  stomach.  The  alkaline  reaction  is  due 
to  sodium  carbonate,  and  the  saline  quality  to  the  same 
chloride.  It  contains  even  less  purgatives  than  seltzer,  so 
that  it  may  be  said  to  be  non-apetient,  but  this  minute  quan- 
tity, with  the  other  ingredients,  suffices  to  render  it  non- 
constipating.  It  is  an  excellent  digestive  water.  Apolli- 
naris  is  closely  related  to  seltzer.  The  two  contain  nearly 
the  same  quantity  of  solid  ingredients,  distributed  in  a 
similar  manner.  Still  there  are  some  differences.  Thus 
Apollinaris  contains  in  half-a-pint  more  antacids  and  less 
salines  than  seltzer,  and  it  has  half  as  much  again  purga- 
tives. It  is,  therefore,  quite  as  digestive,  rather  more  ant- 
acid, and  more  likely  to  increase  the  action  of  the  bowels. 


It  has  a  good  supply  of  gas,  and  is  tolerably  palatable.  Some 
sodium  chloride  is  said  to  be  artificially  added  to  the 
natural  water,  and  Dr.  James  thinks  the  water  would  be 
preferable  without  this  addition. 

Treatment  of  Hemorrhoids.— Dr.  S.  S.,  Todd  (St. 
Louis  Courier  of  Medicine)  says  the  first  step  in  the  treat- 
ment of  recent  cases  should  be  the  administration  of  a 
saline  cathartic,  and  the  best  is  sulphate  of  magnesia. 
After  this  the  following  pill  may  be  used  : — Compound  ex- 
tract colocynth,  30  grains  ;  extract  nux  vomica,  20  grains  ; 
extract  belladonna,  1.0  grains.  Divide  into  40  pills  ;  one  to 
be  taken  every  evening  on  going  to  bed.  The  effect  is  a 
moistening  of  the  mucous  surface  of  the  intestinal  canal 
and  increased  peristaltic  action.  In  this  way  we  may 
solicit  one  consistent  and  normal  evacuation  of  the  bowels 
every  day  at  the  same  hour,  and  one  only.  To  ensure  this 
the  patient  should  have  a  fixed  hour  at  which  to  go  to  stool, 
and  steadfastly  restrain  any  desire  for  this  at  all  other 
times.  The  habit  of  having  one  daily  evacuation  is  in  this 
way  quickly  established,  and  the  sluggish  condition  of  the 
bowels  cured  if  the  means  are  not  too  early  abandoned. 
Three  or  four  months  are  sometimes  required  in  which  to 
break  up  the  faulty  habit  and  prevent  return.  Should  the 
pill  above  mentioned  cause  a  liquid  stool,  or  should  it  cause 
more  than  one  stool,  jour  object  will  be  defeated  if  you 
persist,  and  the  quantity  of  compound  extract  of  colocynth 
must  be  diminished.  On  the  other  hand,  should  it  fail  to 
secure  one  soft  and  consistent  motion  daily,  the  quantity  of 
colocynth  must  be  cautiously  increased.  In  addition  to  the 
above  the  following  will  be  found  to  give  instant  relief 
from  pain  and  accelerate  the  cure  : — Iodoform,  Ji. ;  balsam 
peru,  5ii- ;  cocoa  butter  and  white  wax,  of  each,  5iss. ;  cal- 
cined magnesia,  3i.  Incorporate  the  mass  thoroughly,  and 
divide  into  12  suppositories.  Insert  one  after  each  evacua- 
tion of  the  bowels,  and  oftener,  if  needed.  The  iodoform  is 
a  local  anaesthetic  of  great  value,  and  does  not  constipate. 
The  balsam  serves  the  double  purpose  of  soothing  the 
irritable  bowels,  and  masking  in  a  great  measure  the  dis- 
agreeable odour  of  the  iodoform.  The  magnesia  is  added  to 
give  solidity  to  the  mass,  and  preserve  the  form  of  the  sup- 
pository. Hemorrhoids  of  long  standing,  though  benefited 
by  the  foregoing  treatment,  will  rarely  be  cured.  For  such 
the  writer  recommends  a  surgical  treatment. 

Drugs  for  Irish  Union  Dispensaries. — The  Medical 
Press  reports  some  curious  facts  concerning  the  tenders  for 
medicines  and  medical  requisites  to  be  supplied  through  the 
Local  Government  Board  of  Ireland  to  the  Irish  Union 
Dispensaries.  Two  tenders  are  analysed,  one  sent  in  by  a 
local  druggist  who  is  designated  B.,  and  whose  prices,  it  is 
believed,  are  based  on  those  from  a  London  firm  ;  and  the 
other  referred  to  as  W.,  being  a  wholesale  firm  supplying 
many  unions  in  Ireland.  There  are  299  articles  tendered 
for  at  prices  varying  from  one-fifth  of  the  list-price  of  a 
good  article  to  double  that  price.  R.'s  price  is  sometimes 
twice  as  much  as  W.'s,  and  W.'s  price  sometimes  five  times 
R.'s,  with  every  variation  between  these  extremes.  And  yet, 
strange  to  say,  differences  so  compensate  each  other,  that 
on  the  whole  tenders  there  is  only  a  difference  of  4  per 
cent,  between  the  two.  Amid  this  apparent  confusion  it  is 
possible  to  discover  the  operation  of  certain  laws  of  a  very 
peculiar  kind.  Thus,  there  are  13  kinds  of  official  pills  to 
be  tendered  for,  and  a  price  is  to  be  quoted  for  each 
under  two  forms,  as  "  mass,"  or  divided  into  pills,  and 
"coated."  Of  course,  every  medical  officer  will  choose  to 
have  his  pills  ready  made.  R.  quotes  the  pill  masses  63| 
per  cent,  below,  and  coated  pills  23  per  cent,  above  list  price. 
W.  quotes  pill  masses  42|  per  cent,  below  and  coated  6  per 
cent,  above  list  price.  Again,  the  quotations  for  tinctures 
present  a  curious  study.  There  are  45  official  tinctures  in 
the  list.  R.  quotes  30  of  these  at  the  all  round  price  of 
2s.  Gd.  a  pint,  wholly  irrespective  of  the  ingredients,  and  of 
several  of  them  being  required  to  be  made  with  rectified 
spirit.  W.  has  more  variety  in  his  prices,  but  the  result, 
on  the  whole,  is  that  W.  is  43  per  cent,  and  R.  30  per  cent, 
below  the  list  prices.  As  examples  of  individual  prices  we 
may  instance  the  following: — Co.  colocynth  pill  mass, 
which  is  20.s\  per  lb.  if  made  with  virgin  scammony,  and 
10.«.  if  made  with  resin  of  scammony,  is  quoted  at  2s.  per  lb. 
by  both  R.  and  W.  Tinct.  hyoscyam,  the  list  price  of  which 
is  5*.  per  pint,  is  quoted  as  1*.  id.  by  W.  and  at  2s.  by  R. 
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'inct.  rhei  co.,  of  which  list  price  is  3s.  6d.,  is  quoted  at 
s.  id.  by  W.  and  2*.  6d.  by  R.  On  the  other  hand,  ext. 
licis  liquid,  the  list  price  of  which  is  12s.  per  lb.,  is  quoted 
|t  Is.  6d.  an  ounce  by  W.  and  Is  id.  by  R.,  that  is,  24s. 
nd  21s.  id.  per  lb.  Chartre  epispastici,  the  list  price  of  which 
[is  is.  6d.  per  dozen,  is  quoted  by  W.  at  5s.  and  by  E.  at  Is. 
er  dozen.

Cinchona  Ledgeriana  Seed  in  Ceylon. — On  October

grams  of  Cinchona  Ledgeriana  seed.    The  total  amount 

ealised  was  2,519  rupees,  or  14J  rupees  a  gram,  equal  to 
11.  5s.  a  troy  ounce,  reckoning  the  rupee  at  2s.  Some 
revious  lots  sold  by  Mr.  Symons  fetched  respectively  774, 
29,  and  1,361  rupees  an  ounce  ! 

Cloves  in  the  Seychelles. — About  150  acres  of  land 
re  under  cultivation  with  cloves.  The  lazy  habits  of  the 
eople  had  led  to  the  wanton  destruction  of  the  trees.  To 
ather  the  crop  they  cut  off  all  the  branches,  although  they 
now  that  years  must  elapse  before  the  trees  will  be  fit  to 
ear  again.  Within  the  last  20  years  many  of  the  trees  have 
een  cut  down  for  firewood.  Pepper  and  cinnamon  grow 
aid  here. — Tropical  Agriculturist. 

The  Island  of  Chios. — During  the  week  following  our 
ist  issue  telegrams  appeared  in  the  journals  stating  that 
rious  apprehensions  had  been  caused  by  the  continual 
inking  of  the  island  of  Chios.  It  was  feared  that  the 
ntire  inland  would  before  long  disappear  beneath  the  waves, 
arthquakes  were  of  constant  and  indeed  increasing  occur- 
mce  and  hot  springs  were  everywhere  appearing.  The 
larm  seems  to  have  subsided. 

Cardamom  Cultivation  in  Ceylon. — The  Tropical 
griculturist  for  December  states  that  cardamoms  yield 
lose  on  400  lb.  an  acre  in  both  the  high  and  low  districts, 
hey  sell  at  5s.  to  8s.  a  lb.  Hitherto  the  sole  method  of  pro- 
agation  has  been  by  "bulbs  "  (rhizomes)  which  have  sold  at 
5  rupees  a  thousand,  while  the  carriage  has  sometimes  in- 
reased  the  price  to  90  rupees.  Careful  experiments  by 
uropeans  have  proved  that  the  plant  can  be  grown  from 
;ed,  and  germinated  seeds  are  now  on  sale  for  3  rupees 

thousand  and  can  be  sent  by  post.  The  proprietors 
icently  published  a  pamphlet  "All  about  Cardamoms," 
'hich  contains  a  compilation  of  nearly  everything  valuable 
iat  has  been  printed  on  the  subject. 

Parisian  Journalism. — According  to  a  recent  list  there 
re  in  all  1,264  journals  published  in  Paris  (daily,  weekly, 
lonthly,  &c).    Of  these  no  less  than  110   are  devoted 

3  medicine  and  pharmacy.  In  the  classification  given,  only 
few  totals  exceed  this.    They  are  ''political,  financial,  and 

ommercial,  228,"  "recreative  reading,  127,"  "  technolo- 
ical,  119,"  and  "jurisprudence,  115."  Next  to  "medicine 
nd  pharmacy  "  comes  "  fashion  journals,  74."  "  Religious" 
nly  figures  for  71,  "literary"  for  65,  and  "scientific"  for 
0.  Agriculture  is  represented  by  28,  and  veterinary  prac- 
ice  (probably  including  horse  racing)  by  22  journals.  The 
heatre  counts  19  and  music  16  organs  ;  art  14,  architecture 
0,  archaeology  6,  and  photography.  4,  while  military  and 
laval  journals  and  "  various  "  make  up  the  balance.  There 
ire  67  daily  periodical  journals  published  in  Paris,  and  yet 
France  sometimes  makes  mistakes. 


The  Spectacle  Trade. 

In  the  City  of  London  Court,  December  21,  before  Mr. 
Commissioner  Kerr,  and  a  jury,  the  case  of  Herbert  &  Godfrey 
v.  Twemlow  was  heard.  This  was  an  action  in  which  the 
plaintiffs,  Messrs.  William  Herbert  &  Godfrey,  opticians, 
of  7  Feahen  Court,  Bishopsgate  Street,  sued  the  defendant, 
Mr.  Richard  Twemlow,  chemist,  of  91  Upper  Brook  Street, 
Manchester,  to  recover  two  sums  of  51.  5s.  and  3/.  3s.  for 
goods  supplied  in  July  last. 

Mr.  Harris  appeared  for  the  plaintiffs,  and  Mr.  Griffiths 
(from  the  office  of  Messrs.  Chester  &  Co.)  for  the  defendant. 

On  December  10,  when  the  case  came  before  his  Honour, 
judgment  was  formally  entered  for  the  plaintiff,  his  Honour 
granting  an  adjournment  for  a  jury  to  decide  the  matter. 

A  witness  was  called  who  gave  the  name  of  Druiff,  and 
said  he  was  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Herbert  &  Godfrey,  and 
carried  on  business  in  Bishopsgate.  In  July  last  he  called 
on  the  defendant,  who  gave  him  the  order  in  question, 
there  being  a  few  folders  sent  on  approval.  Witness 
produced  his  price-list,  from  which  the  defendant  made  his 
own  selection,  and  upon  being  asked  to  sign  it  he  placed 
upon  it  one  of  his  address  labels  instead — "  Richard  Twem- 
low, Chemist,  91  Upper  Brook  Street,  Manchester."  Subse- 
quently the  defendant  wrote,  in  reply  to  the  demand  for 
payment,  that  the  goods  were  all  sold  on  "  approval,"  or  sale 
or  return. 

In  cross-examination  he  said  he  had  no  such  practice  as 
selling  spectacles  for  absolute  sale  and  folders  on  "approval." 
He  did  not  know  of  the  existence  of  such  a  practice  in  the 
trade,  as  that  of  asking  for  a  printed  label  to  be  placed  on 
the  order.  The  defendant  did  so  of  his  own  accord.  He 
was  not  aware  that  anyone  was  behind  the  screen  in  the 
shop  at  the  time  the  order  was  given.  It  was  not  the 
practice  of  his  firm  to  send  out  a  parcel  of  goods  on, 
"approval." 

The  defendant,  who  said  he  was  a  chemist,  carrying  on 
business  at  Manchester,  and  also  Registrar  of  Births 
and  Deaths  for  the  Chorlton  upon  Medlock  district, 
deposed  that  the  last  witness  called  upon  him  and 
solicited  an  order,  which  he  refused  to  give,  saying- 
he  knew  nothing  about  spectacles.  Upon  being  pressed, 
however,  he  agreed  to  take  some  goods  on  sale  or  return ; 
some  folders  were  to  be  included.  He  (Druiff)  said 
his  firm  would  print  some  circulars  and  pamphlets 
to  encourage  the  trade.  He  showed  witness  a  paper,  saying 
it  was  a  copy  of  the  order,  and  desired  him  to  sign  it,  which 
he  refused  to  do.  He  then  asked  him  for  his  address  label 
which  was  given  him.  It  was  the  practice  with  all  chemists 
to  give  these  labels  to  ensure  correct  addresses.  Witness  did 
not  place  it  on  the  order  as  it  now  existed.  He  positively  re- 
fused to  sign  any  document  whatever.  Subsequently  another 
parcel  of  goods  was  sent  to  him  with  no  address  label. 
The  carriers  could  not  tell  him  where  it  came  from,  so  he 
gave  them  a  post- card  to  let  him  know  when  they  found  out, 
refusing  to  accept  the  goods  till  he  knew.  It  turned  out  to 
come  from  Messrs.  Druiff  &  Druiff,  a  firm  with  whom  he  had 
had  no  dealings.  There  was  a  high  screen  in  the  shop,  and 
at  the  time  the  order  was  given  his  lozenge  manager  was 
behind  it,  who  could  hear  all  that  took  place. 

The  Jury  at  this  stage  of  the  proceedings  stopped  the  case, 
saying  they  were  unanimously  in  favour  of  the  defendant , 
and  his  Honour  certified  for  121.  19s.  costs  in  his  favour. 


Sale  or  Return. — Jeyes'  Sanitary  Compounds 
Company  (Limited)  v.  Taplin. 

This  was  an  action  brought  before  Mr.  Commissioner  Kerr 
and  a  jury  at  the  City  of  London  Court,  in  which  the  plain- 
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tiffs,  who  carry  on  business  at  43  Cannon  Street,  sought  to 
recover  a  sum  of  19s.  dd.  from  the  defendant,  Mr.  William 
Gilbert  Taplin,  chemist  and  druggist,  carrying  on  business 
at  75  Hampstead  Road,  for  goods  ordered  and  delivered. 

Mr,  Courtney,  solicitor,  appeared  for  the  plaintiffs.  The 
defendant  appeared  in  person. 

Mr.  Courtney  said  the  goods  which  formed  the  subject  of 
the  present  action  were  supplied  in  the  month  of  July,  1871), 
by  a  firm  of  wholesale  druggists,  who  represented  the  plain- 
tiffs as  their  London  agents. 

The  Defendant  :  I  was  supplied  by  Messrs.  Dakin  Brothers, 
of  Cree  Church  Lane,  and  not  by  Messrs.  Jeyes  at  all. 
Secordly,  I  was  supplied  on  sale  or  return,  and  have  never 
been  applied  to  by  them  for  any  return.  I  have  paid  5*. 
for  what  I  have  sold,  and  refuse  to  recognise  Jeyes  &  Co.  in 
the  transaction  at  all ;  I  have  never  seen  a  member  of 
Jeyes'  firm.  There  (producing  document  to  the  Commis- 
sioner) is  the  invoice  I  had  at  the  time  the  goods  were 
supplied. 

The  Commissioner  (to  Mr.  Courtney)  :  Do  you  see 
that  1  Here  is  an  invoice  for  these  goods  from  Messrs.  Dakin 
Brothers. 

Mr.  Courtney :  No  doubt ;  but  the  fact  is  these  goods 
were  supplied  by  Dakin  Brothers  as  the  representatives  of  the 
London  depot  of  Messrs.  Jeyes  &  Co.,  and  as  their  agents. 

The  Commissioner  :  That  will  not  do. 

Mr.  Courtney  :  There  is  no  question  in  law  that  as  un- 
disclosed principals  we  have  a  right  to  come  in  and  sue. 

The  Commissioner  :  But  there  is  no  question  of  undisclosed 
principals  in  the  matter.  The  defendant  says,  "  I  did  not 
deal  with  Jeyes  &  Co.,  nor  did  I  choose  to  deal  with  a  limited 
company.  Here  is  my  invoice  with  Dakin  &  Co.,  under 
which  I  took  the  goods  on  sale  or  return." 

Mr.  Courtney  :  But  I  contend  that  we  have  a  light  to  come 
forward,  as  the  real  dealers,  and  assert  our  position.  We  do 
not  sell  in  our  own  name;  we  sell  through  Dakin  Brothers, 
and  I  contend  that  by  the  decided  cases  we  have  a  right 
to  say  we  are  the  undisclosed  principals  to  whom  you  are 
liable.  The  learned  gentleman  then  quoted  several  extracts 
from  various  authorities  in  support  of  his  theory,  where- 
upon, 

The  Commissioner  said  :  What  is  the  good  of  your  telling 
me  what  I  have  known  as  law  for  the  past  30  years  1  In  this 
case  there  is  no  question  of  undisclosed  principal.  The  de- 
fendant dealt  directly  with  Dakin  Brothers,  and  contracted 
with  them  for  sale  or  return.  No  doubt  Jeyes  &  Co.  can 
come  Id,  with  Dakin  Brothers'  consent ;  but  this  defendant 
says,  "  If  I  dealt  with  Jeyes  &  Co.it  was  through  Messrs. 
Dakin  Brothers  on  sale  or  return,  and  I  am  willing  to 
return." 

Mr.  Courtney :  But  I  say  to  retain  these  goods  for  two 
jeais  ard  a  half  is  an  unreasonable  time. 

The  Commissioner  (to  the  Defendant)  :  What  did  the 
traveller  say  at  the  time  he  took  the  order  ? 

Mr.  Taplin  :  He  said  he  would  do  them  on  the  ordirjary 
conditions  of  sale  or  return,  and  I  took  that  to  mean  till 
they  sent  for  them,  if  they  were  not  sold.  I  have  had  goods 
for  six  years  on  sale  or  return,  and  always  expect  them  to  be 
sent  for,  or  fair  notice  given. 

In  answer  to  Mr.  Courtney  the  defendant  said:  I  did 
receive  a  wiitten  notice  from  Jejes  &  Co.  on  November  8, 
1881,  demanding  payment.  The  notice,  however,  stated  that 
they  had  applied  six  times  for  payment,  which  was  not  true, 
and  threatening  that  if  the  account  was  not  paid  by  Wednes- 
day (two  days  afterwards)  the  matter  would  be  placed  in 
other  hands.  I  wrote  to  say,  by  all  means  come  and  take  the 
goods  away,  and  I  would  pay  for  what  I  had  sold  ;  but  they 
refused  to  lake  them  on  any  account. 

Mr.  Courtney  :  And  you  then  refused  to  do  anything  in  the 
matter  ? 

The  Commissioner :  If  this  man  understood  that  the 
goods  were  to  be  sent  for  he  was  perfectly  right  in  doing  so. 

Mr.  Courtney  :  I  wrote  him  saying  that  our  company  did 
not  wish  to  put  him  to  expense  and  would  help  him  to  sell 
the  goods  if  he  would  pu*  himself  in  communication  with 
as ;  but  he  refused  to  do  so. 

The  Commissioner :  Yes,  you  see  your  clients  had  ruffled 
his  temper  by  writing  him  what  he  considered  to  be  an  inso- 
lent letter,  saying  that  he  had  been  applied  to  six  times.  I 
hold  that  the  contract  was  with  Messrs.  Dakin  Brothers,  on 
sale  or  return,  and  find  for  the  defendant  with  costs. 


Jeyes  &  Co.  v.  Jones. 

In  this  case  the  plaintiffs  were  the  same  as  in  the  preceding 
one,  and  the  defendant  was  Mr.  William  Henry  Jones,  who 
carried  on  business  as  a  chemist  and  druggist  at  406  Cale- 
donian Road,  Islington.  The  claim  was  for  goods  supplied 
to  the  amount  of  19.s.  fid.,  and  the  defendant  paid  3s.  3d.  into 
Court  for  those  he  had  sold,  and  defended  the  remainder  of 
the  claim  on  the  ground  that  the  goods  were  supplied  on 
sale  or  return  ;  that  he  had  returned  those  he  had  not  sold 
to  the  company,  and  held  a  copy  of  a  receipt  given  to  the 
Parcels  Delivery  Company  for  them,  signed  by  their  (the 
plaintiffs')  manager. 

Mr.  Courtney  said  he  did  not  know  the  name  signed  on  the 
receipt,  and 

His  Honour  thereupon  adjounred  the  further  hearing  of  the 
case  for  formal  proof  of  delivery. 


The  Sale  of  Yorkshire  Relish. 

Mr.  Justice  Chitty  had  before  him  on  December  21,  at 
the  Rolls  Court,  Lincoln's  Inn,  amotion  on  behalf  of  Messrs. 
Goodall,  Backhouse  &  Co.,  druggists  and  drysalters,  of  Leeds, 
to  restrain  Messrs.  William  Smith  &  Co.,  who  carry  on  busi- 
ness as  sauce  and  pickle  manufacturers,  at  Morley,  near 
Leeds,  from  infringing  the  plaintiffs' trade-mark,  bearing  the 
words  "  Yorkshire  Relish."  It  was  stated  that  the  plaintiffs 
had  been  making  the  relish  for  more  than  17  years,  had 
registered  the  trade-mark,  and  were  now  selling  for  the  home 
market  and  for  export  about  5,000,000  bottles  of  it  in  the 
course  of  the  year.  There  was  no  appearance  on  the  part 
of  the  defendants,  and  his  Lordship  granted  an  injunction. 


The  Rights  op  Speculators. 

In  the  Queen's  Bench  Division  of  the  High  Court  of  Justice 
on  December  3,  the  case  of  Thol  v.  Henderson  raised  an 
interesting  point.  Thol  had  bought  from  Henderson  200 
chests  of  shellac  for  delivery  at  a  certain  date,  and  a  jury 
had  found  that  Henderson  understood  that  the  shellac  had 
been  bought  with  a  v  iew  to  resell.  Thol  did  actually  con- 
tract to  resell  before  the  time  arrived  for  the  delivery.  When 
delivery  was  due  Henderson  did  not  fulfil  his  contract  and 
Thol  could  not  obtain  shellac  of  the  same  brand  so  as  to 
fulfil  his  sub-contract.  Henderson  now  paid  into  court  the 
difference  between  the  price  at  which  the  shellac  was 
bought  and  the  market  value  on  the  day  when  delivery  was 
due  ;  but  Thol  bad  sold  at  a  still  higher  rate  and  claimed  to 
be  compensated  for  his  loss  of  profit.  But  Mr.  Justice  Grove 
decided  that  the  purchaser  could  only  claim  for  the  differ- 
ence between  the  price  of  his  contract  and  the  price  at  the 
date  of  the  breach. 


BANKRUPTCIES  AND  LIQUIDATIONS. 


Embleton  &  Burnett,  Dunston. 

At  the  Newcastle  Bankruptcy  Court  on  December  28,  a 
petition  was  filed  for  liquidation  by  Robert  Embleton  and 
Henry  John  Augustus  Burnett,  chemical  manufacturers, 
Dunston.  Liabilities,  4,750Z. ;  assets,  1.500Z.  Mr.  J.  J.  Clark, 
1  Dean  Street,  was  appointed  receiver. 


Henry  Lindley,  Sheffield  Moor. 

Henry  Lindley,  of  Meadow  Bank  Road,  and  carrying  on 
business  at  57  South  Street,  Sheffield  Moor,  a  chemist  and 
druggist,  filed  a  petition  for  liquidation  in  the  Sheffield 
County  Court  on  December  31.  The  liabilities  are  put  at 
1,600/.  Mr.  A.  Macredie,  accountant,  was  appointed  receiver 
and  manager,  and  Messrs.  Nicholson  &  Co.  are  the  solicitors 
in  the  matter. 


Pimento  in  Jamaica. — The  Jamaica  Gleaner  complains 
that  the  export  of  walking-sticks  threatens  the  extinction 
of  the  pimento  from  which  such  sticks  are  cut.  The  negroes 
steal  them  from  the  pimento  walks. 
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joisoning  Cases. 


Arsenic. — R.  Richardson,  aged  56,  Beverley,  birdstufler, 
lommitted  suicide  on  December  9  by  swallowing  a  teaspoon- 
ul  of  arsenic,  used  in  his  occupation. 

Alcohol. — A  widow  named  Hepzibah  Hart,  of  Islington, 
ilied  on  December  26  from  the  effects  of  a  bottle  of  whisky 
aken  to  destroy  life.    She  was  habitually  temperate. 

Carbolic  Acid. — Mr.  Gorry,  Rostellan,  near  Cork,  com- 
mitted suicide  on  December  17  by  taking  carbolic  acid  and 
fitting  his  throat  with  a  penknife. — At  AccriDgton  on  De- 
cember 23  a  dose  of  carbolic  acid  was  given,  by  mistake,  for 
'medicine  to  John  Cottam.    He  died  next  day. — On  Decem- 
ber 28  Charles  Tanner,  of  Wandsworth  Common,  swallowed 
i'l  quantity  of  carbolic  acid  and  expired. — On  board  the  s.s. 
|  Lake  Winnipeg,"  on  December  3,  the  steward  filled  the 
;  dnegar-bottle  from  a  stone  jar  which  was  afterwards  found 
g  o  contain  carbolic  acid.    One  of  the  men  drank  some  of 
jibe  acid  before  the  mistake  was  discovered,  and  died  in 
f  onsequence. 

!    Chloral  Hydrate. — John  Prust,  of  20  Enstrn  Square, 
lied  on  December  26  from  the  effects  of  chloral  hydrate, 
/hich  he  had  taken  nightly  for  two  years. — At  Sheffield,  on 
December  30,  the  unusual  verdict  of  felo  de  se  was  pronounced 
n  Edward  L' Estrange  and  Annie  Harcourt.    They  bad  been 
ound  dead  without  any  marks  of  struggle  or  violence  on  the 
'Odies,  which  were  beginning  to  decompose.  Three  "Hunter's 
ilolution  of  Chloral"  bottles  were  found  in  the  room,  one 
Impty,  another  a  quarter  full,  the  third  full,  also  another 
i'Ottle  empty  but  smelling  of  chloral,  and  another  containing 
mixture  of  beer  and  laudanum.    It  was  proved  that  th<i 
;  eceased  were  on  very  friendly  terms,  but  they  were  bard 
s>ressed  for  money,  and  it  was  assumed  that  they  had  taken 
his  way  of  escaping  from  their  difficulties  by  mutual  agree- 
ment. 

Cyanide  of  Potassium. — Louisa  Wadley,  aged  16,  took 
yanide  of  potassium  on  December  29,  and  died  in  conse- 
quence. 

Hydrocyanic  \cid. — On  December  17  an  electroplater 
n  the  employ  of  11.  Pringle  &  Co.,  who  was  working  overtime, 
vas  found  dead  in  a  crouching  position,  with  his  head  over  a 
ian  containing  a  gold  solution  with  cyanides,  which  he  had 
)een  evaporating.  The  place  was  well  ventilated,  but  it 
vas  evident  that  he  had  been  poisoned  by  cyanic  fames. 

Prussic  Acid. — On  December  11  Nathaniel  Barlow, 
nrgeon,  Writtle,  died  from  the  effects  of  prussic  acid  taken 

0  relieve  internal  pains. 

Laudanum. — In  Edinburgh,  on  December  17,  a  woman 
amed  Wilson  was  found  unconscious  at  her  lodgings.  She 
aed  next  clay.  As  an  empty  laudanum  bottle  was  found  in 
.er  room  it  was  concluded  that  she  had  died  from  the  effects 
f  the  drug.— Charles  Ince  poisoned  himself  at  Derby,  on 
December  15,  by  swallowing  nearly  two  ounces  of  laudanum  ; 
ledical  aid  was  not  sent  for  until  fourteen  hours  later,  and 
e  died  before  the  doctor  came. — William  Charles  Page 
.ttempted  to  commit  suicide  by  taking  laudanum.  He  re- 
overed  under  medical  attendance,  and  was  charged  in  the 
isual  course  at  the  Lambeth  Police  Court  on  December  10. 

Lotion  and  Liniment. — Mrs.  Ayres,  of  Hull,  died  on 
iecember  11 ;  and  Mrs.  Kendall,  of  York,  on  December  17, 
rom  the  effects  of  lotion  administered  by  mistake  for 
aedicine. — At  Wakefield,  on  December  18,  a  man  named 
Jester  found  in  a  fellow-lodger's  box  a  bottle  marked 
i1  Poison/'    He  thought  it  was  spirit  of  some  kind  and  took 

1  drink.  It  was  sprain  liniment  ;  but  he  recovered  under 
reatment. 

Morphia. — A  case  of  an  unusual  kind  has  occurred  at 
Gi-uy's  Hospital.  Mrs.  J.  Bartlett,  aged  26,  was  under 
reatment  for  typhoid  fever  in  the  Miriam  ward.  On 
Fanuary  7  the  night  nurse,  Fanny  Keyworth,  came  on  duty 
ift  er  some  days'  absence  on  account  of  sickness.  She  pro- 
seeded  to  administer  the  usual  quinine  powders,  taking  them 
rom  a  tiny  private  basket  belonging  to  the  ward  sister, 
}uite  different  from  the  baskets  in  ordinary  use  in  the  ward. 


The  patient  was  visited  by  the  clinical  assistant  a  few 
minutes  later  and  was  found  in  a  state  of  collapse.  At 
first  it  was  believed  that  Ihe  disease  had  advanced  io  perfora- 
tion of  the  bowels  ;  the  house  physician  and  sister  were 
summoned  and  remedies  applied  for  the  supposed  complica- 
tion. It  was  then  discovered  by  Keyworth  that  she  had 
given  a  ten-grain  morphia  powder  in  place  of  the  quinine. 
The  treatment  was  changed,  but  the  patient  died  in  about 
twenty  minutes.  It  was  shown  that  the  morphia  powder  bad 
been  used  for  injections  for  another  patient.  They  were 
kept  in  a  box  with  a  card  indicating  their  use,  and  that  they 
were  poison.  The  quinine  powders  were  in  a  similar  box. 
When  the  morphia  powders  were  ordered  Mr.  Collier,  the 
dispenser,  made  special  inquiries  about  ihem,and  found  that 
the  order  was  correct.  Those  that  had  not  been  used  were 
put  by  the  sister  in  her  private  basket  for  safety.  An  inquest 
was  held  on  the  deceased,  and  the  verdict  recorded  was  that 
death  was  accidental,  but  stating  that  sufficient  care  was  not 
taken  by  the  dispenser  in  the  way  the  powders  were  sent 
out,  and  that  the  sister  should  not  have  placed  them  on  the 
open  table  of  the  ward. 

Phosphor  Paste— On  December  0  Emma  Cummins, 
barmaid,  committed  suicide  by  taking  "T.  James's  Phosphor 
Paste  "  on  bread  and  butter. 

Syrup  op  Poppies. —  On  December  15  Mr.  William 
Carter,  coroner  for  East  Surrey,  held  an  inquest  touching  the 
death  of  a  female  child  named  Hammersley,  aged  five  weeks, 
the  child  of  a  printer.  Ihe  deceased  had  been  suffering 
from  bronchitis  and  whooping-cough,  and  the  mother  took 
her  to  Mr.  Eversbed,  a  chemist,  who  prescribed  for  her.  The 
medicine  was  administered  according  to  instructions  (every 
four  hours),  but  after  taking  a  few  closes  the  deceased  be- 
came very  sleepy,  and  slept  all  the  next  day.  On  December 
10  Mr.  Larkin  was  called  in,  but  the  child  got  worse,  and 
expired  about  ten  a  m.  December  11.  The  medicine  that 
had  been  given  to  the  child  by  the  chemist  contained  syrup 
of  squills,  syrup  of  poppies,  and  water.  Dr.  Larkin  said  that, 
in  his  opinion,  death  was  accelerated  by  the  syrup  of  poppies, 
which  would  not  be  prescribed  or  administered  by  any  one 
doctor  in  a  hundred.  The  Coroner  said  this  was  one  of  the 
many  unfortunate  cases  which  were  brought  under  his 
notice,  where  poor  people  would  go  to  chemists  instead  of 
properly  certificated  practitioners.  The  jury  founda  verdict 
of  "  Death  from  misadveiit'Te."  The  Coroner  gave  the 
chemist  a  few  words  of  advice  as  to  supplying  the  public 
with  syrup  of  poppies. 

Strychnine. — After  a  prolonged  inquiry  the  Coronei's 
jury,  on  December  13,  returned  the  following  verdict  on 
Mrs.  Julia  Guillrem,  who  met  her  death  on  No\  ember  6: — 
"Deceased  was  poisoned  by  strychnine,  but  how  it  was 
administered  there  is  no  evidence  to  show." 

A  curious  verdict  was  given  at  the  inquiry  into  the  cause 
of  the  deaths  of  two  daughters  of  Mr.  J.  Bennet,of  Lambeth, 
which  occurred  on  November  30.  Ihe  deaths  were  sudden, 
and  one  died  only  two  hours  after  the  other.  Mr.  Henry 
Wilson,  surgeon,  33  Great  Charlotte  Street,  Blackfriars,  and 
Mr.  Cyril  Jones,  surgeon,  174  Blackfiiars  Road,  conjointly 
made  a  careful  analysis  of  the  stomachs  of  both  children, 
examining-  them  for  mineral  acids,  arsenic,  antimony,  mer- 
cury, and  strychnine,  but  failed  to  discover  any.  They  also 
examined  a  dark  green  paper  with  which  the  walls  were 
covered,  but  with  negative  results.  Yet  on  December  9 
they  both  gave  it  as  their  opinion  that  death  bad  been  caused 
by  some  common  irritant  poison,  whether  mineral  or  organic 
they  could  not  say.  The  jury  adopted  this  view,  adding  that 
death  was  the  result  of  accident  and  that  no  blame  was 
attached  to  the  parents.

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Booth. — On  November  13,  1881,  Mr.  James  Booth,  phar- 
maceutical chemist,  Castlemere,  Rochdale.    Aged  75  years. 

Clapham. — On  December  22,  Mr.  R.  Calvert  Clapham, 
chemical  manufacturer,  of  Newcastle,  died  suddenly  at  St. 
Leonards,  near  London,  whither  he  had  gone  for  the  sake  of 
his  wife's  health.  The  deceased  gentleman  was  well  known 
and  much  esteemed  on  Tyneside.  He  was  the  son  of  the 
late  Mr.  Anthony  Clapham,  the  founder  of  the  Friar's  Goose 
Chemical  Works,  one  of  the  first  large  manufactories  of  the 
kind  established  in  the  neighbourhood.  Mr.  R.  C.  Clapham 
was  managing  partner  in  the  Walker  Chemical  Company, 
and  was  associated  with  several  other  companies.  On  the 
occasion  of  the  meeting  of  the  British  Association  in  New- 
castle in  1863,  Mr.  Clapham  contributed,  in  conjunction 
with  Dr.  Richardson  and  Mr.  J.  C.  Stevenson,  a  valuable 
paper  on  the  "  Chemical  Manufactures  of  the  District." 
He  was  about  56  years  of  age. 

Chater.— On  September  12,  1881,  Mr.  William  Henry 
Chater,  chemist  and  druggist,  Lower  Parliament  Street, 
Nottingham.    Aged  52  years. 

Dowell. — -On  December  14,  1881,  Mr.  William  Cuming 
Dowell,  chemist  and  druggist,  St.  Augustine's  Parade, 
Bristol.    Aged  71  years. 

Green. — On  December  6,  1881,  Mr.  John  Green,  chemist 
and  druggist,  Barton-on-Humber.    Aged  87  years. 

Harrison.— On  December  1,  1881,  Mr.  James  Harrison, 
chemist  and  druggist,  Stafford  Street,  Birmingham.  Aged 
58  years. 

Haydon. — We  regret  to  announce  the  death  of  Mr.  R.  T. 
Haydon,  of  the  firm  of  Low,  Son  &  Haydon,  wholesale  per- 
fumers, &c,  3150  Strand,  which  occurred  at  his  residence  at 
Canonbury  on  January  4.  In  the  year  1839,  at  the  age  of 
14,  Mr.  Haydon  entered  the  service  of  the  grandfather  of 
the  present  Mr.  Low,  in  the  capacity  of  junior  clerk.  He 
rose  to  the  position  of  head  clerk,  and  at  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  was  made  Scotch  representative  of  the  firm.  He  after- 
wards became  representative,  and  was  taken  into  partner- 
ship in  1862  by  the  late  Mr.  Robert  Low  (who  died  in  1874), 
which  position  he  held  till  the  day  of  his  death.  Mr. 
Haydon  continued  to  travel  for  the  house  until  about  two 
years  since,  when  symptoms  of  the  illness  (Bright's  disease) 
which  ultimately  caused  his  death  first  showed  themselves, 
and  compelled  him  to  relinquish  that  branch  of  the  busi- 
ness. Courteous,  and  unassuming  in  manner,  he  was  wel- 
comed wherever  he  appeared,  either  in  his  business  capacity 
or  in  private  life.  He  was  a  liberal  though  unostentatious 
supporter  of  the  charities  connected  with  his  trade,  and  a 
zealous  worker  in  their  interests.  At  the  usual  quarterly 
meeting  of  the  Hairdressers'  and  Perfumers'  Provident 
Institution,  of  which  the  deceased  was  one  of  the  vice- 
presidents,  a  resolution  was  passed  unanimously,  "  that  a 
letter  of  condolence,  suitably  inscribed  on  vellum,  be  sent 
to  the  relatives  of  the  late  Mr.  Haydon."  Some  years  since 
Mr.  Haydon  presided  at  the  annual  festival  of  the  Institu- 
tion, a  position  more  recently  occupied  by  Mr.  Alfred  Low, 
the  present  head  of  the  firm.  The  funeral  took  place  on 
January  0  at  Highgate  Cemetery,  and  was  attended  by  the 
whole  of  the  employes  of  the  firm,  and  a  large  number  of 
old  friends,  including  the  officers  of  the  parish  of  St.  Mary- 
le-Strand,  and  a  few  of  the  trade. 

— On  December  23,  1881,  Mr.  John  Jones,  pharma- 
ceutical chemist,  Aberdare.    Aged  77  years. 

Knight.— On  December  26  Mr.  John  Knight,  chemist,  of 
5  Chapel  Street,  Euston  Road,  died  suddenly  from  lung 
disease.  Aged  63  years.  He  was  found  lying  dead  on  the 
floor  of  his  shop,  by  a  youth  who  entered  to  make  a  purchase.

We  now  have 
hygienic  bread,  dyspepsia  cake,  dog  biscuit,  and  ginger 
bread  nuts.  All  we  want  now  is  bunion  pie  and  sore- eye 
tarts  to  fill  the  bill. 

A  new  system  of  weights  and  measures  comes  into  force 
in  Turkey  on  March  1  next,  old  style.  It  is  strictly  metrical, 
and  applies  to  measures  of  length,  square  measure,  and 
capacity.  The  measure  of  length  will  be  based  upon^the 
archino,  which  is  exactly  equal  to  the  French  metre. 

American  Patent  Medicines.-  -The  Oil,  Paint,  and  JJrtip 
Reporter  introduces  a  few  of  the  new  ones  thus  : — Among  the 
new  and  startling  names  for  patents  is  one  called  6  *  7  =  42, 
for  chills  and  fever.  We  do  not  quite  drop  on  the  meaning 
of  this  problem  in  multiplication,  but  presume  it  refers  to 
the  size  of  the  coffin. 

The  statistics  of  the  Cuban  cigar  industry  reveal  a  very 
curious  fact.  It  is,  that  more  cigars  are  exported  annually 
than  the  island  produces.  During  one  year  the  figures 
published  by  the  local  authorities  showed  that  13,000,000s 
cigars  were  exported  in  excess  of  the  number  that  could  be 
manufactured  from  the  quantity  of  leaf  grown. 

Fiat  Experimentum,  &c. — The  Chicago  Medical  Review' 
says  : — "  A  gentleman  called  to  consult  a  physician  in  regard 
to  a  serious  form  of  rheumatism.  The  latter  wrote  him  a 
prescription.  As  the  patient  was  going  away,  the  doctor 
called  him  back — '  By  the  way,  sir,  should  my  prescription 
afford  you  any  relief,  please  let  me  know  ;  as  I  am  myself 
suffering  from  an  affection  similar  to  yours,  and  for  twenty 
years  have  tried  in  vain  to  secure  aDy  relief.'  " 

The  Telephone  and  the  Drug  Business. — The  Chicago- 
Medical  Review  says  that  that  city  is  blessed  with  a  druggist 
of  great  experience,  and  staid,  modest  habits  of  demeanour. 
It  is  his  custom  to  replenish  his  stock  when  necessary  by 
ordering  by  telephone  from  other  houses  in  the  same  line  of 
business.  With  this  purpose  in  view  he  called  up  such  a 
house,  and  supposed  he  had  it,  when,  in  fact,  he  was  still 
speaking  to  the  telephone  office.  He  was  overwhelmed  with 
chagrin  and  shame  when  in  reply  to  his  question,  '•  Have 
you  large  black  nipples  ?  "  only  a  hearty  soprano  cachiuna- 
tion  was  returned  from  the  female  operator  in  the  office. 
For  a  number  of  days  thereafter  he  was  compelled  to  repeat 
his  blushes  as  he  caught  the  lady's  laughter  whenever  she  • 
heard  the  tones  of  his  voice  on  the  wire. 

Transatlantic  Medical  Laws.— "In  Maine,"  says  the 
St.  Louis  Globe- Democrat,  "  they  have  a  law  that  no  medical 
student  shall  be  allowed  to  graduate  and  practise  medicine 
who  has  not  had  regular  practice  in  the  dissecting-room. 
Then  they  passed  a  law  that  no  bodies,  save  only  the  bodies 
of  executed  criminals,  should  be  cut  up  in  dissecting-rooms. 
Then,  as  a  climax  to  all  this,  they  abolished  capital  punish- 
ment. That's  the  kind  of  a  country  Maine  is.  This  is  like 
the  County  Commissioners  who  passed  the  following  resolu- 
tions :  1.  Resolved,  That  we  build  a  new  gaol ;  2.  That  we 
build  the  new  gaol  out  of  the  materials  in  the  old  gaol ;  3. 
Resolved,  That  we  use  the  old  gaol  until  the  new  gaol  is 
finished."  These  bulls  were  matched  in  this  country  some 
years  since,  when  the  Wesleyan  Conference  resolved  that,  at 
the  time  of  changing  circuits,  no  minister  should  leave  his- 
house  till  his  successor  arrived.

THE  FAILURES  OF  1881. 


THE  statistics  of  failures  in  the  United 
Kingdom  for  1881,  compiled  by 
Mr.  Richard  Seyd,  F.S.S.,  were  pub- 
lished at  the  commencement  of  this 
month.

PHARMACY   IN  1881. 

The  record  of  the  past  year  in  history  will  be  a  curious  one- 
Looking  back  on  its  sensational  events  it  would  seem  tc» 
have  been  prolific  in  calamities.  Cruel  assassinations, 
brutal  murders,  terrible  accidents  seem  to  have  made  up  its- 
history.  And  yet  in  comparison  with  other  years  it  was,  on> 
the  whole,  a  singularly  peaceful,  and,  we  may  say,  a  pro- 
sperous year.  It  cannot  be  doubted  that  it  was  a  year  of  pro- 
gress in  the  arts  and  sciences  which  help  to  advance  the- 
happiness  and  the  knowledge  of  the  greatest  number,  and  it 
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is  certain  that  in  all  civilised  countries  industry  and  enter- 
prise were  extended,  spreading  comfort  throughout  all 
classes.  The  character  of  1881  improves  as  we  look  closer 
into  it. 

That  British  trade  has  expanded  during  the  year  is  indi- 
cated by  all  the  available  statistics,  the  most  reliable 
standard  being',  unhappily,  the  Excise  duty  on  alcoholic 
drinks.  The  Board  of  Trade  returns  have  shown  a  moderate 
but  satisfactory  improvement  in  the  exports  almost  every 
month,  reaching  an  increase  of  nearly  11,000,000Z.  for  the 
iyear,  or  nearly  5  per  cent,  better  than  1880,  which  showed 
an  improvement  of  15  per  cent,  over  i t s  predecessor.  Im- 
ports were  4  per  cent,  less  in  value  in  1881  than  in  1880,  but 
the  decline  is  mostly  accounted  for  by  a  diminished  require- 
ment of  food  stuffs,  and  to  this  extent  a  decline  in  the  im- 
ports is  proof  of  a  clear  increase  in  national  wealth.  The 
somewhat  superficial  stir  which  at  one  part  of  the  year  was 
made  by  a  few  noisy  advocates  of  protection  in  this  country 
under  the  specious  title  of  "  fair  trade  "  has  collapsed  with 
curious  suddenness,  and  has  no  doubt  left  the  people  clearer 
than  ever  in  their  apprehension  of  the  sound  principles  of 
economy  which  are  denominated  "  free  trade,"  but  which 
England,  as  a  nation,  seems  alone  to  have  mastered  as  yet. 

The  session  of  the  International  Pharmaceutical  Congress 
in  London  last  summer  was  the  event  which  most  markedly 
characterises  the  pharmaceutical  history  of  1881.  This  was 
the  fifth  time  that  the  Congress  had  assembled,  and  as  regards 
numbers  attending  it,  it  far  surpassed  any  of  its  predecessors. 
Those  to  whom  the  arrangements  were  entrusted  succeeded 
admirably,  and  socially,  all  passed  off  to  the  great  satisfac- 
tion of  the  many  distinguished  visitors  from  the  Continent 
land  America  who  honoured  British  pharmacists  with 
J  their  presence.  Scientifically,  the  Congress  did  as  nearly 
I  nothing  as  possible.  A  little  more  progress  towards  an 
international  agreement  respecting  powerful  medicines  was 
made  than  all  of  the  four  previous  congresses  had  accom- 
plished together;  but  that  is  not  saying  much,  and  what 
little  result  was  reached  has  been  seriously  jeopardised  by 
the  unfortunate  dissatisfaction  of  the  French  delegates, 
which,  it  has  been  generally  recognised,  was  not  altogether 
unfounded.  It  is,  perhaps,  rather  to  the  International 
Medical  Congress  than  to  the  International  Pharmaceutical 
Congress  that  we  must  look  for  an  International  Formulary, 
if  the  unhappy  travelling  public  is  to  be  spared  unnecessary 
risks  in  having  medicines  prescribed  in  one  country  and  dis- 
pensed in  another. 

We  seldom  become  fully  aware  of  the  great  work  accom- 
plished by  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  until  the  annual 
report  of  that  body  is  issued  in  May.  Then  we  learn  on  their 
iowa  authority  how  active  and  energetic  they  have  been. 
The  past  year  was  to  have  been  an  eventful  one.  A  new 
Pharmacy  Bill  had  been  prepared,  and  the  discussion  of  it 
occupied  much  time  in  the  early  part  of  the  year.  It  is,  of 
course,  only  fair  to  remember  that  no  amount  of  energy 
would  have  got  the  Bill  through  Parliament  last  year,  as  it 
had  no  interest  for  the  Irish  section.  But  it  is  not  quite 
certain  that  all  was  done  with  it  that  might  have  been  done. 
The  Medical  Department  of  the  Privy  Council  declined, 
after  examination,  to  assume  the  guardianship  of  the  Bill, 
but  when  afterwards  the  Council  had,  or  probably  might 
I;  have  had,  the  opportunity  of  stating  their  case  to  the  Royal 
Commission  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  Medical  Acts,  long 
I  discussions  resulted  in  their  abandoning  the  opportunity. 
}  No  agreement  as  to  what  should  be  put  before  the  Commis- 
:  sion  could  be  arrived  at.  The  Vice-President  suggested  a 
most  comprehensive  scheme,  which  was  intended  to 
bring  all  medical  men  and  pharmacists  into  one 
body    under    one    government,    but    he    could  obtain 
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no  support.  The  only  subject  on  which  there  was 
an  agreement  was  to  urge  the  somewhat  sentimental 
grievance  of  pharmacists  having  no  voting  power  on  the 
Committee  for  preparing  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  but  it 
was  rightly  felt  that  it  would  hardly  do  to  go  before  the 
Commission  in  solemn  state  with  that  solitary  trouble.  And 
yet  it  is  hardly  possible,  if  a  consolidated  Medical  Act  should 
result  from  the  Royal  Commission's  inquiry,  that  pharma- 
cists will  be  entirely  unconcerned  in  its  provisions,  and  we 
thirk  it  much  to  be  regretted,  therefore,  that  the  position  of 
pharmacists  in  relation  to  medicine  has  not  been  simply  ex- 
plained to  the  Commission.  The  other  topics  which  mainly 
engaged  the  attention  of  the  Council  during  the  year  were 
the  Memorial  Tablet  to  commemorate  the  gifts  of  benefac- 
tors to  the  Benevolent  Fund,  and  the  relations  of  pharma- 
ceutical education  and  pharmaceutical  examination.  The 
tablet  was  discussed  at  several  meetings  of  the  Council  and 
was  the  subject  of  various  resolutions  and  amendments.  The 
annual  meeting  of  the  Society  in  May  discussed  it  with 
marked  disrespect,  and  passed  a  resolution  expressing  a  wish, 
to  have  it  removed,  but  the  Council  has  since  boldly  resisted 
the  wishes  of  its  constituents,  and  has  resolved  to  stand  by 
its  board.  The  discussion  of  the  other  subject  seems  to  have 
occurred  chiefly  in  Committee,  but  the  result  is  that  the 
Council  has  definitely  committed  itself  to  the  principle  of 
requiring  a  curriculum  of  education  at  certain  recognised 
schools  before  admitting  candidates  to  the  pharmaceutical 
examinations.  An  important  difficulty  in  the  way  of  getting 
this  requirement  authorised  is  the  able  minute  in  opposition 
to  it  by  Dr.  Greenhow,  the  Government  Inspector  of  the  ex- 
aminations, which  was  published  in  our  April  number. 

It  is  only  right  to  add  that  legislation  is  by  no  means  the 
only,  nor  indeed  the  chief,  duty  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council.  Their  business  is  not  so  much  to  be  always  mak- 
ing changes,  as  to  carefully  administer  the  laws  entrusted 
to  their  charge.  This  is  what  should  and  dues  occupy  the 
greater  part  of  their  attention. 

The  eighteenth  annual  session  of  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Conference  was  held  at  York  last  August,  under 
the  presidency  of  Mr.  Richard  Reynolds.  In  regard  to 
numbers  it  was  nearly  the  most  successful  Conference  yet 
held,  and  the  papers  and  discussions  were  generally  of  a 
strictly  pharmaceutical  character. 

The  Chemists'  Trade  Association  have  passed  a  com- 
paratively quiet  year.  They  have  prosecuted  in  a  few  cases 
of  poison-dealing  in  which  the  proper  regulations  had  not 
been  observed,  and  they  obtained  a  decision  in  the  High 
Court  against  a  dealer  who  had  evaded  the  Pharmacy  Act  by 
acting  as  the  agent  for  a  qualified  chemist.  In  the  early  part 
of  the  year  they  did  excellent  service  by  gaining  an  appeal 
in  the  noted  medicine-measures  case,  but  they  have  not 
since  been  called  upon  to  defend  any  unjust  prosecution  of 
their  members. 

A  Veterinary  Surgeons'  Act  was  the  one  piece  of  legisla- 
tion in  the  last  Parliamentary  session  which  most  affected 
chemists  and  druggists.  It  protects  the  title  of  veterinary 
surgeon  after  December  31,  188:5. 

Scientifically  the  year  has  been  especially  famous  for 
advancement  in  respect  to  electric  lighting,  and  it  is  satis- 
factory to  note  that  a  Newcastle  pharmacist,  Mr.  Joseph  W. 
Swan,  has  been  among  the  most  successful  inventors  in  this 
direction. 

A  Pharmaceutical  Exhibition  was  held  at  Bloomsbury 
Square  in  May,  but  exhibitors  were  only  induced  with  diffi- 
culty to  trouble  themselves  about  it.  A  large  Medical  and 
Sanitary  Exhibition  was  held  at  South  Kensington  in  connec- 
tion with  the  International  Medical  Congress,  and  a  good 
deal  of  warm  criticism  of  the  awards  in  the  pharmaceutical 
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section  lias  resulted.  A  Temperance,  a  Brewers',  an  Aerated 
Water  Machinery,  and  a  Food  Exhibition  have  been  held  at 
the  Agricultural  Hall,  but  some  decline  of  interest  in  these 
too  prolific  entertainments  is  beginning  to  manifest  itself. 

We  shall  not  in  this  place  summarise  the  pharmaceutical 
and  chemical  progress  of  the  year,  which  we  have  recorded 
month  by  month.  The  pages  of  our  last  volume  also  contain 
many  interesting  papers  and  discussions  on  trade  questions. 

There  were  17  failures  of  wholesale  and  62  of  retail 
■chemists  and  druggists  gazetted  during  1881.  This  was  a 
considerable  improvement  over  1880,  when  the  numbers 
were  18  and  H5  respectively. 

Death,  during  the  year,  claimed  a  remarkable  number  of 
eminent  men  in  most  walks  of  life,  and  pharmacy  was  not 
an  exception.  We  recall  the  names  of  Messrs.  Abraham, 
Baildou,  Bourdas,  and  Mackay,  all  noted  for  their  services  to 
the  trade. 


THE    SALE    OF  POISONS. 

No  doubt  public  opinion  is  ripening  as  to  the  necessity  for 
more  restiictions  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  poisons.  Several  of 
the  leading  newspapers  in  commenting  on  some  of  the  facts 
brought  forward  in  the  trial  of  Dr.  Lamson  have  expressed 
astonishment  that  a  poison  like  aconitia  should  be  obtainable 
by  so  simple  a  process  as  that  of  a  signature  by  a  person 
alleging  himself  to  be  on  the  medical  register.  The  Coroner 
who  presided  over  the  investigation  into  this  case  made  a 
comment  to  that  effect  during  the  inquiry  on  Tuesday  last. 
Mr.  St.  John  Wontner  who  was  engaged  in  the  case  on  be- 
half of  the  Public  Prosecutor,  is  reported  to  have  said  that 
the  Act  applying  to  the  sale  of  poisons  would  no  doubt  be 
amended  next  session.  This  statement  is  of  importance,  as 
no  doubt,  Mr.  Wontner  did  not  make  that  remark  without 
authority.  There  are  other  indications  that  the  subject  is 
engaging  attention.  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Council  the  report  of  the  Law  Committee  was  taken 
in  secret,  but  the  statement  has  been  permitted  to  appear 
.that  it  referred  to  the  proposed  action  with  regard  to  the 
sale  of  chloral  hydrate  and  to  the  addition  of  certain  articles 
to  the  schedule  of  poisons. 

It  is  easy  to  point  out  cases  of  poisoning  which  no  degree 
of  restriction  would  have  prevented.  But  that  is  no  reason 
why  the  best  should  not  be  done  in  respect  to  such  cases  as 
may  be  prevent ible.  A  great  number  of  instances  might  be 
cited  in  which  lives  would  have  been  preserved  if  certain 
precautions,  not  unfamiliar  to  the  trade,  had  been  adopted. 
Surely  some  inconvenience,  some  little  expense,  and  some 
trouble  will  not  be  grudged  by  chemists  and  druggists  to 
contribute  to  so  desirable  a  result.  Most  unquestionably 
it  is  to  the  interest  of  chemists  that  medicine-taking 
should  be  as  devoid  of  risk  as  possible.  But  in  the 
interest  of  the  public,  chemists  will  be  abundantly  justified 
in  insisting  that  whatever  regulations  are  demanded  from 
them  must  also  be  binding  on  medical  practitioners.  By 
far  the  greater  part  of  the  fatal  accidents  occurring  from 
medicine  administration  are  traceable  to  the  carelessness  of 
medical  dispensers,  and  the  Government  has  no  right  in  its 
regard  for  public  safety  to  follow  the  course  which  a  former 
Government  attempted — to  attach  to  pharmacists  a  duty 
which  is  not  to  be  compulsory  on  medical  men,  whose 
methods  of  dispensing  are  infinitely  more  capable  of  im- 
provement. 

It  is  not  necessary  in  this  place  to  make  suggestions  ;  but 
it  is  much  to  be  hoped  that  whatever  is  proposed  to  be  done 
may  be  submitted  to  the  trade  as  quickly  as  possible.  It  is 
a  matter  in  which  all  arc  concerned,  and  what  is  wanted  is 
cordial  co-operation.  The  principles  on  which  legislation  in 
this  direction, should  proceed  are,  first,  that  the  handling  of 


poisons  should  be  rigidly  confined  to  a  defined  and  trained 
class  of  men.  That  was  the  principle  of  the  Pharmacy  Act, 
but  that  Act  has  never  been  properly  enforced  :  it  was  far  too 
circumscribed,  and  in  some  important  respects  it  has  broken 
down  altogether.  Let  the  Government,  on  the  part  of  the 
public,  concede  the  full  application  of  that  principle,  and 
pharmacists  ought  to  be  willing  on  their  part  to  give  suffi- 
cient guarantee  that  every  security  which  can  be  devised 
shall  be  taken  to  prevent  criminal,  suicidal,  and  accidental 
poisonings.  The  large  majority  of  them,  we  are  convinced, 
do  all  that  can  be  done  now ;  they  need  not  object  to  ensure 
precautions  on  the  part  of  all. 


PHARMACEUTICAL  CURRICULUM 
AND  TRADE. 

Is  every  prolonged  discussion  it  is  of  the  greatest  importance 
to  continually  return  to  the  beginnings  and  ask  what  is 
really  meant  by  the  phrases  bandied  about  by  the  disputants. 
The  operation  is  common  place,  tedious,  leads  to  no  striking 
results,  but  it  is  necessary  to  avoid  circular  arguments  and 
to  ensure  real  progress. 

The  present  state  of  pharmaceutical  discussion  resembles 
those  problems  in  the  early  j  stages  of  algebra  where  ,r  and 
half  a  dozen  other  letters  of  the  alphabet  seem  to  have  been 
shaken  in  a  dice  box  with  some  numerals  and  mathematical 
signs  and  then  spread  broad-cast  over  a  small  page.  After 
tedious  calculations  the  result  is  found  to  be  o  or  x. 

On  the  burning  questions  which  agitate  our  craft  there 
seem  to  be  as  many  opinions  as  men.  We  do  not  intend  to 
add  another  opinion  "  to  the  already  replete  list  "  (if  we  may 
quote  our  youngest  contemporary).  We  wish  to  point  out 
that  all  these  opinions  can  be  expressed  in  terms  of  x  or 
rather  of  I.  s.  d. 

Last  month  a  considerable  contribution  to  the  discussion 
appeared  in  our  journal.  Professor  Attfield  attempted  to 
show  that  a  compulsory  curriculum  was  the  salvation  of 
pharmacy,  implying,  though  he  would  refuse  to  acknowledge 
it,  that  the  present  system  of  education  and  examination  fails 
to  produce  good  results.  "  Major  "  told  us  that  a  curriculum 
was  no  good,  and  found  fault  with  the  examiners.  His  op- 
ponent said  that  the  examiners  were  perfect  gentlemen  and 
that  the  fault  was  with  the  students ;  Pharmacalia,  in  his 
heart  of  hearts,  found  fault  with  the  teachers,  though  he  was 
too  polite  to  know  it.  Others  have  asked  what  can  be  ex- 
pected of  such  a  beggarly  trade  as  pharmacy.  The  law  is 
the  cause  of  all  our  misery  say  some  ;  others  growl  at  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  for  not  vigorously  prosecuting  offen- 
ders. Very  many  believe  ,  that  if  co-operative  stores  wer 
torpedoed  trade  would  revive  and  they  would  be  happy. 
Wiser  men  blame  the  public,  and  the  wisest  calmly  expect 
the  survival  of  the  fittest  by  the  picturesque  process  of 
eating  one  another  up. 

The  one  term  which  is  equal  to  all  these  things  is  money. 
This  is  the  one  thing  for  which  each  disputant  is  clamouring, 
though  he  veils  his  avarice  from  himself  and  others  under 
some  well-sounding  phrase.  Why  should  we  have  a  cur- 
riculum if  the  trade  was  rolling  in  money  and  did  not  wish 
to  limit  the  number  of  competitors  and  to  claim  higher  prices 
from  the  public  on  the  ground  of  higher  qualification  ? 

It  is  well  occasionally  to  look  at  matters  from  this  com- 
monplace point  of  view.  All  of  us  want  better  pay,  and  we 
want  to  find  out  how  to  get  it.  Agreement  seems  to  exist 
one  step  further  :  all  seem  to  believe  that  we  should  be  better 
paid  if  we  were  better  pharmacists  and  better  men.  But 
when  we  ask  how  we  are  to  grow  better  individually  or  as  a 
class,  dissension  steps  in. 

Professor  Attfield  thinks  that  a  course  of  study  extending 
over  months  would  give  the  student  a  firmer  grip  of  prin- 
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iples  and  readiness  in  applying  them,  ability  to  pass  the 
xamiuations,  fitness  for  serving  the  public  ;  in  other  words, 
lihat  a  curriculum  would  make  students  of  crammers, 
onscientious  workers  of  money-grubbers,  reSned  and  honour- 
able gentlemen  of  men  of  narrow  minds.  He  does  not  say  so. 
.  [e  says  it  would  raise  the  character  of  pharmacists  ;  but  we 
3  0  not  think  our  paraphrase  is  unfair. 

I;  He  overlooks  one  fact :  that  it  is  not  what  a  man  is  taught, 
ut  what  he  learns,  that  makes  him  a  man.  Professor  Attfield 
|  ractically  admits  that  the  fault  lies  not  with  the  students, 
ut  with  the  course  of  study;  if,  he  says,  any  student  went 
irough  the  j>roposed  curriculum  he  could  hardly  fail  to  be 
n  honour  to  his  art.  He  overlooks,  too,  the  fact  that  six  or 
svelve  months'  attendance  on  a  round  of  lectures  will 
ot,  cannot  alter  the  student's  character.  He  is  what  he 
>  because  he  has  had  a  certain  training  during  bis  child- 
ood,  boyhood,  and  apprenticeship.  Dr.  Attfield  confesses 
bat  the  students  who  come  to  him  are  slow  in  grasping 
rinciples ;  their  education  has  consisted  in  learning  by 
ote  rather  than  in  training  the  mind.  Will  a  curriculum 
emedy  this  ?  Will  not  the  ill-trained  mind  always  be 
warfed  1  "  Major  "  says  he  knows  of  men  who  have  been 
}i  irough  a  curriculum  extending  over  ten  to  fifteen  months, 
i  ho  have  yet  failed  to  pass  their  examinations.  Doubtless 
rofessor  Attfield  knows  many  such.  And  what  mean  the 
perpetual  tickets  "  sold  by  the  medical  schools,  which  admit 
ae  holder  to  the  lectures  until  he  has  passed  his  examina- 
ons,  if  not  that  the  curriculum  fails  to  qualify  all  men  for 
aeir  profession  ?  The  answer  to  this  is,  "  Yes,  we  want 
etter  men  1 " 

We  want  (in  theory)  men  who  will  study  for  the  sake  of 
knowledge,  not  for  the  sake  of  passing  an  examination; 
|:;udents  and  scholars  in  the  old  and  honourable  sense ; 
Ijonourable  men  who  will  consider  their  responsibility  to  the 
iublic  more  than  their  balance  at  the  bank  or  their  daily 
read  and  raiment;  men  of  large  brain,  who  will  never  rest 
p  superficialities  ;  men  of  character,  to  whom  the  public  will 
pok  up.     Get    these   and   the   present  discontent  will 
Se  a  natural  death.    The  public  will  be  ashamed  to  pay 
iich  men  mere  hodman's  wages  ;  the  examiner  will  never  fear 
b  pass  a  man  lest  he  should  pass  a  scamp  or,  what  is  much 
le  same,  a  man  who  has  scamped  his  work  ;  the  professors 
rill  have  no  need  to  clamour  for  a  curriculum  to  ensure 
lonest  work  and  thorough  grasp  of  principles  ;  the  students 
ill  fear  no  examination ;  the  public  interests  would  be 
arefully  tended,  and  —  anti-climax  —  the  Pharmaceutical 
■ociety  might  cease  to  exist. 

So  far,  we  think,  all  are  agreed.  This  is  the  grand  idea 
rhich  reconciles  all  the  conflicting  views  which  have  been 
ut  forward;  this  is  the  ideal  we  all  have  before  us.  But 
ow  shall  we  make  this  ideal  real  ?  There's  the  rub.  But 
i.'s  a  grand  thing  when  doctors  agree  on  the  diagnosis,  even 
'hen  they  may  differ  in  the  treatment.   And  while  we  think 

•  hat  not  one  of  the  plans  put  forward  will  make  pharmacy 
J 'hat  it  should  be,  we  think  each  one  of  them  will  help  one 
I  tep  upwards  ;  and  we  hope  most  from  the  present  dissatis- 
I  action  and  distress.  There  will  be  a  survival  of  the  fittest ; 
i  >eople  will  cease  to  look  on  pharmacy  as  a  genteel  trade, 
i  ielding  a  good  return  on  a  small  capital,  just  as  aristocrats 
I  j  re  learning  that  the  Church  is  not  the  place  for  the  cowards 
'  ,nd  dullards  among  their  younger  sons.  The  tendency  will 
I  >e  that  only  men  who  love  the  art  will  turn  pharmacists ; 
[  tnd  this  alone  and  more  than  anything  else  will  make 
1  >harmacists  a  better-paid  class. 

The  curriculum  will  do  good  ;  a  little,  but  not  very  much. 
I  'rof.  Bentley  is  a  standing  proof  that  botanists  can  be  made 
i  without  a  curriculum.    Faraday  and  Davy  prove  as  much 

*  or  chemists.    And  the  pharmacirts  of  to-day  who  are  most 


eminent  in  their  profession,  and  who  are  clamouring  most 
loudly  for  a  curriculum,  have  most  of  them  reached  emirence 
without  it.  We  know  more  than  one  young  pharmacist  who 
has  passed  the  examinations  successfully,  and  gained  a  sound 
knowledge  of  his  art  without  the  aid  of  a  professor ; 
still  it  is  true  that  self-made  men  are  commonly  ill  made. 
And  they  are  not  inconsistent  who  wish  to  impose  a  curricu- 
lum they  have  never  undergone.  They  feel,  more  keenly 
than  any  others,  how  much  professors  and  laboratories  would 
have  hastened  their  growth  in  knowledge. 

But  we  are  told  that  at  the  present  time  ninety-eight  out 
of  every  hundred  men  who  pass  the  examinations  have  gone 
through  a  curriculum  of  some  kind.  So  that  the  change 
proposed  will  make  no  practical  difference  to  the  great 
majority  of  students.  May  we  not  safely  say  that  the  re- 
maining two  per  cent,  is  composed  of  men  of  the  very  class 
we  wish  most  to  secure  ;  men  who  love  pharmacy  for  its  own 
sake,  who  will  go  through  the  drudgery  of  studying  chemistry 
and  botany  without  a  teacher  ?  Such  men  do  not  pass  by 
cramming,  and  the  reason  why  they  do  not  go  to  a  school  of 
pharmacy  is  generally  that  they  cannot  afford  it.  Practically, 
therefore,  a  compulsory  curriculum  would  exclude  a  small 
but  honourable  minority,  while  it  would  have  but  little  effect 
on  the  majority. 

THE    USE    OF  INDEXES. 

We  receive  very  many  inquiries  on  the  most  varied  subjects, 
and  our  constant  practice  is  to  turn  first  to  the  indexes  of 
the  last  two  or  three  volumes  of  The  Chemist  and- 
Druggist.  In  two  cases  out  of  three,  perhaps,  we  find 
nothing,  and  have  to  look  elsewhere;  but  the  third  question 
would  never  have  reached  us,  the  inquirer  would  have 
got  his  answer  in  ten  minutes  instead  of  half  a  month,  if 
he  had  adopted  this  habit  of  referring  to  our  indexes. 

Few  but  the  indexer  know  the  amount  of  information 
packed  into  the  yearly  twelve  numbers  of  this  journal.  Our 
constant  endeavour  to  condense,  to  avoid  long  articles,  to  be 
eclectic  in  the  best  sense,  adds  greatly  to  the  labour  of 
indexing.  Many  a  page  contains  50  to  100  items,  each  of 
which  must  be  carefully  entered  under  two  or  three  headings, 
unless  it  is  to  be  buried  under  an  accumulation  of  similar 
wasted  material.  Anyone  who  has  taken  over  the  business 
of  a  man  who  did  not  carefully  arrange  his  stock,  knows- 
what  accumulations  are  found.  Jf  the  labels  were  kept  in 
a  heap  in  the  drawer,  many  a  bottle  of  laudanum  would  go 
unlabelled,  for  want  of  time  to  find  the  right  one.  The 
man  who  subscribes  for  this  journal,  and  does  not  bind  it 
with  the  index,  acts  like  a  man  who  would  empty  his 
hamper  of  patents  into  a  deep  box,  and  trust  to  the  chance 
of  finding  the  right  one  when  he  wanted  it. 

Imagine  what  a  railway  journey  would  be  without  a 
Bradshaw,  and  what  Bradshaw  would  be  without  an 
index!  We  can  fairly  claim  that  this  journal,  though  not 
absolutely  indispensable,  will  save  in  a  year  far  more  time 
and  money  than  Bradshaw  does  for  most  of  our  subscribers, 
and  the  man  who  does  not  keep  and  use  his  index  is 
deliberately  throwing  away  a  very  considerable  sum.  With- 
out the  index  the  journal  is  nearly  useless  ;  with  it  it  is  a 
willing  servant.  We  have  taken  care  to  jirovide  an  index, 
as  practical  and  serviceable  as  we  can  make  it.  It  is  not 
perfect,  it  might  be  improved,  but  we  have  striven  to  reach 
the  line  which  separates  economy  and  extravagance  in  all 
the  senses  involved.  How  should  the  index  be  used  1  The 
text  of  one  of  the  American  directories  is,  "  To  find  a  name 
you  must  know  how  to  spell  it."  To  find  what  you  want 
you  must  know  what  you  want.  Pharmacy,  like  other 
old  arts,  groans  under  the  weight  of  a  multitude  of  super- 
fluous names.     Nearly  all  the  10,000  articles  a  druggist 
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handles  Lave  more  than  one  name,  many  have  dozens.  So 
the  pharmaceutical  index-searcher  must  not  give  up  the 
hunt  till  he  has  exhausted  his  knowledge  of  synonyms.  As 
a  rule  we  have  adopted  colloquial  English  names  where  this 
does  not  lead  to  confusion,  and  we  use  cross  references  as 
far  as  space  allows.  The  index  is  now  ready,  and  accom- 
panies this  number. 

A    VIVISECTION  ADVOCATE. 

The  vivisectionists  got  amusingly  tripped  up  on  Sunday 
evening  last.  Most  of  the  medical  journals  announced  with 
an  obvious  smack  of  the  lips  that  on  that  occasion  the 
Reverend  Richard  Hill  would  preach  a  sermon  in  defence  of 
the  practice  of  "legitimate"  vivisection  at  the  Church  of 
St.  Barnabas,  Stockwell.  The  advertised  title  of  the 
discourse  was  "Scientific  Experiments  on  Organic  Life 
a  Necessity— no  Sin";  and  it  was  intended  to  set  seats 
apart  for  the  medical  faculty  and  persons  interested  in  the 
subject.  The  Dail//  Ne?>;s  reports  that  anti-vivisectionists, 
medical  men,  and  curiosity- mongers  from  all  parts  of 
London  Irooped  to  the  little  church  at  the  time  of  evening 
service,  and  read  with  feelings  of  triumph,  disappointment, 
or  derision,  as  the  case  might  be,  the  following  announce- 
ment, signed  by  the  vicar,  which  was  posted  on  the 
church  walls:—"  The  Rev.  Richard  Hill,  having  ascertained 
that  his  views  on  scientific  experiments  were  mistaken  and 
misrepresented,  has  come  to  the  determination  not  to 
preach  on  the  subject  advertised,  but  will  preach  on  the 
subject  '  Christ  the  desire  of  all  nations.'  " 

Mr.  Richardson,  of  the  l'harmacutical  Council,  boasts  of 
his  strength  of  mind  in  confessing  an  error.  If  his  be  a 
■correct  criterion,  Mr.  Hill's  mind  must  be  a  sort  of  eighty- 
one-  tonner. 


BREAKDOWN  OF  THE  SALE  OF  FOOD 
AND   DRUGS  ACT. 

A  SIGNIFICANT  case  came  before  the  Marylebone  Stipen- 
diary Magistrates  on  November  30.  It  will  be  remembered 
that  the  Act  provides,  when  the  public  analyst's  decision  is 
disputed,  that  part  of  the  original  sample  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Somerset  House  chemists,  whose  decisions 
were  intended  to  be  final.  This  was  felt  at  the  time  by 
•experts  to  be  a  weak  point  in  the  Act.  The  Somerset 
House  chemists  were  men  of  great  experience  in  some 
directions,  but  it  was  more  than  doubtful  if  their  experi- 
ence was  wide  enough  to  tit  Ihem  for  the  responsible 
duties  of  arbitrators  between  the  public  and  the  public 
ar.alj  sts. 

Many  disputed  cases  have  been  referred  to  the  Somerset 
House  chemists,  but  till  the  present  no  analyst  bas  had 
the  courage  for  an  act  which  at  first  sight  looks  like  tilting 
at  a  windmill.  We  doubt  if  any  analyst  ever  dreamed  that 
opposition  to  the  official  referees  would  be  anything  but 
useless  folly.  Dr.  Blyth  has  shown  that  resistance  may  be 
profitable,  at  least  to  the  analyst. 

In  the  case  we  have  referred  to  Dr.  Blyth  certified  that 
a  sample  of  bread  contained  4  7  grains  of  alum  to  the  pound. 
The  Somerset  House  authorities  declared  it  "  free  from 
alum."  Properly  speaking,  according  to  the  Act,  the  case 
•should  have  ended  here  with  a  verdict  for  the  defendant, 
but  the  pertirjacity  of  the  prosecutor's  solicitor  persuaded 
the  magistrate  to  allow  Dr.  Blyth  to  be  heard  in  support  cf 
his  certificate.  Dr.  Blyth  stated  that  for  some  time  he  had 
made  a  special  study  of  bread  and  flour  analysis  and  was 
able  by  bis  improved  processes  to  detect  the  presence  of 
alum  in  bread  with  greater  accuracy  and  certainty  than  had 
ever  been  done  before.    The  gentlemen  at  Somerset  House 

ght  have  used  one  of  the  older  methods  of  analysis. 


The  magistrate  said  judiciously  that  it  was  absurd  to 
expect  him  to  decide  between  such  parties,  and  adjourned 
the  case  sine  die ;  either  party  could  bring  it  on  again  if 
they  wished. 


REPORTS  OF  THE  PHARMACEUTICAL 
COUNCIL  MEETINGS. 

On  the  4th  of  this  month  our  representative  was  prevented 
by  illness  from  attending  the  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council.  His  inability  was  telegraphed  to  us  only  an  hour 
before  the  Council  met,  and  we  were  unable  to  make  other 
arrangements.  Consequently,  for  the  first  time  since  the 
opportunity  has  been  given,  we  have  not  been  represented 
at  the  usual  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council.  Our  com- 
ments this  month,  therefore,  are  based  upon  the  report  pub- 
lished in  the  Pharmaceutical  Journal. 

The  subject  of  reporting  the  Council  meetings  seems  to 
have  been  selected  as  the  chief  topic  of  discussion  on  the 
occasion,  and  as  the  shortcomings  and  crimes  of  our  un- 
worthy selves  were  introduced  veiy  early  in  the  course  of 
the  entertainment,  a  fair  degree  of  unanimity  amcng  the 
councillors  was  assured.  What  particular  event  originated 
Mr.  Richardson's  motion  we  do  not  know.  Throughout  the 
speeches  we  observe  mysterious  references  to  some  "  acci- 
dent," some  "  mistake,"  something  "  which  occurred  in  the 
past,"  "something  which  ought  to  be  looked  at  in  the  spirit 
of  benevolence  which  had  been  advocated  that  day,"  some- 
thing of  which,  to  all  appearance,  we  have  been  guilty.  We 
must  have  become  very  hardened  indeed  in  sin,  for  we 
solemnly  affirm  that  we  do  not  understand  the  allusions. 
There  is  one  recent  incident  which  occurs  to  us,  but  which 
we  do  not  wish  to  stir  up,  unless  it  should  subsequently 
appear  that  that  was  the  origin  of  these  resolutions,  and  we 
have  too  much  respect  for  the  Council  still  to  suppose  that 
it  was. 

Mr.  Richardson,  it  appears,  was  inclined  a  year  ago  to 
treat  even  us  with  courtesy,  but  he  is  wiser  now,  and 
admits  that  he  was  in  error  at  the  time.  He  had  expected, 
if  we  understand  his  words  rightly,  that  we  should  have 
published  nearly  verbatim  reports  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Council,  and  with  those  that  have  appeared  he  is  very 
naturally  disappointed.  Our  reason  for  printing  something 
besides  reports  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  meetings  in  our 
pages  is  that  we  prefer  to  have  rather  more  than  twenty-one 
subscribers.  But  Mr.  Richardson  goes  farther.  He  not  only 
complains  that  our  reports  have  not  been  verbatim,  but  he 
declares  that  they  have  been  "in  the  main  editorial 
critiques,  and,  in  some  instances,  facetious  attacks  on 
individual  members  of  the  Council."  Elsewhere  he  de- 
I  scribes  them  as  "  garbled  reports."  Mr.  Richardson  has  a 
perfect  right  to  his  disappointment  ;  we  are  not  responsible 
for  his  anticipations.  But  he  has  not  a  moral  right  to  make 
incorrect  and  unjust  charges  against  us  without  any  shadow 
of  proof.  And  we  shall  limit  ourselves  to  saying  that  his 
imputations  are  both  inaccurate  and  unfair.  Mr.  Oscar 
Wilde  is  said  to  have  expressed  his  disappointment  with  the 
Atlantic  Ocean,  but  he  does  not  appear  to  have  described 
the  Atlantic  as  a  dirty  ditch  or  a  pail  of  slops.  Perhaps  the 
Atlantic  would  not  have  cared  much  if  he  had  ;  and  we  feel 
something  like  the  Atlantic. 

The  Council,  as  we  said,  were  fairly  unanimous,  at  any 
rate  as  to  our  deserts,  and  the  mysterious  understanding 
which  seemed  to  pervade  the  assembly  indicates  that  the 
string  of  resolutions  drawn  up  by  Mr.  Richardson  was  a 
co-operative  movement.  The  outcome  is  that  we  are  in 
some  sort  to  do  penance  ;  we  are  only  to  be  admitted  again 
"  at  the  discretion  of  the  Council."  Besides  that  the  dis- 
pleasure of  the  Council  is  to  be  manifested  by  withholding 
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Erom  us  henceforth  the  Agenda  Paper  of  the  monthly 
meetings  of  the  Council.  Further,  our  reporter  is  to  be 
ent  from  the  Council  room  whenever  it  may  suit  the 
ileasure  of  the  President,  and  the  reporter  for  the  Phwma- 
critical  Journal,  who  it  was  lately  professed  was  so  entirely 
independent  of  Council  control,  is  to  be  then  transformed 
into  the  Council's  shorthand  writer,  and  is  to  remain. 
This  result  of  the  deliberations  of  twenty  men  for  half  a 
day,  say  one  man's  work  for  ten  days,  is  more  likely  to  injure 
the  Council  than  ourselves.  We  are  not  afraid  of  injustice  ; 
and  in  this  matter  we  have  been  treated  with  injustice.  We 
do  not  regard  attendance  at  the  Council  meetings  as  a 
privilege,  but  as  an  unpleasant  duty.  Disguise  it  how  they 
may,  even  to  themselves,  the  real  object  of  the  Council  is  to 
retain  control  over  the  reports  of  their  proceedings.  As  a 
Council  they  are  a  little  superhuman ;  and  reporters  must 
be  trained  (we  apologise  for  the  mildness  of  the  word)  to  so 
represent  them. 

We  are  sincerely  sorry  to  have  to  begin  a  new  year  in  this 
tone.  It  has  been  forced  upon  us,  but  we  hope  we  shall  not 
be  required  to  return  to  the  subject,  which  must  have 
wearied  readers  as  much  as  it  has  done  ourselves.

Book  of  Illustrations  to  8.  Maw,  Son  Jr  Thompson  s  Quarterly 
Price  Current.    London,  1882. 

The  customers  of  Messrs.  S.  Maw,  Son  &  Thompson  must 
have  been  somewhat  startled  at  receiving,  about  the  be- 
ginning of  m  this  year,  the  new  issue  of  their  "  Book  of 
Illustrations."  Apart  from  its  obvious  and  frequent  use  in 
a  commercial  sense,  this  "  Book  of  Illustrations  "  is  quite 
remarkable  as  an  artistic  production.  It  contains  more  than 
500  pages  of  illustrations,  and  the  number  of  engravings  on 
each  page  varies  from  one  to  fifty.  The  drawings  are  by  no 
means  the  rough  diagrams  which  so  often  suffice  to  repre- 
sent trade  articles,  but  have  evidently  been  finished  by 
artists  who  were  not  much  restricted  either  by  time  or 
monetary  considerations.  The  representations  on  pages  250, 
251,  464,  479,  494,  and  many  others  abundantly  justify  the 
praise  conveyed  in  these  remarks.  The  printing  of  the  work 
is  worthy  of  the  high  character  of  the  engraving. 

This  "  Book  of  Illustrations "  contains  more  than  twice 
the  number  of  pages  comprised  in  the  "Book  of  Illustra- 
tions "  published  by  Messrs.  Maw  in  1869.  As  before, 
the  illustrations  are  divided  into  three  great  classes, 
namely,  Surgeons'  Instruments,  Druggists'  Sundries,  and 
Druggists'  Shop  Fittings.  The  first  class  has,  however,  been 
divided  into  nineteen  sections,  each  comprising  the  instru- 
ments for  its  special  branch  of  surgery,  as,  for  example, 
those  for  the  eye,  for  the  ear  and  nose,  for  the  mouth  and 
throat,  for  teeth,  for  obstetric  operations,  for  veterinary  use, 
and  so  on. 

We  have  before  us  "  a  priced  catalogue  of  surgical  instru- 
ments, pharmaceutical  implements,  dispensary  utensils, 
labels,  &c.,  manufactured  and  sold  by  J.  and  S.  Maw,"  dated 
1832,  just  50  years  ago.  It  is  a  small  octavo  of  about 
100  pages,  and  although  containing  a  very  full  list  of 
sundries  required  by  the  trade,  and  a  few  pages  of  illustra- 
tions, its  get  up  and  extent,  when  compared  with  the  price 
current  now  issued  quarterly  by  the  same  firm,  and  the 
"  Book  of  Illustrations  "  just  reviewed,  suggests  many  re- 
flections as  to  the  different  manner  in  which  business  is 
conducted  now  and  only  one  generation  ago,  and  shows  also 
that  the  descendants  of  Messrs.  J.  and  S.  Maw  of  1832,  while 
they  have  taken  care  to  hold  fast  to  the  same  high  standard 
of  fair  dealing  which  characterised  their  predecessors,  have 
not,  like  many  other  houses  errinent  in  1832,  allowed  the 


world  to  run  past  them  and  forget  them  in  1882,  because 
not  endowed  with  the  capacity  of  adapting  themselves  to 
the  new  surroundings  and  new  conditions  which  fifty  yeprs 
have  brought. 

Year-book  of  Pharmacy  :  comprising  Abstract  of  Papers  re- 
lating to  Pharmacy,  Materia  Medica,  and  Chemistry, 
contributed  to  British  and  Foreign  Journals  from  July 
1,  1880,  to  June  30,  1881,  with  the  Transactions  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  at  the  Eighteenth 
Annual  Meeting,  held  at  York,  August  1881.    London  : 
J.  &  A.  Churchill. 
With  the  new  year  appears  this  well-known  and  welcome 
resume  of  pharmaceutical  literature.    With  the  style  and 
general  run  of  contents  of  the  Year-book  many  of  our 
readers  will  be  so  familiar  that  any  notice  of  its  appearance 
would  be  almost  unnecef  sary,  were  it  not  that  the  present 
volume  has  undergone  somewhat  of  a  rearrangement  of  its 
matter,  and  several  new  features  have  been  introduced  which 
we  wish  to  commend  and  encourage.  We  notice,  for  example, 
that  in  Part  I.  the  title  "  Pharmaceutical  Chemistry  "  has 
been  dropped,  and  is  now  simply  headed  "  Chemistry."  Parts 
II.  and  III.  of  previous  volumes,  devoted  to  materia  medica 
and  pharmacy  respectively,  are  now  incorporated,  and  the 
space  thus  saved  has  been  well  utilised  in  the  introduction 
of  a  new  section,  Part  IV.,  entitled  "  Bibliography."  This 
section  is  the  revival  of  an  old  feature  in  a  modified  a^d,  we 
venture  to  think,  in  a  more  suitable  form,  and  comprises 
titles  of  books,  pamphlets,  &c.,  on  chemistry,  botany,  materia 
medica,  pharmacy,  and  allied  subjects,  published  between 
July  1,  1880,  and  June  30,  1881.    The  list  appears  fairly 
complete,  and  will  be  certain  to  be  consulted  by  every  one 
anxious  to  be  abreast  of  the  times  in  the  discoveries,  in- 
vestigations, and  general  literature  of  iheir  profession. 

A  considerable  abridgment  in  the  bulk  of  the  volume  has 
been  effected  by  the  omission  of  the  alphabetical  list  of 
towns  in  which  members  of  the  Conference  reside,  as  well 
as  by  a  wise  condensation  of  the  abstracts.  Altogether,  the 
improvements  effected  in  the  present  volume  augur  well  for 
the  future  of  the  Year-book,  inasmuch  as  they  give  evidence 
that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  editor,  it  is  not  already  perfect. 

As  regards  subject-matter  we  cannot  pass  over  the  admir- 
able introduction  by  the  editor  without  a  word  of  commen- 
dation. Alike  in  selection  and  treatment.  Mr.  Siebold  has, 
as  usual,  done  his  woik  with  ability  and  judgment.  Our 
only  regret  is  that  use  and  wont  should  apparently  restrict 
both  the  extent  and  scope  of  this  introductory  review.  We 
may  be  permitted  to  point  out  that  there  is  no  reason  why 
it  should  be  limited  to  sixteen  pages  or  confined  entirely  to 
scientific  investigations.  There  are  subjects  not  less  import- 
ant to  pharmacists,  and  that  indicate  the  position  and 
progress  of  pharmacy,  other  than  those  strictly  scientific. 
The '•  History  of  the  Progress  of  Pharmacy,"  recently  pub- 
lished, or  the  '■  Proceedings  of  the  International  Pharmaceu- 
tical Congress,"  the  meetings  of  which  were  held  in  the 
same  month  with  the  Conference,  and  other  subjects  still 
that  might  be  mentioned  have  all  an  influence  on  pharmacy 
and  an  interest  to  pharmacists  as  great,  probably,  as  any 
discovery  or  investigation  here  reviewed,  and  we  confess  to 
a  desire  to  have  the  "introduction"  thus  widened  and 
popularised. 

In  the  abstracts,  as  already  stated,  there  has  been  a  con- 
siderable decrease  as  to  length,  but,  on  the  other  hand,  there 
has  been  an  actual  increase  as  to  number.  They  are  of  the 
usual  character,  and  require  no  comment. 

We  have,  as  in  past  years,  endeavoured  to  find  out  on 
what  principle  they  are  classified,  but  in  vain.  This  is  one 
of  the  more  serious  defects  of  the  volume,  and  it  is  not 
redeemed  by  an  over-correct  or  an  over-copious  index.  The 
last  part  of  the  volume  is,  as  usual,  taken  up  with  the  trans- 
actions of  the  Conference,  a  notice  of  which,  at  the  time, 
appeared  in  our  columns. 

Vernon  Galbray,  or  the  Fmpirie.    The  History  of  a  Quack 
Dentist.    London  :  E.  T.  Whitfield. 

In  the  battle  with  the  vices  and  abuses  of  society,  and 
towards  the  extermination  of  moral  diseases,  fiction  is  an 
agent  of  much  less  power  than  it  assumes  to  be.  There 
have  been  numberless  instances  of  novels  written,  or  at  least 
professing  to  have  been  written,  with  bigli  and  holy  pur- 
poses ;  but  generally  the  interest  of  the  novel  has  either 
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hidden  the  purpose,  or  perhaps  more  frequently  the  purpose 
has  so  weighted  the  novel  that  only  the  most  convinced  of 
readers  could  plod  right  through  the  weary  scenes  with  their 
inevitable  tags.  The  weakness  of  the  novel  as  a  reforming 
power  is  exactly  that  which  interferes  with  its  value  as  a 
mirror  of  history.  The  reader  cannot  depend  upon  its  facts. 
The  author  is  at  liberty  to  exaggerate,  to  modify,  and  to 
adapt  the  evidence  which  he  wishes  to  bring  forward  to  the 
exigencies  of  his  plot.  That  evidence  will  not  bear  cross- 
examination,  and  serious  people,  those  who  really  do  the 
work  of  reform  in  the  world,  cannot  afford  to  be  influenced 
by  the  announcement  of  evils  the  horizons  of  which  are 
vague.  Vernon  Galbray  is  a  short  tale,  the  object  of  which 
is  "  to  expose  the  disgraceful  frauds  practised  upon  the 
public  by  the  horde  of  charlatans  who  call  themselves  den- 
tists." It  is  very  cleverly  written,  and,  as  a  tale,  though 
slight  in  plot  and  construction,  is  capable  of  winning  a  word 
of  approval  from  the  most  blase  of  novel-skimmers.  It 
connects  villany,  ignorance,  and  advertising  in  the  person 
of  its  chief  character,  who  happens  to  be  a  dentist :  but  for 
the  reasons  we  have  suggested  we  do  not  feci  called  upon, 
from  a  perusal  of  this  book,  to  take  the  logical  jump  which 
the  author  evidently  intends  us  to  take,  to  the  conclusion 
that  a  dentist  who  advertises  must  necessarily  be  ignorant 
and  villanous. 


Part  28  of  Spon's  "Cyclopaedia"  (published  in  December) 
contains  the  main  portion  of  an  article  on  soap-making,  in 
which  the  processes  for  manufacturing  hard  and  soft,  toilet 
and  transparent  soaps  are  given  in  some  detail,  and  illustrated 
by  drawings  of  the  machinery  employed. 


The  Midland  Medical  Miscellany  :  a  Monthly 
Magazine  of  Medicine  and  Materia  Medica 
M'nates  from  the  M'nent  Manufacturers  of  Medicinal 
Mixtures,  Messrs.  J.  Kichardson  &  Co.,  of  Leicester. 
Its  primary  purpose  is  "  to  prove  of  especial  value 
to  the  hard-worked  and  leisureless  general  practitioner  ;  " 
but  it  seems  also  to  keep  in  view  the  subsidiary  design  of 
familiarising  the  general  practitioner  with  the  advantages 
of  Messrs.  Richardson's  preparations.  It  is  handsomely 
got  up,  and  though  it  does  not  contain  a  large  bulk  of 
literary  matter,  what  there  is  is  useful  arid  well  compiled. 
Under  the  head  of  "  Medical  Annotations,"  the  most  useful 
suggestions  for  practitioners  in  regard  to  therapeutics  are 
collected  and  condensed  from  other  sources.  The  portrait 
of  Dr.  Danford  Thomas,  Coroner  for  Central  Middlesex, 
excellently  lithographed,  is  given  as  the  first  of  a  series  of 
likenesses  of  medical  celebrities. 


Messrs.  J.  Orme  &  Co.  (late  M.  Jackson  &  Co.),  of 
65  Barbican,  have  issued  a  very  complete  catalogue  of  all 
sorts  of  scientific  apparatus — chemical,  physical,  electric, 
galvanic,  &c.  Separate  from  the  price-list,  most  of  the 
important  apparatus  is  illustrated.  The  book  will  be  found 
very  useful  by  any  chemist  who  is  cultivating  this  most 
appropriate  "  auxiliary  trade." 


"The  Report  of  the  Proceedings  of  the 'Fifth  Inter- 
national Pharmaceutical  Congress  of  London,  1881,"  which 
lias  been  published  at  the  cost  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Great  Britain,  and  presented  to  all  the  delegates  to  that 
Congress,  is  a  handsomely  produced  and  carefully-prepared 
record  of  the  most  oecumenical  gathering  of  pharmacists 
which  has  ever  taken  place.  It  appears  as  a  bound  volume 
of  299  pages,  which  is  something  larger,  we  presume,  than 
was  contemplated  when  the  Council  agreed  to  entrust  to  Dr. 
Paul  and  Mr.  Passmore  the  duty  of  editing  the  record,  "  to 
be  printed  and  published  in  the  form  of  ajpamplilet."  It  is 
not,  however,  easy  to  see  how  the  report  could  have  been 
more  condensed.  All  except  the  briefest  notice  of  the 
social  gatherings  is  excluded.  The  papers  submitted  to  the 
Congress  are  printed  in  English,  French,  and  German,  and 
speeches  are  given  in  the  language  in  which  they  were 
delivered,  and  if  that  were  not  English,  an  English  transla- 
tion is  added.  The  reader  will  not  fail  to'  be  struck, 
especially  in  view  of  a  recent  controversy,  with  the  some- 


what marked  departure  from  what  has  become  a  custom  of 
printing  translations  in  alphabetical  order,  according  to  the 
language.  In  this  book,  whenever  the  three  languages 
appear,  the  invariable  order  followed  is  English,  German, 
French. 


Whitaker's  Almanac,  1882. — If  anybody  ever  gave 
value  for  money,  surely  Mr.  Whitaker  comes  int  o  that  cate- 
gory ;  but  his  past  performances  in  the  almanac  line  do 
not  seem  to  have  contented  him.  This  year  his  famous 
publication  contains  46  more  pages  of  literary  matter  than 
previously,  bringing  the  whole  up  to  448,  including  much 
new  information.

A  New  Form  of  Percolator. 

Mr.  Nathan  Rosenwasser,  of  Cleveland,  U.S.,  read  a  paper 
before  the  Ohio  Pharmaceutical  Association,  on  percolation, 
and  described  a  new  apparatus  which  he  had  devised  to  pro- 
vide against  certain  difficulties  met  with  in  conducting  the 
process  of  percolation.  We  copy  the  figure  from  the  Ameri- 
can Journal  of  Pharmacy,  from  whence  we  also  obtain 
acquaintance  with  the  principle  of  the  percolator,  though  in 
the  journal  it  is  described  in  a  quite  unnecessarily 
complicated  manner.  The  drawing 
shows  the  percolator  when  ready  for 
working.  The  upper  vessel  is  a 
reservoir  for  the  menstruum,  E  is  an 
indiarubber  tube,  and  the  lower  vessel 
is  the  percolator  proper.  In  order  to 
pack  it  the  lower  vessel  is  removed 
and  inverted.  It  is  opened  at  L,  and 
the  porous  diaphragm  G  is  first  placed 
in  position.  The  drug  is  then  packed 
tightly  at  first  and  then  more  loosely 
in  the  dotted  space  marked  h.  A 
piece  of  muslin  or  filtering  medium  is 
placed  on  the  drug,  and  over  that  is 
fitted  the  diaphragm  J,  whicii  needs 
some  simple  contrivance  (such  as  a 
lock  and  key  working  on  an  eccentric) 
to  keep  it  in  place.  The  outlet  is 
again  screwed  on,  the  percolator  re- 
versed, and  the  tube  attached.  It  is 
important  to  note  that  the  drug  was 
packed  in  the  order  in  which  it  will 
be  attacked  by  the  menstruum,  that 
is  to  say,  the  most  tightly-packed 
portion  will  be  at  the  top,  this  en- 
suring a  more  even  flow  of  the  fluid. 
In  this  percolator  the  drug  being 
confined  in  a  fixed  space  will 
expand  upon  itself  when  its  swells. 
This  expansion  would  tend  to  retard 
the  flow  of  the  liquid,  and  in  the 
ordinary  percolator  the  packing  would 
have  to  be  loosened.  Here  it  is  over- 
come by  simply  lengthening  the  tube, 
thus  overcoming  the  lat  eral  resistance 
by  an  increased  vertical  pressure.  The 
author  shows  that  by  the  use  of  this 
percolator  drugs  are  exhausted  much 
more  perfectly  than  by  the  ordinary 
apparatus.  If  an  ounce  more  spirituous 
menstruum  is  used  than  is  required 
for  the  finished  product,  water  is  quite 
sufficient  by  the  pressure  there  em- 
ployed to  recover  all  the  menstruum 
used.  He  also  shows  that  the 
process  is  completed  in  much  less 
time  and  with  a  minimum  expendi- 
ture of  spirit  in  evaporation.  He  finds  that  a  tube  of  5  feet,, 
including  percolator  and  reservoir,  is  sufficient  in  most  cases. 
In  percolating  rhubarb  and  squill,  however,  he  has  found  a-' 
tube  of  8  feet  in  length  desirable. 
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New  Pill- machine. 


The  drawings  below  represent  an  invention  patented  by 
Mr.  Thomas  Daniels,  of  Toledo,  U.S.,  for  the  manufacture  of 
pills  on  a  large  scale.  The  pill  mass  is  rolled  out  into  a 
sheet  on  the  apparatus  shown  in  fig.  1.  The  part  marked  u 
is  of  hard  rubber,  and  it  is  raised  by  means  of  washers  to 


the  necessary  height  according  to  the  sized  pills  required. 
A  square  cutter  is  then  used  to  cut  from  this  sheet  a  piece 
of  9  inches  square,  which  exactly  covers  the  plate  in  fig.  2. 
This  plate,  also  made  of  hard  rubber,  consists  of  1,024, 
1,444,  2,500,  or  5,625  cells,  as  the  case  may  be.  The  sheet  is 
held  in  position  by  metal  strips,  while  the  roller-cutter  is 
passed  over  it  first  in  one  direction  and  then  in  the  other. 
At  the  same  time  the  pills  are  pressed  downward  into  the 
cells,  from  which  they  are  transferred  to 
a  pill-board  and  finished  by  the  muller. 
It  would  only  be  possible  to  judge  of  the 
usefulness  of  this  invention  after  seeing 
it  worked.  The  inventor  himself,  how- 
ever, appears  to  believe  in  it,  as  we 
observe  he  quotes  $600  for  a  machine 
complete. 

Apparatus  for  Compressing 
Powders. 

The  following  description  of  an  appa- 
ratus  for  compressing  powders  without 
any  excipient  is  copied  from  Steam's 
"New  Idea  "(Detroit,  U.S.).  It  consists  of 
a  barrel,  a  base,  and  a  plunger,  the  blow 
from  the  latter  being  aided  by  a  mallet. 
It  is  used  by  weighing  each  portion  and 
placing  it  in  the  barrel  resting  on  its 
base,  and  with  a  sharp,  quick  blow  the 
compression  is  effected  ;  then  by  lifting 
the  barrel  slightly  the  compressed  pill 
drops  out  or  is  forced  out  by  the  plunger. 
Two  of  these  machines  may  be  placed  on 
one  base  and  have  a  common  receptacle 
into  which  the  pill  drops.  They  may  be 
had  of  various  sizes  and  for  differing  forms  of  pills  or 
lozenges.    They  cost  in  America  about  $2  each. 


Syrups.— Mr.  H.  M.  Wilder,  in  the  Am..  Journ.  of  Pharm,, 
^suggests  that  a  frequent  cause  of  the  fermentation  of  syrups 
is  that  they  are  poured  into  stock  bottles  when  hot  and 
['stoppered.  A  certain  amount  of  vapour  arises,  and  is  after- 
(  wards  condensed,  and  forms  a  layer  of  water  on  the  syrup. 
This  mixes  by  diffusion  with  some  of  the  syrup,  and  thus 
forms  a  weak  saccharine  solution,  which  soon  spoils  itself, 
and  communicates  fermentation  to  the  rest. 

The  Recognition  op  Iodine  in  Bromides.— M.  Leclerc, 
'  Rouen,  in  a  note  published  in  the  Union  Pharmaccutiqiw, 
points  out  that  treatises  on  chemistry  generally  say  that 
bromine  and  iodine  both  colour  benzine,  chloroform,  and 
«ther.    This  he  finds  not  to  be  quite  accurate  as  regards 
Ibenzine.    Iodine  dissolves  in  benzine,  giving  it  a  beautiful 
■  violet  colour,  but  bromine  only  slightly  discolours  it.    If  to 
a  solution  of  bromide  of  potassium  be  added  a  single  drop 
of  a  very  dilute  solution  of  iodide  of  potassium,  and  then  if 
by  means  of  chlorine  the  two  metalloids  be  completely 
separated  they  will  be  found  to  colour  benzine  a  superb 
amethyst.    But  the  same  solution  of  bromide  without  any 
admixture  of  iodide,  treated  in  a  similar  way,  occasions  only 
a  slight  cloudiness  in  the  benzine.  > 


Formula  for  Administration  of  Glycerine.— Pro- 
fessor Jaccond,  of  Paris,  recommends  glycerine  in  certain 
phthisical  cases,  when  cod-liver  oil  is  not  tolerated.  He 
gives  the  following  formula,  which  is  an  averge  quantity 
for  one  day,  and  which  is  agreeable  to  take.

Dosf  of  Chloral  Hydrate. — Otto  Moog  records,  in 
the  Pharm.  Zeitung,  a  case  within  his  knowledge  of  a  man 
suffering  from  delirium  tremens  for  whom  chloral  hydrate 
was  prescribed,  15  grammes  in  120  grammes  of  water,  table- 
spoonful  to  be  taken  three  times  a  day.  The  patient  took 
dose  after  dose  until  within  an  hour  or  two  he  had  emptied 
the  bottle.  Shortly  after  h«  fell  into  a  peaceful  chloroform 
sleep,  from  which  he  was  aroused  by  slight  ether  friction 
into  murmuring  a  curse  upon  those  around  him.  No 
symptoms  of  poisoning  or  danger  occurred.  The  editor  of 
the  Ph.  Zeit.,  however,  recalls  a  case  in  1874  at  Elberfeld, 
in  which  this  same  dose  of  chloral  hydrate  (15  grammes) 
in  delirium  tremens  resulted  in  the  death  of  the  patient, 
and  the  imprisonment  of  both  physician  and  apothecary. 

Spontaneous  Combustion.— M.  Felscherin  relates  in 
the  Schweiz.  Wochenschr.  der  Pharm.  that  he  had  prepared 
some  green  Bengal  fire  of  the  following  materials : — 

Parts 

Chlorate  of  potash  . .       . .   365 

Washed  sulphur      . .       . .       . .       . .       . .       . .  85 

Boric  acid  50 

These  had  been  well  and  carefully  mixed,  and  the  mixture 
was  stored  in  a  zinc  box  of  1  kilo,  capacity.  It  was  kept  in 
the  back  corner  of  the  shop  and  far  from  the  stove,  and  from 
any  explosive  substances.  This  had  stood  for  three  weeks, 
when  one  evening  about  9.3,0  p.m.,  when  the  shop  was  closed, 
the  assistant  remaining  there  reading  he  heard  a  sharp  re- 
port, which  he  thought  was  a  syrup-bottle  gone,  but  which 
was  quickly  followed  by  a  brilliant  flame  and  dense  suffo- 
cating fumes.  Some  considerable  damage  was  done,  but  it 
is  most  likely  that  if  the  explosion  had  occurred  an  hour  or 
two  later  the  whole  house  would  have  been  burned,  and  no 
explanation  of  the  accident  would  have  been  possible. 

Solubility  of  Carbonate  of  Magnesia  in  Car- 
bonated Water. — According  to  experiments  of  P.  Engel 
and  J.  Ville  (Comjptes  llendus,  1881,  p.  340)  1  litre  of  water 
saturated  with  carbonic  acid  gas  will  dissolve  carbonate  of 
magnesia  in  the  following  proportions  : —

By  raising  the  temperature  the  proportion'  dissolved  is 
rapidly  decreased,  so  that  the  water,  which  at  a  pressure  of 

1  atm.,  and  at  19  5  C,  dissolved  25  79  grammes,  dissolved 
28  45  grammes  at  13  4  C. ;  15  7  grammes  at  46°  C,  and  only 

2  4  grammes  at  90°  C. 

Excipient  for  Blaud's  Pills. — At  a  meeting  of  the 
Edinburgh  Chemists'  Assistants'  and  Apprentices'  Association 
this  subject  was  discussed.  Mr.  Drummond  strongly  urged 
the  discarding  of  the  common  formula,  2\  grains  each  sul- 
phate of  iron  and  carbonate  of  potash,  with  tragacanth  as  an 
excipient,  and  the  dispensing  of  the  original  pill  of  Blaud, 
the  formula  of  which  is  given  in  the  French  Codex.  This 
pill  Mr.  Drummond  held  to  be  satisfactory  in  every  respect, 
the  sugar  in  it  perfectly  preventing  unlimited  oxidation. 
Mr.  J.  D.  Robertson  supported  the  suggestions  of  Mr.  Drum- 
mond, and  gave  it  as  his  experience  that  the  common  pill 
could  not  approach  to  the  original  one  either  as  a  pharma- 
ceutical preparation  or  as  a  t  herapeutical  agent.  The  rest 
of  the  discussion  tended  to  show  that  the  common  pill  re- 
ferred to  is  difficult  to  prepare  in  a  satisfactory  manner, 
tragacanth  giving  rise  to  a  disagreeable  odour,  and  sometimes 
the  resulting  mass  is  unworkable.    It  was  also  shown  by 
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several  of  the  members  that  these  pills,  even  on  a  few  hours' 
standing,  contain  a  large  percentage  of  ferric  salt,  and  for 
this  reason,  if  for  no  other,  the  better  formula  of  the  French 
Codex  should  be  adhered  to. 


EAR  PROTECTORS. 
Messrs.  Lynch  &  Co.  have  sent  us  a  specimen  of  some  new 
ear  protectors  which  they  are  manufacturing  for  Dr.  John 
Ward  Cousins,  of  the  Royal  Pjrtsmouth  Hospital.  They  are 
of  flesh-coloured  vulcanite, of  the  form  shown  in  the  cut.  They 
are  intended  to  take  the  place  of  the  plugs  of  cotton  wool 
commonly  used.    They  have  several  advantages.    They  are 


easily  cleaned  and  removed,  they  fit  closely,  and  are  a  perfect 
protection  against  water,  air,  and  the  like.  Cotton-wool 
is  apt  to  get  felted,  infiltrated  with  cerumen,  and  compacted 
into  a  hardened  mass,  remaining  for  years,  and  gradually 
impairing  hearing.  It  is  also  but  a  poor  protection  against 
the  entrance  of  water;  it  is  conspicuous  and  unsightly. 
There  seems  to  be  room  for  the  new  speciality.

PIERREPOINT'S  "THOROUGH  CLEANSING 
TOOTHBRUSHES. 


He  must  have  a  peculiarly-shaped  jaw  who  has  not  found  it 
hard  to  clean  the  outer  surface  of  his  back  teeth  and  the 
ianer  surface  of  the  whole  set  by  any  manipulation  of  the 
ordinary  brush.  Dr.  Pierrepoint  has  struck  out  a  new  path. 
He  provides  two  brushes,  one  for  the  inner  the  other  for 
the  outer  dental  surfaces.    Instead  of  dragging  them  back- 


wards and  forwards  across  the  teeth,  they  are  kept  steadily 
in  position  and  the  handles  are  rotated  so  that  the  bristles 
penetrate  between  the  teeth  and  move  upwards  and  down- 
wards, effectually  dislodging  foreign  substances.  The  wood- 
cuts will  show  how  accurately  the  brushes  fit  the  teeth. 
There  is  this  further  advantage,  that  the  new  method  of 
using  does  not  lacerate  the  gums. 


CONIFEREN  GEIST. 

Mr.  S.  Radlauer,  apothecary  in  Posen.has  sent  us  a  sample 
of  his  Coniferen  Geist  (spirit  of  pine),  which  Professor 
Reclam,  of  the  Leipsic  University,  recommends  as  an  agree- 
able agent  for  refreshing,  scenting,  and  pnrifying  the  air  in 
dwelling  and  other  rooms.  It  is  well  known  that  the  pine 
order  yield  turpentine,  and  substances  resembling  it,  which 
possess  the  property  of  ozonising  the  air  ;  and  to  this  class  of 
ozonisers  Mr.  S.  Radlauer's  preparation  appears  to  belong. 
We  have  examined  his  Coniferen  Geist, and  find  it  to  consist 
of  a  5  per  cent,  solution  of  some  choice  pine  oil  (not  common 
oil  of  turpentine)  in  absolute  alcohol.  When  diffused  in  the 
air  of  a  room  by  means  of  an  ejector,  it  imparts  to  it  an 
odour  resembling  that  met  withf  in  pine  forests.

THE  Board  of  Trade  returns  for  December  were  again 
satisfactory  in  respect  to  the  trade  of  the  country 
generally,  but  not  in  regard  to  chemical  manufactures.  The 
imports  for  the  month  were  valued  at  33y2 16,852/.  in  Decem- 
ber, 1880,  and  at  33,235,260/.  in  December,  1881 .  The  exports 
show  a  considerable  increase  over  the  retnrnsof  December 
1880.  In  that  month  they  were  valued  at  18,214,789/.;  in 
December,  1881,  they  reached  20,182,052/.  This  shows  a  total 
increase  of  nearly  1 J  per  cent.,  the  iron  and  steel  trades 
figuring  for  the  chief  improvement.  The  chemical  trades, 
as  has  been  remarked,  come  out  badly.  The  figures  for

Manufacturers  of  heavy  chemicals  have,  no  doubt,  passed 
through  a  disastrous  year.  Many  efforts  have  been  made 
to  induce  a  combination  among  them  in  order  to  limit  pro- 
duction, so  as  to  ensure  remunerative  prices  ;  but  this  has  not 
been  effected.  The  output  has  continued  to  exceed  the 
demand,  and  prices  have  averaged  the  lowest  known.  With 
the  opening  of  this  year,  however,  there  are  indications  of  a 
•change.  Some  of  the  largest  works  on  the  Tyne  have  re- 
duced their  production,  and  it  is  expected  that  Lancashire 
manufacturers  may  follow  suit.  Buyers  are  already  scared, 
and  bleaching  powder  is  firm  in  London  at  10s.  per  ton 
higher  than  last  month.  Soda  crystals,  which  were  sold  at 
below  60s.  per  ton  at  the  end  of  the  year,  are  now  63s.  dd. 
>to  65s.  Whether  the  improved  tone  is  maintained  seems  to 
be  quite  at  the  choice  of  makers. 

Tartaric  acid  is  firm  at  last  month's  prices,  but  citric  has 
advanced,  and  contracts  for  forward  delivery  can  only  be  ne- 
gotiated at  2s.  id.  Demand  for  this  product  will  almost  cer- 
tainly cause  it  to  be  higher  as  the  spring  comes  on.  Oxalic 
acid  is  barely  so  strong  as  it  was.  Cream  of  tartar  is  steady 
at  quoted  prices.  The  "  boom  "  (to  use  an  American  term) 
in  bark  and  quinine  which  we  predicted  in  our  December 
report  was  the  sensational  trade  event  of  the  month.  It 
came  just  as  everybody  was  expecting  a  tranquil  period  of 
low  prices  for  quinine.  Exactly  how  it  was  worked  does  not 
seem  quite  clear,  but  evidently  the  scheme  was  planned  and 
carried  out  with  considerable  skill.  As  the  holders  of  bark 
have  gained  the  chief  benefit,  they  are  credited  with  being  at 


the  bottom  of  the  movement.  They  are  supposed  to  have 
come  to  some  terms  with  certain  foreign  makers  of  quinine, 
buying  up  their  production  for  some  months.  Large  orders 
from  America,  partly  speculative,  coming  on  the  market  at 
the  same  moment  found  quinine-makers  unprepared  to  meet 
the  demand.  The  result  was  a  sudden  rise  of  2*.  per  ounce 
in  quinine,  and  of  course  a  corresponding  demand  fur  cin- 
chona bark.  At  the  bark  sales  on  December  20  the  sales 
were  heavier  than  they  had  been  for  some  time,  and  tor  the 
usual  descriptions  an  advance  of  6d.  to  Is.  per  lb.  was  ob- 
tained. Out  of  5,533  packages  of  South  American  harks 
offered,  about  2,750  were  sold.  The  next  sales  were  held  on 
January  6,  and  9,200  packages  of  South  American  were  put 
up,  but  only  about  1,000  found  buyers  at  somewhat  easier 
pricer.  The  total  stock  of  bark  in  bales  in  the  world  is 
believed  to  be  at  the  present  something  like  100,000  bales, 
and  the  production  is  increasing  in  greater  ratio  than  the 
consumption.  It  can  hardly  be  expected,  therefore,  that 
high  prices  can  be  long  kept  up,  and  it  is  clear  that  the 
recent  purchases  of  quinine — the  portion,  at  least,  which 
has  been  purchased  on  speculation — will  have  to  get  on  the 
market  sooner  or  later;  and,  when  it  comes,  will  reduce 
the  price  below  even  what  it  legitimately  should  be. 

As  usual,  there  is  a  long  interval  between  the  drug  sales 
before  and  after  Christmas.  The  last  sales  of  1881  occurred 
on  December  16,  and  the  first  of  this  year  on  January  12 
and  13,  when  heavy  stocks  were  brought  forward.  Cubebs 
seemed  to  be  in  rather  better  supply,  but  were  still  held 
for  long  prices,  the  best  being  bought  in  at  10/.  10s.  to 
12/.  Those  sold  were  some  rather  damaged  and  stalky  to 
fair,  and  realised  6/.  10s.  to  8/.  5s.  Ergot  of  rye  was  held 
for  2s.  to  2s.  8d. 

Castor  oil  is  reported  to  be  firmer  at  Calcutta.  Cod- 
liver  oil  is  again  rather  easier  here.  Of  roots,  gentian  is 
dearer  and  seneka  cheaper.  Cape  aloes  have  again  fallen 
a  little.  All  kinds  of  oil  of  peppermint  are  a  little  easier. 
Essence  of  bergamot  is  in  large  supply,  and  can  be  bought 
cheap,  but  lemon  is  very  high,  and  is  likely  to  remain  so  for 
some  time. 


Messrs.  A.  M.  Zimmermann  send  us  the  following  notes 
respecting  Continental  products  : — 

Uss.  Lemon. — The  high  prices  paid  in  all  the  irhporfanj 
markets  of  the  world  for  fine  fruit  has  made  it  difficult  for 
essence  distillers  to  retain  sufficient  raw  material  for  their 
manufacturing  purposes.  The  prices  have  been  well  main- 
tained for  essence,  and  although  slight  variations  may  be 
expected,  the  general  conviction  is  that  high  prices  will 
rule  all  through  the  year. 

■£ss.  Bergamot. — So  change. 

Lemon,  juice.—  According  to  latest  advices,  35/.  per  ton 
has  been  paid  in  Messina,  but  higher  prices  are  expected, 
and  some  holders  stand  out  for  40/.  per  ton.  The  citric  acid 
market  is  of  course  under  influence  of  the  price*. 

Tannic  and  Gallic  Acids  have  experienced  a  10  %  advance 
owing  to  the  very  acute  rise  in  the  price  of  China  galls.  If 
reports  of  a  total  failure  of  the  crop  prove  to  be  correct,  a 
further  advance  upon  the  prices  of  the  above  chemicals  will 
promptly  result.  1 

■Potashes  continue  very  clear,  and  the  market  has  1  ad  re- 
cently a  fresh  .impulie  by  the  difficulty  of  settling  price  of 
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w  salts  in  the  Stanfurt  districts.  It  is  fully  expected  that 
esent  prices  may  be  further  increased. 
Glycerine  is  very  firm,  and  quotations  promise  to  be  well 
ain'tained,  and  perhaps  even  advanced.  There  is  actually 
>  raw  material  in  first  hand  for  two  or  three  years  to 
me,  and  since  the  import  from  Australia  has  mostly  proved 

be  useless  salt  liquor,  as  refiners  report  it  to  be,  and  the 
fraction  from  soap  lees  has  equally  failed  to  give  a  prac- 
;al  process  for  glycerine,  there  is  no  telling  what  further 
;e  in  distilled  glycerine  may  not  be  reported. 
Bromine.— The  market  is  well  supported  by  an  active 
■niand  for  bromides,  but  recently,  also,  the  colour-works 
ive  shown  an  increasing  interest  in  the  article,  while  im- 
'  rts  from  the  United  States  are  very  small. 

Quinine. — Following  our  last  month's  report  the  then  pre- 
ened rise  in  price  occurred  very  promptly,  while  the  spas  - 
Iodic  purchase  of  bark  by  a  speculative  party  at  very 
treme  prices  indicated  a  determined  enterprise  to  run 
ices  of  quinine  to  the  very  top.  The  last  bark  sales  were, 
.wever,  less  firmly  supported,  and  betrayed,  no  doubt,  a 
insiderable  cooling  down  of  the  original  sanguine  firmness, 
he  heavy  stock  of  both  quinine  and  bark  are  not  likely  to 
'icoura°;e  purchasers  to  satisfy  more  than  the  most  imme- 
ate  hand-to-mouth  requirements,  and  we  foresee,  therefore, 
,  further  serious  rise.

Mr.  Albert  Mann,  in  his  annual  review  of  the  opium 
arket,  says  that  much  of  the  new  crop  shows  a  great  de- 
rture  in  appearance  and  character  of  the  leading  varieties 
om  what  has  been  usual,  more  especially  in  those  kinds 
iownas"soft  shipping."  He  attributes  this  to  the  fact 
at.  from  various  reasons  much  new  ground  had  been  brought 
rider  poppy  cultivation,  and  the  growers  were  consequently 
ficient  in  experience.  Looking  at  the  crop  as  a  whole,  he 
,3  s  it  is  very  large  and  rich  in  morphia,  but  very  deficient 
the  other  characteristics  of  fine  drug. 
Mr.  Mann  estimates  that  the  future  of  the  drug  depends 
itirely  on  the  prospects  of  the  1882  crop;  with  any  un- 
.vourable  advices  (and  a  large  crop  of  opium  is  nearly 
ways  followed  by  a  deficient  one)  all  qualities  would  of 
urse  improve  in  value,  but  under  any  circumstances  the 
isition  of  soft  shipping  kinds  is  more  favourable  than 
•uggists',  for  the  consumption  of  the  former  continues  to 
crease  while  the  latter  at  present  much  relies  on  the  an- 
sipated  China  demand  which  has  not  yet  been  developed  ; 
id  the  United  States,  where  business  in  the  article  is  for  the 
oment  quiet.  It  is  estimated  there  are  about  3,000  cases 
ill  kept  in  the  interior,  these  are  probably  nearly  all  of 
uggists'  kinds,  while  of  the  stock  at  Smyrna  and  Constan- 
nople — put  down  at  2,200  cases — only  a  small  portion  is 
lie  soft  shipping  ;  these  qualities  are  therefore  not  in  excess 
visible  requirements,  and  will  doubtless  be  well  supported, 
it  of  druggists'  we  shall  probably  have  a  large  available 
ock  when  the  new  crop  comes  to  band,  but  of  course  in  the 
eantime  any  unfavourable  news  of  the  growing  crop  would 
ise  prices  all  round. 


The   following  is  from   the  circular  of  Mr.  Richard 
ARKER,  Smyrna,  dated  December  31,  1881 :  — 
As  we  are  now  at  the  close  of  the  year  it  may  not  be  out 
place  to  turn  back  to  the  commencement  of  this  year's 
)ium  campiign  to  understand  why,  in  the  face  of  our  un- 
ecedentedly  large  crop  of  12,000  baskets,  the  prices  of  this 
•ug  should  have  been  run  up  to  their  present  value. 
In  July  the  market  for  new  opium  opened  at  105ps.  to 
)6ps.  per  chequi  for  current  qualities,  equal  to  11*.  9d.; 
id  manufacturing  seconds,  87ps.,  or  9s.  9d.  per  lb.  f.o.b. 
In  the  early  part  of  August  a  decline  of  about  3d.  per  lb. 
ok  place  in  current  qualities,  and  some  Karahissar  was 
ild  at  107ps.,  or  lis.  lOd.  per  lb.  f.o.b. 
It  was  therefore  the  general  opinion  that  a  further  decline 
as  to  be  expected,  when  the  bulk  of  the  crop  came  forward, 
id,  in  this  expectation,  our  opium  exporters  effected  large 
les  for  forward  deliveries  for  various  destinations,  but, 


when  these  engagements  had  to  be  fulfilled,  there  were  so 
many  competitors  in  the  market  that  the  prices  during  the 
month  of  September  were  run  up  to  115ps.  for  current,  or 
12s.  9d.  ;  and  118ps.  for  Karahissar,  or  13s.  per  lb.  f.o.b. ;  and 
in  the  interior  still  higher  rates  were  paid  by  local  specula- 
tors, as  they  supposed  there  was  some  cause  for  the  rise  in 
Smyrna. 

Towards  the  end  of  October,  however,  when  the  bulk  of 
the  purchases  against  forward  sales  had  been  made  good,  the 
market  gave  way  about  3d.  per  lb.,  but  the  decline  was  only 
momentary,  as,  during  the  interval,  two  of  our  large  houses 
entered  into  engagements  to  supply  the  Dutch  Government 
with  600  to  700  cases  of  Karahissar  opium  deliverable  from 
November  to  the  end  of  February  1882.  These  large  sales 
naturally  gave  a  fresh  impetus  to  our  market,  and  Kara- 
hissar advanced  from  115ps.  (to  which  it  had  fallen)  to 
118ps.,  and  was  gradually  run  up  to  I20ps.  and  123ps.,  and 
finally  last  week  125ps.  was  paid,  which,  at  our  present  high 
exchange,  is  equivalent  to  13s.  8d.  per  lb.  f.o.b.,  and  there  is 
now  not  the  slightest  chance  of  a  reaction  until  the  purchases- 
for  the  Dutch  Government  are  completed,  notwithstanding 
the  present  favourable  prospect  for  the  coming  crop.  In  the 
month  of  March,  however,  a  pretty  correct  estimate  can  be 
formed  as  to  the  probable  out-turn,  and  should  the  young 
plantations  escape  uninjured  throughout  the  winter  there  is- 
no  doubt  that  another  large  crop  will  be  produced,  in  which 
case  our  holders  will  then  be  as  anxious  to  realise  as  they  are 
now  determined  to  hold,  and  our  opium  market  would  then 
be  in  a  very  different  position  to  what  it  now  is,  the  current 
rates  of  the  day  being  firmly  maintained  as  hereunder  : —

It  appears  unaccountable  that  the  two  last-mentioned 
descriptions  are  maintained  at  present  rates  when  compared? 
to  the  quotations  for  opium,  but  it  must  be  taken  into  con- 
sideration that  the  intrinsic  value  of  these  qualities  is  nearly 
equal  to  that,  of  opium,  as  the  greater  portion  of  these  rejec- 
tions are  thrown  out  by  our  examiners  simply  owirig  to- 
external  unsightly  appearance,  or  to  the  darkness  of  the 
paste  internally.  Thus  the  demand  for  seconds  has  been 
very  active  throughout  the  season  at  gradually  increasing 
prices,  not  only  for  manufacturing  purposes,  but  also  for 
mixing  with  first  to  reduce  the  cost  of  shipments  destined 
for  the  American  and  China  markets. 

I  must  now  refer  to  the  Constantinople  market,  which  has 
been  maintained  throughout  the  season,  more  especially  for 
the  Malatia  and  other  soft  shipping  qualities,  where  the 
price  to-day  for  really  tine  has  been  run  up  to  220ps.  to 
223ps.  per  oke,  equivalent  to  15s.  6d.  to  15s.  9d.  per  lb.  f.o.b. 

Before  closing  this  report  I  may  remark  that  one  of  the 
causes  which  has  had  the  effect  of  maintaining  the  opium 
market  throughout  the  season  has  been  the  comparatively 
low  prices  for  this  drug  when  compared  to  last  year's  rates, 
and  the  impression  entertained  by  specu'ators  and  consumers 
of  the  unlikelihood  of  another  large  crop  next  year.  Should) 
the  coming  crop  prove  very  deficient  these  views  may  be 
correct  to  a  certain  extent,  but.  on  the  other  hand,  however 
small  the  out-turn  may  be,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that, 
added  to  our  crop  of  12,000  baskets,  or  cases,  nearly  3,000' 
remained  unsold  in  the  consuming  markets  in  July  last, 
making  in  all  a  total  of  15,000,  including  what  still  remains- 
over  in  Turkey  ;  and  this  quantity,  under  any  circumstances, 
is  more  than  double  the  annual  coDsumption  of  Turkey 
opium.  The  following  table  gives  the  sales  to  date  of  all 
qualities  of  the  stocks  remaining  on  hand  in  Smyrna,  Con-

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Oils. — The  market  has  been  firmer  for  linseed  and  rape 
oils,  but  fish  oils  have  rather  declined  from  the  higher  points 
they  reached  last  month.  Olive  oil  is  very  dull  of  sale,  and 
there  is  a  large  stock  of  Levant  in  London  yet  to  work  off  ; 
added  to  which  speculators  have  sold  Italian  oil  for  the 
future,  discounting  the  probability  of  a  good  crop.  As  the 
critical  time  for  the  olive  trees  has  not  yet  arrived,  this  pre- 
mature dealing  may  occasion  a  reaction  in  the  spring. 

Turpentine,  after  a  temporary  decline,  has  recovered  the 
price  of  last  month,  and  seems  firm. 

Petroleum  is  a  shade  firmer,  and  6±d  is  asked  for  February, 
6\d.  for  March,  while  business  has  been  done  for  September 
to  December  at  Id.  per  gallon. 

The  position  of  this  product  is  due,  it  is  understood,  to  the 


unflinching  determination  of  the  Standard  Oil  Company  to 
crush  out  all  competition.  Sales  are  now  being  made  in 
London  at  a  fraction  under  Gd.  per  gallon,  although  the  actual 
cost  for  barrels,  freight,  landing  charges,  &c.,  alone  amount 
to  an  equivalent  to  per  gallon.  Large  quantities  of  the 
stock  are  held  by  speculators,  who  have  all  through  the 
year  supposed  that  the  bottom  price  must  have  come,  and 
their  holdings  will  help  to  break  the  fall  if  the  Standard 
Company  should  succeed  in  defeating  their  opponents  or  come 
to  terms  with  them.  So  immense  is  the  speculation  in  this 
article  in  America  by  means  of  certificates,  that  it  is  said  the 
trancactions  often  exceed  a  million  barrels  a  day,  while  one 
day  last  November  0,400,000  barrels  changed  hands  in  this 
way.

prices  falling  to  16s.  Gd.  to  17s.  per  cwt.  for  fair  to  good,  at 
which  there  are  still  sellers.  Cinchona. — Compared  with 
last  year,  stocks  are  just  double  what  they  were,  the  extra 
quantity  being  largely  composed  of  a  new  description  called 
Cuprca,  saleable  some  months  since  at  about  3s.  per  lb.  and 
lately  selling  at  half  the  money. 

Borax. — We  have  been  without  supplies  of  either  Califor- 
nian  or  Chilian  throughout  the  year.  A  few  lots  of  semi- 
refined  have  been  disposed  of  in  Liverpool  at  57s.  to  59s., 
and  some  American  refined  has  been  obtainable  here  a  shade 
under  English,  but  our  manufacturers  have  controlled  the 
market,  prices  showing  no  perceptible  change,  the  ruling 
quotation  bavin?  been  and  now  is  61s.  to  63s.  per  cwt.,  net, 
according  to  make  and  quantity. 

Camphor. — The  imports  show  a  fallir.g-off  of  about  3,000 
cases,  but  with  less  demand  and  an  absence  of  speculation 
prices  show  little  change.  A  new  feature  has  been  the 
introduction  of  American  refined  in  small  squares,  which, 
being  of  good  quality  and  at  less  pries  than  the  English,  has 
sold  10  a  fair  extent  commencing  at  Is.  \d.,  but  is  now  held 
for  Is.  2d.  per  lb. 

Cardamoms. — A  heavy  fall  occurred  in  February,  which 
was  slowly  regained,  the  full  rates  of  January  again  being 
paid  in  July,  since  when,  Aleppi  being  in  plentiful  supply, 
have  lost  the  recovery  and  clo=c  at  the  lowest,  other  descrip- 
tions showing  liitle  change.  Some  very  fine  pale  heavy 
Malabar  kinds  from  Ceylon  have  come  to  hand  and  realised 
up  to  8s.  Id. 

Cubebs.— This  article  has  shown  an  extraordinary  rise  in 
value.  At,  the  end  of  last  year  the  principal  portion  of  the 
stocks  in  Europe  had  been  bought  for  America  at  continually 
advancing  rates,  and  we  commenced  the  year  with  only  a 
few  bags  held  for  5/.  5s.  The  Americans,  being  still  buyers, 
sent  to  this  country  1,000  ba?s,  no  doubt  with  the  intention 
of  depressing  the  market,  and  buying  anything  which  might 
be  offered  at  a  reduced  price,  or,  at  all  events,  to  stop  the 
advance  on  this  side  ;  prices,  however,  did  not  give  way  .;  but, 
on  the  contrary,  retail  sales  were  made  at  improving  rates. 
Tte  last  small  sale  reported  was  7  bags  at  11/.  per  cwt. 

Ergot  of  Rye. — Although  the  market  opened  with  the 
nominal  quotation  of  Is.  Gd.  to  Is.  8c/.,  the  first  prices  obtain- 
able in  public  sales  were  Is.  3d.  to  Is.  id.,  and  later  on  a  fair 
quantity  changed  hands  down  to  Is.  \d.  With  the  pro- 
spects of  a  small  crop  good  business  was  effected  during 
June- July  at  dearer  rates,  2s.  being  paid  for  fine  bod 
Spanish,  whilst  a  few  bags  of  small  Russian  realised  Is.  9c/. 
to  Is.  10c/.  The  principal  portion  of  the  new  crop  was  sold 
on  arrival  at  2s.  to  2s.  2d.,  but  prices  have  since  given  way, 
Is.  10c/.  per  lb.  having  been  accepted  recently. 

Gums.  —  Ammoniaoum. — In  retail  demand  at  easier  prices, 
but  showing  little  material  chaDge  for  fine  quality,  which  is 
scarce. 

Assafatida  —  About  6C0  cases  have  been  offered  in  public 
sale  during  the  year,  namely,  in  March,  May,  and  June,  the 
greafer  portion  selling  at  the  full  rates  of  the  previous 
October  sale,  Americans  being  the  principal  buyers.  Nothing 
of  importance  has  since  taken  place. 

Benjamin. — Siam. — For  some  few  months  this  article  re- 
mained steady,  fair  to  fine  free  alraondy  selling  at  21/.  to  25/., 
but  with  a  small  supply  and  gocd  demand  for  Russia  prices 
have  risen,  and  close  at  the  best  point.  Sumatra,  — We  con- 
tinue to  receive  moderate  supplies  of  fine  gum,  chiefly  via 
Holland,  which  have  sold  slowly  for  consumption  at  declining: 
rates.  The  large  stocks  left  on  hand  at  the  close  of  last, 
year  of  ordinary  to  fair  seconds,  more  or  lets  falsly  packed, 
have  been  difficult  of  sa'e,  and  forced  off  from  time  to  time 
in  public  auction  "  without  reserve."  Several  parcels, 
through  being  kept,  have  become  dark  where  split,  and  have 
deteriorated  in  value  to  the  extent  of  20  ts  30  per  cent, 
solely  on  this  account.  Although  the  new  parcels  are  not  all 
well  packed,  the  false  packing  is  not  now  carried  to  such  an 
extent  as  was  the  case  some  few  years  since.  Compared  with 
January  rates  the  finer  qualities  are  40s.  cheaper,  and  medium 
20s.  Palembang  has  been  particularly  noticeable  by  the 
large  supplies  ot  fine  light  brown  bold  a'.mondy,  well  packed 
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guru,  which  has  arrived,  the  bulk  being  sold  for  shipment  to 
the  Continent  at  good  prices  compared  with  Sumatra;  the 
better  descriptions  of  thirds  suitable  for  acid-making  have 
also  sold  well. 

FAemi. — We  were  without  stocks  at  the  commencement  of 
the  year,  the  last  sale  reported  previously  being  at  80s. 
Suddenly  inquiries  sprang  up  from  all  sides,  but  there  being  no 
supplies  in  first  bands,  only  retail  transactions  in  second  hands 
could  be  effected  at  exorbitant  prices.  The  first  three  cases 
of  new  gum,  direct  import,  arrived  in  March,  and  were  sold 
at  11/.  5s.  to  111.  17.?.  Gd.,  but  with  further  arrivals  prices 
declined,  and  the  market  entirely  collapsed  during  the 
autumn,  when  forced  sales  were  made  of  several  hundred 
packages  (which  had  arrived  in  June)  at  49s.  down  to  14s. 
Resales  have  since  been  made  in  second  hands  at  10s. 
advance,  importers  asking  70s.  per  cwt. 

Gamboge. — With  a  good  consumptive  demand  all  qualities 
have  found  ready  buyers  ;  prices  gave  way  in  the  spring  30s. 
to  40s.,  but  have  since  recovered,  closing  on  a  par  with  those 
current  last  year. 

Mastic. — Fine  pale  tear  has  been  in  good  supply,  with  only 
a  moderate  demand,  prices  easier. 

Myrrh. — Nothing  of  importance  has  disturbed  the  steady 
inquiry  for  this  article. 

Olibanum. — Heavy  arrivals  of  the  new  crop  amounting  to 
over  5,000  cases  in  excess  of  the  previous  year  have  caused  a 
drooping  market,  price  being  20s.  lower  on  drop,  and  5s.  on 
sittings,  than  those  ruling  in  January  last. 

Tra/jacanth. — The  pressure  to  sell  this  article  from  time  to 
time  in  public  sale  caused  lower  prices  to  rule  during  the 
first  nine  months,  but  recently  importers  have  not  evinced 
that  desire  to  press  sales  and  better  prices  have  resulted. 

Honey. —  Good  supplies,  quite  equal  to  our  requirements, 
have  been  received  from  the  usual  producing  countries,  and 
prices  throughout  have  remained  steady,  except  for  Jamaica, 
which  closes  7s.  Gd.  dearer  in  second  hands.  The  new  crop 
of  this  description  may  shortly  be  expected.  Quotations  : — 
Galifornian,  37s.  Gd.  to  47s.  Gd. ;  Chilian,  40s.  to  50s.  ; 
French,  50s.  to  60s.;  Jamaica,  42s.  Gd.  to  47s.  Gd. ;  Austra- 
lian, 27s.  Gd.  to  35s.  per  cwt. 

Ipecacuanha. — We  bad  regular,  ample,  and  latterly 
excessive  supplies  from  Rio  by  the  fortnightly  mail  steamers, 
and  with  only  a  moderate  consumptive  inquiry,  importers 
to  effect  sales  have  been  obliged  to  make  concessions  (this 
applies  more  to  the  last  two  months),  and  prices  are  Is.  Gd. 
to  Is.  9d.  lower  than  those  current  in  January  last. 

Jalap.  —  Very  little  business  has  taken  place  in  this 
article,  which  is  less  consumed  year  by  year  ;  our  st  ocks  are 
small  and  unimportant,  compared  with  the  bulk  held  in 
Europe,  which  amount  to  several  hundred  bales,  lying  in 
Germany  ;  prices  show  little  variation,  but  tend  downwards. 

Musk. — Tonquin. — The  market  has  been  well  supplied,  not 
only  with  new  arrivals,  but  with  several  cases  of  old  import 
not  previously  opened,  and  prices  showed  do  change  until 
the  autumn,  when  fine  qualities  advanced  10s.,  and  other  de- 
scriptions in  proportion  ;  the  closing  prices  being  the  highest 
paid  during  the  year,  with  a  good  demand  thereat.  Tiinan, 
to  the  present,  has  not  participated  in  the  advance. 

Oil. — Castor. — Owing  to  the  greater  facilities  which  the 
port  of  Liverpool  offers  to  the  large  manufacturing  buyers, 
and  the  favourable  difference  in  dock  charges  compared 
with  London,  this  market  has  lost  a  large  portion  of  the 
business  in  this  article,  and  is  to  a  certain  extent  ruled  by 
the  prices  current  there.  Our  imports  show  a  falling-off  of 
10,000  cases,  all  of  which  have  gone  direct  to  Liverpool,  and 
at  the  present  time  there  are  20,000  cases  afloat  to  that  port, 
with  only  2,000  to  London.  The  consumption  is  largely  on 
the  increase,  and  will  no  doubt  continue  as  long  as  prices 
are  kept  low,  any  important  advance  at  once  checking  the 
demand  from  sources  where  other  oils  can  be  substituted. 
As  was  the  case  last  year,  extreme  depression  existed  during 
the  spring,  on  large  arrivals  of  new  oil,  common  seconds  fall- 
ing \d.  to  selling  at  3^d.  During  the  summer  a  good 
demand  existed  on  the  spot,  clearing  the  market  of  all  cheap 
parcels  available,  and  January  rates  were  again  obtainable. 
The  market  closes  quiet  but  steady. 

Cod-liver — Norwegian. — The  supply  of  good  medicinal  has 


not  been  so  large  as  that  of  last  year,  but  during  the  past 
month  has  been  more  freely  offered  at  easier  rates,  owing  to 
the  favourable  advices  received  from  the  various  fisheries. 

Newfoundland.— Only  a  small  quantity  of  this  description 
finds  its  way  here,  and  prices  are  somewhat  nominal  at 
4s.  Gd.  to  4s.  9d.  per  gallon. 

Roots. —  Colombo. — The  high  prices  paid  during  1880 
stimulated  shippers  to  send  forward  all  available  supplies, 
the  result  being  the  receipt  of  over  3,000  bales  (not  in- 
cluding GOO  bales  lost  en  route) — the  largest  crop  collected 
for  some  time  past,  the  bulk  of  which  has  been  of  good 
quality  and  free  from  worm  ;  over  2,000  bales  have  been 
taken  for  shipment  or  home  consumption,  thus  leaving  us 
with  only  a  moderate  stock.  With  these  large  importations 
it  was  not  to  be  expected  the  opening  price  of  50s.  for  fine 
would  be  maintained,  and  as  each  successive  parcel  was 
placed  on  the  market  prices  declined,  the  last  being  sold  as 
follows:  Good  sound  bright,  25s.  to  27s.  G'l ,  dark,  part 
wormy,  22s.  Gd.  to  25s.  per  cwt. 

Leaves. — Buchu. — Long  narrow  have  met  a  slow  sale  at 
Is.  'id.  to  Is.  Gd. ;  for  some  time  we  were  without  supplies  iu 
first  hands,  but  a  small  parcel  of  fine  has  lately  arrived, 
which  is  held  for  the  latter  quotation.  Round  green  have 
been  in  plentiful  supply,  but  held  firmly  for  Id.  per  lb.,  at 
which  a  good  portion  have  been  sold  with  a  slight  pre- 
mium for  picked  bales.  Jaborandi. — The  arrivals  which 
have  lately  come  to  hand,  and  of  which  our  stock  consists,, 
are  ordinary  brown  Buenos  Ayres,  and  are  held  for  Gd.  per  lb 
No  fine  fresh  green  here. 

Saksapafjlla. — Honduras. — Early  in  the  year  several 
parcels  of  fine  quality  and  superior  marks  were  sold  at  2s. 
to  2s.  '3d  ,  and  the  former  price  has  been  obtainable  through- 
out the  year.  Latterly  we  have  been  without  supplies,  and 
quotations  are  nominal ;  inferior  marks  have  been  in  mode- 
rate supply,  and  are  now  worth  Is.  Sd.  to  Is.  10^.  Jamaica. 
— Supplies  being  ample  and  the  inquiry  limited,  prices  have 
remained  low  and  favoured  buyers. 

Seeds. — Ani. — China  Star. — Firmly  held  at  the  com- 
mencement for  95s.  influenced  buyers  to  postpone  purchas- 
ing, but  as  the  year  advanced  owners  became  more  disposed 
to  realise  and  accepted  a  decline,  a  fair  amount  of  business 
being  effected  down  to  85s. ;  with  more  inquiry  and  less 
offering,  prices  have  advanced,  and  there  is  nothing  now 
obtainable  of  good  quality  under  95s.  About  300  cases  were 
imported  in  the  autumn  from  Germany  mixed  with' Japan,  a 
few  lots  were  sold  at  75s.  and  the  remainder  are  still  obtain- 
able at  this  price  without  finding  buyers.  Japan. — Large 
quantities  of  this  description  flood  the  market  but  are  prac- 
tically unsaleable,  15s.  per  cwt.  being  lately  accepted  for  a 
small  parcel,  which  would  barely  cover  freight  and  charges 
on  so  light  an  article.  Italian,  Malta,  and  Spanish. — Sup- 
plies have  come  to  hand  in  moderate  quantities  and  prices 
are  steady  at  35s.  to  40s.,  according  to  quality  and  descrip- 
tion. Russian. — Owing  to  heavy  arrivals  and  forced  sales 
prices  have  declined,  opening  in  January  at  30s.,  were  sold 
down  to  21s.  in  the  autumn,  but  close  steadier  at  22s.  to 
22s.  Gd. 

Senna. — Alexandria  has  been  in  only  moderate  request 
for  consumption,  with  a  plentiful  supply  to  meet  these  de- 
mands prices  have  ruled  in  buyers'  favour.  Tinnevelly  of 
fine  quality  is  now  preferred  by  many,  and  has  to  a  certain 
extent  taken  the  place  of  this  description.  We  quote,  first 
picked,  8d.  to  9d.,  second  ditto,  Gd.  to  Id.,  sorts,  stalky,  Id. 
to  2d.,  sittings,  3d.  to  id.,  pods,  Id.  to  8d.  Tinnevelly.— 
After  last  autumn  collection  had  been  disposed  of  in  first 
hands,  medium  to  fine  qualities  became  scarce,  and  were  re- 
sold duriDg  the  spring  and  summer  at  3c?.  to  id.  profit ;  on 
new  arrivals  in  the  autumn  this  advance  was  lost.  About 
3,000  bales  have  lately  arrived,  containing  a  variety  of 
qualities  to  suit  all  requirements,  and  have  sold  with  keen 
competition  at  full  valuations  compared  with  last  year's 
prices  ;  already  two-thirds  of  this  quantity  have  been  de- 
livered for  consumption  ;  good  to  fine  bold  green  leaf  is 
now  worth  from  Gd.  to  Is.,  good  middling,  3£d.  to  5d.,  in- 
ferior to  fair,  Id.  to  3d.  per  lb. 

Tamarinds.  —  West  Indian  have  ruled  low,  the  new 
crop  being  in  excess  of  requirements.  East  Indian. — Good 
dark  held  for  15s.  per  cwt. 
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Vanilloes. — The  balance  of  the  1880  crop  met  a  steady 
;mand  at  the  commencement  of  t he  year,  and  prices  ranged 
rom  10.?.  to  25.?.,  according  to  length  and  quality.  The  con- 
gnments  of  the  new  crop  lately  come  to  hand  are  of  fine 
aality,  but  some  few  lots  being  damp  and  unsuitable  for 
seping  have  sold  at  easier  prices  in  consequence. 

DRYSALTERIES,  ETC. 

Cochineal.— This  article  has  been  disappointing  alike  to 
importers  and  dealers:  the  exceptionally  low  prices  at  which 
ne  different  grades  stood  at  the  commencement  of  the  year 
aused  a  fair  demand  during  January-February,  and  prices 
.dvanced  Ad.  ;  this  improvement,  however,  did  not  last  long, 
nd  during  the  remainder  of  the  year  prices  have  shown  a 
teady  but  a  gradual  decline,  amounting  at  the  close  to  5d. 
o  6d.  Notwithstanding  the  low  prices,  imports  show  an 
increase  over  the  previous  two  years,  whilst  the  deliveries 
iave  fallen  off  year  by  year  since  aniline  dyes  were  intro- 
,  uced,  thus  augmenting  the  stock,  which  is  now  nearly  double 
hat  of  last  year. 

Gum  Arabic. — All  kinds  have  experienced  another  year 
'f  extreme  depression,  solely  on  account  of  the  large  sup- 
ilies  which  are  continually  coming  to  hand  from  the  various 
listricts  of  collection.  A  good  consumptive  demand  has 
existed,  which  has  prevented  prices  falling  below  present 
luotatiorjs.  Barbary. — Brown. — The  bulk  of  the  1880  crop 
vas  disposed  of  early  in  January  at  42.9.  Qd.,  and  shortly

— An  attempt  to  force  prices  at  the 
commencement  of  the  year  met  with  only  partial  success,

£  ;ood  fair  selling  at  47*.  &d. ;  this  price,  however,  was  not 
naintained  and  has  gradually  fallen  away,  40.?.  being  accepted 

I  few  weeks  since ;  with  a  fair  demand  the  market  closes 
rmer  at  42*.  6d. ;  fine,  45*. 

Gums  (Varnish.) — Animi. — Zanzibar. — Fluctuations  have 
at  been  so  important  as  in  the  two  previous  years,  not 
xceeding  20*.  either  way. 

Copal,  Accra,  Angola,  $c. — Only  small  supplies  of  these 
African  gums  have  come  to  hand  and  been  disposed  of  at 
ull  rates.  We  are  without  supplies  of  either  descriptions  at 
iresent. 

Manila. — Hard. — During  the  first  six  months  of  the  year 
>rices  remained  steady,  but  large  supplies  from  Singapore 
combined  with  a  decline  in  the  price  of  Kowrie  caused  less 
rlemand,  and  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  we  have  had  a 
leclining  market  which  closes  10*.  to  12*.  6d.  below  January 
ates.  A  noteworthy  feature  has  been  the  importation  of 
issorted  qualities  which  formerly  only  came  mixed,  and 
imongst  these  has  been  a  quality  resembling  and  almost 
indistinguishable  from  Kowrie  ;  this  sort  apparently  has  not 
ound  favour  with  consumers,  as  only  a  small  quantity  has 
3een  disposed  of,  and  that  at  10*.  below  the  ordinary  kind. 

Aorrrie. — There  has  been  a  good  demand  from  all  quarters 

(for  this,  by  far,  the  principal  varnish  gum)  which  has  been 
:eely  met  by  heavy  imports,  and  prices  throughout  the  year 
ave  ruled  in  buyers'  favour  ;  qualities  above  51.  show  no 
hange,  except  for  very  fine,  which  has  commanded  fancy 
rices  ;  half  scraped  and  soft  sorts  are  10s.  to  15*.  lower,  dust 
nd  chips  remained  unchanged,  fine  of  the  former  description 
|Deing  if  anything  dearer.    The  last  sales  of  the  year  were 
held  on  the  8th  ultimo,  when  about  a  thousand  cases  per 
«  'Halcione  were  sold  at  the  lowest  prices  of  the  year.  The 
j  "Araby  Maid  recently  arrived  brings  the  largest  cargo  received 
i  'here  for  some  time,  viz.,  G50  tons,  but  as  it  is  understood  that 
a  portion  of  this  has  been  placed  direct  with  the  consumers, 
and  part  is  for  transshipment  to  America,  only  the  balance 
,will  be  available  for  this  market,  and  about  100  tons  will  be 
offered  in  the  next  gum  sale. 

Sandarac—  With  the  exception  of  a  few  casks,  the  whole 
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of  the  1880  crop  was  of  fine  quality,  and  proved  short  of  the 
previous  year  and  of  actual  requirements.  As  the  spring 
and  summer  advanced,  and  no  quantity  of  medium  qualily 
came  to  hand  to  supply  the  deficiency,  all  kinds  were  eagerly 
sought  after,  and  prices  rapidly  rose  during  August-September, 
when  91.  5*.  was  actnally  paid  for  a  few  casks  fine,  whilst 
anything  fair  brought  6/.  to  71.  About  this  time  the  stock 
in  the  public  warehouses  did  not  exceed  25  casks.  With  the 
arrival  of  the  new  crop  prices  fell  away,  closing  on  a  par 
with  those  current  this  time  last  year.  With  a  steady  demand 
and  small  stocks  this  article  should  be  one  of  the  first  to 
advance  during  the  present  year. 

Turmeric. — Bengal. — The  low  price  to  which  this  article 
has  fallen  restricts  supplies,  the  imports  being  700  tons  less 
than  last  year,  and  1,700  less  than  those  of  187!*;  this  has 
caused  a  steadier  market  than  would  otherwise  have  been  the 
case,  as  the  consumption  of  the  article  for  certain  purposes 
is  now  almost  nil. 


THE   MISC1BILITY   OF   GREGORY'S  POWDER.

Sir, — As  an  instance  of  the  non-miscibility  of  pulv.  rhci  co.,  I  may 
mention  that  about  two  years  ago  a  country  postman  purchased  from 
me  a  dose  of  the  above  with  the  intention  of  taking  it  at  bedtime.  He 
told  me  that  he  pnt  the  powder  into  a  glass,  filled  it  with  water,  and 
began  to  mix,  but  mix  it  would  not.  Getting  tired  of  the  task,  he  then 
handed  it  to  his  wife,  but  she  also  failed.  The  poor  man  was  deter- 
mined not  to  be  done,  so  he  swallowed  the  powder  the  best  way  he  could, 
and  he  assured  me  that  two  days  alter,  being  seized  with  a  sudden  fit  of 
coughing,  up  came  Dr.  Gregory  as  dry  as  when  it  went  down.  I  would  be 
inclined  to  favour  Mr.  Nesbit's  opinion,  that  the  oil  used  in  facing  the 
rhubarb  must  have  to  do  with  the  non-miscibility,  as  I  always  find  that  a 
small  quantity  of  any  aromatic  tincture  renders  it  quite  miscible.

SIR, — Anent  the  formula  and  remarks  upon  cold  cream  in  last  issue,  I 
may  state  that  I  have  now  made  my  cold  cream  in  a  wide-mouthed 
bottle  for  about  two  years,  and  find  it  to  be  a  much  more  convenient 
and  satisfactory  method  of  manipulation  ;  the  emulsion  may  be  made 
whiter,  more  intimate,  and  with  less  labour,  besides  which  the  bottle  is 
more  convenient  for  pouring  into  the  pots.  I  liquefy  the  solid  ingre- 
dients in  a  portion  of  the  oil,  and  strain  into  the  bottle,  into  which  I 
have  previously  introduced  the  rose  water  and  remainder  of  the  oil,  made 
warm.  I  think  the  substitution  of  a  portion  of  the  oil  (one-sixth)  by 
vaseline  is  an  improvement,  as  the  keeping  properties  of  the  cream  are 
thereby  increased.  Yours  truly,

The  Patent  Medicine  Stamp.— Last  month  we  published  a  letter 
from  Mr.  F.  Saunders,  West  Gorton,  who  sent  us  labels  of  preparations 
which  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  had  declared  to  be  subject  to  medicine- 
stamp  duty.  One  of  these  was  "  The  Universal  Family  Ointment,  for 
general  healing  purposes,"  followed  simply  by  the  name  and  the  address.  It 
will  be  observed  that  no  proprietary  right  is  claimed  on  that  label,  nor  is 
the  ointment  recommended  as  a  remedy  in  any  specific  disease.  We  have 
asked  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  to  inform  the  trade  definitely  as  to  the 
ground  on  which  an  ointment  labelled  as  above  is  considered  liable  to  medicine 
stamp  duty.  They  reply  "  that  the  '  universal  family  ointment  for  healing 
purposes'  is  liable  to  medicine-stamp  duty,  both  as  a  nostrum  and  also  as 
being  recommended  for  the  cure  or  relief,  Sec,  of  any  distemper."  There 
is  no  doubt  ,  we  suppose,  of  the  correctness  of  this  interpretation  of  the  law, 
and  the  expression  "for  healing  purposes,"  though  vague,  is  not  necessary 
for  articles  which  it  is  desired  to  sell  without  a  stamp.  But  the  label 
without  these  words  would  probably  bring  the  preparation  into  the  class  of 
nostrums  strictly  so  called,  and  we  hardly  think  the  Board  would  strain 
the  Act  to  the  extent  of  forcing  chemists  to  attach  a  ljci.  medicine  stamp 
to  every  pennyworth  of  a  medicine,  which  might  by  ingenious  argument 
be  brought  into  the  category  of  nostrums. 

C.  W.  (50/226).— Certificates  of  Death.— What  is  the  law  about 
certificates  of  death  1  Is  an  unqualified  person  who  gives  one  subject  to 
any  fine  or  punishment  ? 

[Certificates  of  the  cause  of  death  can  only  be  given  by  registered 
medical  practitioners.   They  are  to  be  given  upon  printed  forms,  which 
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are  issued  by  the  Registrar-General,  and  furnished  by  each  registrar  of 
births  and  deaths  to  every  registered  medical  practitioner  within  his  dis- 
trict. A  certificate  signed  by  any  other  person  wonld  be  a  nullity,  and  the 
registrar  would  enter  in  the  column  for  cause  of  death,  "  Not  certified." 
If,  however,  an  unqualified  person  were  to  sign  such  a  certificate,  and  use 
any  addition  to  his  signature  iinph  ing  that  he  was  a  registered  medical 
practitioner,  or  a  physician,  surgeon,  practitioner  in  medicine,  or  apothe- 
cary, he  would  be  liable,  upon  summary  conviction,  to  a  penalty  not 
exceeding  20?.] 

A  Long-suffering  Creditor.— A  reader  (28/225)  'writes:— "At 
page  173  of  your  Diary  (1882)  you  state  that  a  judgment  remains  in  force 
for  20  years,  but  you  do  not  say  if  it  is  or  is  not  of  any  further  service,  nor 
if  the  same  rule  applies  to  County  Court  judgments.  In  the  year  1856  I 
obtained  a  County  Court  order  for  the  payment  of  a  debt  due  to  me.  The 
defendant  then  bolted,  and,  as  he  had  no  money,  was  not  worth  following. 
But  I  know  where  he  is.  Can  I  now  take  out  execution  against  his  goods 
when  he  has  any,  or  can  I  enter  a  fresh  plaint  against  him  ?." 

[The  same  rule  applies  to  County  Court  judgments  as  to  judgments  of 
the  High  Court.  After  20  years  they  become  of  no  further  service,  unless 
payment  be  made  in  the  meantime.  If  a  judgment  be  more  than  six  years 
old,  execution  cannot  be  issued  without  leave  of  the  Court,  unless  some 
payment  on  account  has  been  made  within  12  months  previously.  In  your 
case,  more  than  20  years  having  elapsed  without  any  payment,  nothing 
can  be  done.   The  debt  is  bad.] 

THE  EXAMINATION'S. 

TO    THE    KDITOn    OF    "  THE    CHEMIST   AND  DRUQOIST." 

Sib,— Mr.  Rymer  Young,  true  to  his  name,  has  taken  a  (youthful)  poet's 
licence  with  my  phrases.  He  says  I  "  tearfully  relie  "  on  the  Editor's 
well-known  honour,  and  talks  about  "  terrible  shams,"  &c,  in  a  somewhat 
wiM  fashion.  By  a  further  flight  of  imagination,  he  recognises  in  me  a 
new  Archibald  Forbes  (of  pills,  not  powder),  whereas  I  have  never  before 
taken  up  the  pen  to  "prent  my  notes."  The  last  sentence  of  my  letter 
seems  to  have  especially  tickled  his  young  muse,  for  he  has  transformed 
my  elegant  sentence  (ahem!)  into  the  somewhat  vulgar  "keeping  it 
dark." 

It  is  hardly  necessary  to  explain  that  the  sentence  in  question  was  not 
intended  for  publication,  but  one  does  not  learn  how  to  arrange  letters  for 
the  press  in  a  day.  The  men  I  described  were  what  I  described  them — 
•'  hard-working  fellows  of  at  least  average  ability,"  and  not  frequenters  of 
billard-tables,  as  he  charitably  suggests.  J.  Rymer,  being  a  "  litcary 
man,"  may  have  seen  or  written  some  of  the  "  bewailiDgs  and  lamenta- 
tions "  he  sings  of  ;  I  myself,  being  no  poet,  but  simply  a  business  man, 
have  failed  to  notice  them.  My  letter  was  no  "  bewailing,  &c."  :  it  was 
what  the  editor  appropriately  headed  it,  "  An  Impeachment."  Even 
while  I  write  (December  18)  several  prominent  examples  of  the  strange 
state  of  affairs  I  typified  have  come  to  hand,  several  excellent  men  having 
been  plucked  in  both  examinations,  and  several  duffers  got  through, 
entirely  from  that  unfortunate  nervousness  which  the  Rymer  scorns  and. 
with  poetic  freedom,  ascribes  to  "milliners  "  (of  all  people!),  but  which 
will  command  the  sympathies  of  the  vast  majority  of  those  who  have  ex- 
perienced the  pains  of  the  "  funking-form."  "  IS.  G.  B.  P."  has  a  confiding 
faith  in  the  examiners,  which  it  would  be  heartless  to  rain,  and  also  a 
marvellous  idea  of  his  own  judgment  and  clairvoyant  powers  when  he 
christens  men  of  the  highest  attainments  in  science,  and  whom  he  has 
never  seen,  "  crammers."   The  rest  of  his  letter  is  beneath  notice. 

But  the  error  of  both  Mr.  J.  R.  Young  and  "  E.  G.  B.  P."  is  that  both 
have  overlooked  the  main  points  of  my  letter,  viz  ,  the  necessity  of  making 
the  theoretical  part  of  the  examinations  wiitten,  and  of  giving  less 
practical  work  or  more  time  to  do  it  in  the  Major. 

I  did  not  impute  ill-temper  to  the  examiners,  but  know  they  are  not 
possessed  of  greater  serenity  than  other  mortals,  and  that  stupid  or 
nervous  candidates  must  cause  much  temporary  irritation,  which  descends 
sharply  on  the  shoulders  of  their  successors. 

This  unfair  result  would  be  remedied  by  making  the  examination 
written.  As  for  "  cram  "—well,  I  will  only  mention  that  I  have  passed 
many  science  examinations,  taking  Government  prizes,  entirely  in  the 
time  left  from  business. 

Hoping  that  personalities  will  now  cease,  and  practical,  useful  discussion 
ensue, —

E.  F.  (72/^20)  asks  for  a  good  way  of  making  Pepsin  Wine  which 
will  not  deposit. 

Pepsin  wine,  in  whatever  way  prepared,  will  ultimately  deposit,  but  the 
amount  will  depend  upon  the  formula  from  which  it  is  prepared,  and  the 
care  with  which  it  is  filtered,  &c.  It  should  in  every  case  be  filtered  first, 
then  allowed  to  stand  untouched  for  some  days,  and  afterwards  decanted 
from  any  sediment  that  may  in  the  interval  have  been  thrown  down.  If 
this  is  attended  to  the  deposit  will  be  reduced  to  a  minimum,  and  will  in 
no  case  be  unsightly  or  such  as  will  interfere  with  the  3ale  or  use  of  the 
preparation.  We  have  tried  various  ways  of  preparing  it,  and,  having  re- 
gard to  the  fact  that  wine  does  not  extract  the  active  principle  of  the 
rennet,  and  also  to  the  difficulty  we  have  always  experienced  when  the 
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wine  has  been  made  direct  from  the  rennet,  of  adjusting  the  strength,  we 
prefer  rather  making  it  from  the  prepared  pepsin.  In  preparing  it  in 
this  way  care  should  be  taken,  first,  that  the  pepsin  (if  commercial)  is 
free  from  starch  and  other  impurity,  and,  second,  that  it  is  digested  with 
water  acidulated  with  hydrochloric  acid  previous  to  the  wine  being  added. 
We  subjoin  a  formula  which  yields  a  good  preparation.  Some  add  sugar 
instead  of  glycerine;  we  prefer  the  latter  for  various  reasons,  and,  among 
others,  that  it  filters  more  freely,  and  is  less  apt  to  deposit.

49/228.  T.— We  are  not  in  a  position  to  give  you  advice  of  much  practical 
value.  If  the  choice  is  to  lie  between  the  United  States  and  Australia  we 
should  advise  you  to  follow  your  own  preferences.  In  either  case,  if  you 
intend  going  out  as  a  chemist,  you  would  do  well  first  to  qualify  here  by 
passing  the  Minor  examination.  That  will  exempt  you  from  further 
examination  in  the  Australian  Colonies,  and  from  other  than  a  form  in 
those  States  of  America  where  pharmacy  laws  are  in  force,  and  they  are  now 
the  most  important.  The  part  of  the  world  where  there  is  said  to  be  the 
best  opening  for  chemists'  assistants  with  some  little  capital,  and  with 
energy,  is  South  Africa.  We  have  published  several  letters  from  residents 
in  those  colonies  indicating  that  a  vacuum  may  be  found  thereabouts. 

PATENT  MEDICINES. 
We  have  been  favoured  with  the  subjoined  amusing  scribble  : — 
Do  you  suffer  with  heartburn,  wind  and  pain  in  the  stomach,  sick  head- 
ache, giddiness,  fulness,  and  swelling  after  meals,  dizziness  and  drowsi- 
ness, cold  chills,  flushings  of  heat,  loss  of  appetite,  costiveness,  senrvy,  and 
blotches  of  the  skin,  disturbed  sleep,  frightful  dreams,  cough,  cold,  short- 
ness of  breath,  asthma,  consumption,  hoarseness,  and  oppression  of  the 
chest?  Do  you,  I  ask,  suffer  from  all  or  any  of  these  complaints  ?  If  so, 
why?  Know  you  not  that  there  are  1,001  medicines  that  will  relieve  you,  nay, 
that  will  make  you  better  than  you  have  ever  been  before  ?  Know  you  not 
that  for  the  trifling  sum  of  Is.  \\d.  you  may  purchase  a  box  of  pills  worth 
a  guinea? 

I  fear  me  though  the  pills  are  valued  on  the  same  principle  as  filthy 
pipes.  A  man  who  has  the  good  fortune  to  possess  a  rank  and  black  clay 
pipe  will  tell  you  that  it  is  worth  any  amount.  For  some  time  I  have  been 
trying  to  find  the  market  for  dirty  pipes.  I  know  now  where  it  is  :  it  is 
"  horse  marines"  who  give  the  fabulous  price  for  discarded  pipes;  they, 
too,  are  the  only  gentlemen  who  would  care  to  give  the  full  value  for  a  box 
of  pills. 

Bilious  reader,  you  may,  perchance,  be  perplexed  with  the  many 
pamphlets  and  bills  you  have  read,  and  know  not  which  medicine  to 
choose.  Let  me  assure  you  that  there  really  is  no  difficulty  in  the  u  atter. 
All  patent  medicines  are  the  result  of  years  of  tedious  research  and  scien- 
tific experiments  ;  all  have  thousands  of  excellent  testimonials ;  all  have 
performed  cures  after  the  patient  has  been  turned  out  of  numerous 
hospitals  as  incurable  ;  all  will  cure  any  and  every  disease.  You  have, 
therefore,  but  to  go  to  any  chemist's,  or  grocer's,  or  draper's,  or  iron- 
monger's, or  huckster's,  or  tinker's,  or  tailor's  and  ask  for  a  patent 
medicine.  Should  you  be  asked  which  you  prefer,  say  you  have  no  choice, 
but  will  take  just  which  comes  first. 

Personally  I  must  canfess  that  I  have  a  weakness  for  those  patents  bear- 
ing a  Government  stamp,  upon  which  Her  Majesty's  Honourable  Commis- 
sioners of  Stamps  have  ordered  the  proprietor's  name  to  be  engraved  in 
white  letters  upon  a  red  ground.  What  an  artistic  idea  :  white  letters,  the 
emblem  of  purity,  standing  alone  on  a  red  ground,  the  synonym  for  foul 
disease !  The  meaning  is  clear.  Armed  with  a  box  of  Her  Majesty's 
Honourable  Commissioners  of  Stamps'  pills,  or  a  bottle  of  their  physic,  as 
the  case  may  be,  we  are  safe— nought  can  harm  us. 

What  sympathising  and  disinterested  beings  patent-medicine  proprietors 
are  !  To  what  an  expense  they  will  go  to  warn  mothers  against  giving 
their  babes  calomel  and  antimony  ;  how  carefully  they  distinguish 
between  genuine  and  spurious  medicines !  One  cannot  help  admiring  these 
men  ;  one  feels  that  it  would  te  almost  bliss  to  die  in  the  arms  of  a  patent- 
pill  maker. 

I  know  there  are  many  who  have  no  faith  in  patents  :  many  who  would 
tell  us  that  a  doctor  or  surgeon  is  the  proper  person  to  employ  in  case  of 
sickness.  They  tell  us  that  the  medical  man  has  had  an  expensive  educa- 
tion, that  he  has  gone  thoroughly  into  the  subjects  of  anatomy,  surgery, 
and  medicine,  and,  therefore,  he  is  the  only  competent  person  to  treat 
disease.  That  is  not  my  idea  ;  medical  men  are  too  matter-of-fact  for  me. 
What  care  I  if  they  have  read  "  Sam  Lung  on  the  Air-vessels,"  or  "  John 
Buuyan  on  the  Great  Toe "  ?  No ;  I  like  to  have  a  little  romance  or 
poetry  about  my  physic.  What  a  sublime  picture  we  have  before  us  in  the 
discovery  of  one  of  our  leading  patents  !  We  see  a  meadow  covered  with 
the  richest  verdure,  a  rippling  brook  flowing  through  the  centre,  and  an 
old  decrepit  woman  grazing  in  the  said  meadow  like  an  ox  ;  but,  lacking 
the  instinct  of  an  ox,  she  does  not  confine  herself  to  edible  herbs,  but  in  a 
fit  of  absent  mindedness  preys  upon  aconite  and  deadly  nightshade.  Two 
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her  grandchildren,  who  have  been  sent  out  to  watch  their  granny  graze 
istaiitly  rush  upon  the  old  woman  and  inform  her  that  she  has  been  eat- 
ig  poison.  "Eureka!"  exclaims  the  old  lady,  and  commences  to  skip 
xmt  the  field  like  a  lamb.  "  My  children,"  that  old  woman  cries  when 
rst  that  creature  found  a  tongue,  "  for  4U  years  I  have  had  a  pain  in  the 
it  of  my  stomach,  and  this  herb  has  cured  me."  Thus  one  of  the  greatest 
scoveriesof  the  day  was  made.

I 
n't  like  to  bring  them  out  as  a  patent  for  fear  of  injuring  my  customer's 
ade,  for  he  sells  them  every  week  upon  the  Market  Square  in  boxes  1  2  for 
penny. 

I  am  also  in  possession  of  another  excellent  recipe,  given  to  me  by  a  man 
ho  calls  himself  a  "  hors  doctor  "  :—

One  day  I  suffered  very  much  from 
rrhrca.  ",Now,"  said  I  to  myself,  "homoeopathy  shall  have  a  fair  trial, 
latis  the  cause  of  my  complaint  ?

57/227.  W.  B.  B.  Oil  for  Sewing-machines.— A  mixture  of  1  part 
est  paraffin  oil,  with  3  or  4  parts  fine  olive  oil,  will  make  an  admirable 
ichine  oil.  For  finer  purposes  we  have  used  a  combination  of  paraffin 
with  vaseline,  made  as  follows :— Melt  1  part  vaseline,  and  add  to  it 
>arts  of  paraffin  oil ;  cool  thoroughly,  and  allow  the  cloudiness  which 
les  place  to  clear  off  by  depositing.  Decant  and  use  the  clear  super- 
tant  oil.

THE  PHARMACEUTI 3AL  SOCIETY  FIT  TO  BE  TRUSTED  WITH 
THE  ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  PHARMACY  ACT? 
TO  THE  EDITOR  OF  "THE  CHEMIST  AND  DRUGGIST." 

Dear  Sir, — It  seems  to  me  quite  an  open  question  whether  the  Pharma- 
utical  Society  can  go  to  Parliament  with  clean  hands  to  ask  for  further 
'islative  restrictions  on  the  sale  of  poisons,  or,  at  least,  with  arguments 
rong  enough  to  convince  outsiders  that  the  Society  is  the  best  agent  for 
forcing  obedience  to  the  law. 

AVhen  a  logical  or  cautious  M.P.  learns  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
is  appointed  sole  prosecutor  under  important  sections  of  the  Pharmacy 
:t,  and  that  it  is  now  applying  for  further  powers,  the  first  question  he 


will  ask  will  be,  "  What  use  has  it  made  of  its  present  powers  ?  "  "  Has  it 
made  good  us,  of  them  ?  " 

Now  I  dare  say  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  would  have  hard  work 
to  gain  a  verdict  in  its  favour  in  any  court  where  evidence  was  sifted,  and 
counter-evidence  allowed.  The  first  argument  would,  doubtless,  be  the 
number  of  illegal  dealers  in  poison  has  largely  decreased  since  the  Society 
was  entnisted  with  the  Pharmacy  Act.  To  this  I  should  answer,  What  is 
your  evidence  V  It  is  true  that  until  that  very  inconvenient  Trade  Asso- 
ciation thrust  its  meddlesome  fingers  into  the  pie  we  rarely  heard  of  a  pro- 
secution under  the  17th  or  any  other  section.  But  this  Trade  Association, 
in  the  five  years  of  its  life,  has  prosecuted  as  many  illegal  vendors  of  poisons 
as  the  Pharmaceutical  Soci  ety  has  in  the  course  of  13  years. 

Another  argument  would  perhaps  be :  The  number  of  deaths  from 
poisoning  has  sensibly  decreased  since  1868.  I  am  inclined  to  doubt  this. 
The  very  large  number  of  deaths  from  poisoning  occurring  throughout  the 
country  was  probably  recognised  by  no  one  until  they  were  collected  in  the 
form  in  which  yon  have  printed  them  monthly  during  the  part  year.  Your 
record  has  been  a  surprise  to  me,  and  doubtless  to  most  of  your  readers.  It 
will  be  difficult  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  prove  that  the  number 
of  deaths  from  poisoning  has  really  decreased. 

The  argument  may  be  framed  in  a  form  which  will  appear  more 
favourable  to  the  Society.  The  number  of  murders  by  poisoning  has 
decrease!.  This  may  be  so  ;  I  have  no  facts  at  hand  from  which  to  form  an 
opinion  ;  ami  I  believe  that  before  the  days  of  the  recent  development  of 
analytical  chamistry  many  a  suspicious  death  was  wrongly  charged  to  the 
score  of  poisoning.  But  even  admitting,  for  the  sake  of  argument,  that 
the  number  of  murders  by  poison  has  actually  decreased  since  the  passing 
of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  I  should  contend  that  this  is  in  spite  of  the  negli- 
gence, not  in  consequence  of  the  vigilance,  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
For,  be  it  remembered,  in  cases  of  poisoning  the  public  lay  the  blame  on 
the  vendor,  not  on  the  Society  whose  duty  it  is  to  make  him  obey  the  law. 
And  the  trouble  the  Society  gave  itself  about  this  part  of  the  work  is 
shown  by  the  number  of  prosecutions  under  the  17th  section  which  the 
Trade  Association  have  carried  to  a  successful  issue.  I  contend,  therefore, 
that  it  is  the  vigilance  of  the  individual  chemist,  anxious  to  avoid  public 
odium,  not  the  activity  of  the  Pharmaceutics!  Society,  which  has  caused 
any  decrease  in  the  number  of  murders  by  poisoning  which  may  possibly 
have  occurred. 

It  should  also  be  noted  that  many  of  the  prosecutions  by  the  Trade 
Association  under  the  17th  section  might  have  been  better  pursued  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  under  other  sections. 

In  conclusion,  let  me  say,  I  shall  consider  worth  the  paper  they  are 
written  on  only  those  answers  which  show  by  genuine  evidence,  not  mere 
opinion,  t  hat  the  number  of  illegal  vendors  of  poison  is  less  now  than  it 
was  in  18(i8,  and  that  the  decrease  is  due  to  the  exertions  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  or  that  the  number  of  murders  by  poison  has  been 
decreased  by  the  same  cause.  I  have  not  discussed  the  question  of  suicide 
or  accidental  death  by  poison,  as  they  do  not  bear  so  directly  on  the 
question.

CARBOLIC  ACID  AND  THE  SCHEDULE  07  POISOXS. 

TO  THE  EDITOR  OF  "  THE  CHEMIST  AND  DRUGGIST." 

Sir,— Having  noticed  that  some  additions  to  schedule  No.  2  of  the 
Poisons  Act  are  under  consideration,  and  that  "  carbolic  acid  and  its  pre- 
parations" have  teen  named,  we  take  leave  to  ask  if  it  can  be  shown  that 
the  Act  has  in  any  way  benefited  the  general  public,  in  whose  interest  it 
was  originally  framed.  We  have  no  data  about  the  poisonings  which 
occurred  prior  to  the  passing  of  the  Act,  but  on  examining  four  monthly  lists 
published  in  your  paper,  we  find  the  total  cases  are  66,  and  of  these  seven 
are  due  to  carbolic  acid  (not  scheduled),  whilst  11  are  due  to  laudanum, 
which  is  scheduled.  We  reasonably  assume  that  the  sales  of  carbolic  acid 
are  very  greatly  in  excess  of  those  of  laudanum.  In  view  of  the  facts  we 
name,  it  does  not  seem  at  all  likely  that  scheduling  carbolic  will  materially, 
if  at  all,  diminish  the  accidents  caused  by  its  use,  which  are  really  not 
more  than  three  of  the  above-named  seven,  as  the  other  four  were  suicide 
cases,  evidently  not  preventible  by  scheduling,  and  two  of  the  suicides  were 
effected  by  persons  (sanitary  inspector,  chemist's  assistant)  who  could 
obtain  poisons  if  scheduled. 

Carbolic  acid  supplied  by  us  for  retailing  has  always  poison-label  affixed, 
and  the  antidptc  printed]  on  the  label,  so  that  any  mishap  with  it  must  be 
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due  to  some  carelessness  in  its  use,  and  we  believe  it  may  safely  be  asserted 
that  no  Act  of  Parliament  can  ever  prevent  people  from  being  injured  by 
the  careless  use  of  various  things  known  to  be  generally  useful  if  properly 
employed. 

If  the  Poisons  Act  is  to  be  made  to  embrace  all  dangerous  preparations 
it  may  reasonably  include  strong  spirits,  which  are  causing  many  deaths 
that  do  not  appear  as  poiEon,  cases,  but  are  at  times  entered  as  due  to 
"  excessive  drinking." 

We  do  not  think  it  needful  to  argue  against  scheduling  "carbolic  prepara- 
tions "  further  than  to  fay  that  all  we  issue  are  either  non-poisonous  or  in 
such  form  that  an  accident  cannot  occur  by  their  use.

229/36.  Ridgway.—  Soluble  Essence  of  Ginger.— The  following  is 
the  method  suggested  by  Mr.  Thresh  at  the  last  Conference,  as  the  result 
of  several  years'  experience  : — Make  an  essence  of  ginger  with  strong 
rectified  spirit,  dilute  with  about  half  its  volume  of  water,  and  shake  up 
with  silica  or  powdered  pumice  ;  then  add  a  drop  or  two  of  essential  oil  of 
ginger  (costing  about  3s.  an  ounce)  to  restore  the  aroma.  This  is  the  best 
form  hitherto  published,  but  we  dare  say  that  even  this  will  be  found  to 
deposit  on  keeping.  Soluble  essence  is  generally  made  for  speedy  use  in 
making  ginger  beer,  and  not  to  be  kept.

Silver  Marking-ink.— Professor  Redwood's  formula,  published  iu 
February,  1847,  has  never  been  much  improved  on.    It  is  as  follows  : — 


Silver  nitrate  

Sodium  carbonate,  crystallised       ..       ..       ..  Siss. 

Tartaric  acid   5ij.  3ij. 

Strong  liquor  ammonia    3ij.  vel.  q.s. 

Archil      3ss. 

White  sugar    3iv. 

Powdered  gum  arabic   5xij. 

Distilled  water   q.s. 


Dissolve  the  silver  nitrate  and  sodium  carbonate  separately  in  distilled 
water  ;  mix  the  solutions ;  collect  and  wash  the  precipitate  very  thoroughly 
on  a  filter  ;  careless  washing  will  leave  sodium  nitrate  in  the  ink,  which 
will  destroy  the  fabric  like  tinder  when  the  ink-marks  are  heated.  In- 
troduce the  well-washed  precipitate,  still  moist,  into  a  Wedgwood  mortar, 
and  add  to  it  the  tartaric  acid,  rubbing  them  together  until  effervescence 
has  ceased ;  add  liquor  ammonia  in  sufficient  quantity  to  dissolve  the 
silver  tartrate  ;  then  mix  in  the  archil,  white  sugar  and  powdered  gum 
arabic,  and  add  distilled  water,  if  required,  to  make  Jvj.  of  the  mixture. 
The  sugar  makes  the  ink  flow  better  from  the  pen,  counteracting  the  effect 
of  the  gum  added  to  suspend  the  silver  salt. 

Red  Sealing-wax.— Fine  pale  shellac,  4  oz. ;  cautiously  melt  it  in  a 
bright  copper  pan  over  a  clear  charcoal  fire,  and,  when  fused,  add  of  true 
Venice  turpentine,  1J  oz. ;  mix,  and  further  add  of  vermilion,  3  oz. ; 
remove  the  pan  from  the  fire,  cool  a  little,  and  cast  in  suitable  moulds, 
The  selection  of  the  shellac  has  much  to  do  with  the  quality  of  the  pro- 
duct. Care  must  be  taken  not  to  apply  the  seal  while  the  wax  is  too  hot, 
as  this  inevitably  causes  them  to  stick  together. 

229/16.  Indian  Stone.— Can  any  of  your  readers  give  T.  E.  a  form  for 
"  Indian  stone."  It  ie  put  up  iu  a  11  oz.  willow  box,  and  this  quantity  is 
to  be  dissolved  in  4  pints  of  cold  water,  and  applied  on  linen  bandages  as  a 
lotion  to  horses'  legs.  It  smells  strongly  of  acid,  and  contains  some  pre- 
paration of  copper. 

99/31.  Lex. — Two  good  formulae  for  custard  powders  are  printed  on 
page  180  of  our  last  volume  (April,  1881).  Egg  Powder  may  be  made 
by  thoroughly  mixing  \  drachm  of  turmeric  with  1  lb.  of  ordinary  baking 
powder.
